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ADDRESS 

Of  Chancellor  Walworth,  Pi  evident  of  the  New- York  State  Tempe¬ 
rance  Society ,  at  the  Fourth  Jlnniversari;,  February  26th,  1833. 

In  taking  the  chair  of  this  society  at  its  fourth  anniversary,  I  cannot 
forget  that  since  we  last  assembled  in  this  place,  the  angel  of  desolation 
has  been  permitted  to  visit  our  shores,  and  that  many  thousands  of  our 
fellow  citizens  have  been  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  called  to  their  last 
account  In  reference  to  this  event,  let  us  humbly  adore  that  goodness 
and  mercy  by  which  the  lives  of  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Society 
have,  almost  uniformly,  beer,  preserved. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  prepared  and  will  lay  before  you,  a 
brief,  but  very  interesting  statement  <  f  their  proceedings,  in  the  cause  of 
temperance,  during  the  past  year.  From  that  statement  it  will  be  seen, 
that  the  great  work  of  benevolence  in  which  we  are  engaged,  i  as  been 
prosecuted  by  the  Committee  with  increasing  zeal  and  unrenutD  d  diligence. 
I  may  also  add,  that  the  gentlemen  composing  the  committee,  have  de¬ 
voted  their  time  and  their  talents  to  this  cause,  without  the  expectation 
of  any  compensation  for  their  services,  other  than  the  pleasure  of  doing 
good,  and  of  being  useful  to  their  fe.Iow  men.  and  the  conseic  usness  of  the 
approving  smiles  of  Heaven  upon  their  cirinte'e:  tod  benevolent  exertions. 

The  establishment  of  a  periodical  paper,  for  the  purpose  of  communi¬ 
cating  information  on  the  subject  of  P  in ;  e ranee,  in  the  most  cheap  and 
convenient  form,  to  every  town  and  school  district  of  the  state,  and,  as  far 
as  practicable,  to  every  family  in  the  Union.  is  one  of  the  most  in  ;  ortant 
measures  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  since  our  last  meeting. 
Aided  by  the  very  liberal  donations  of  several  benevolent  individuals,  the 
committee  have  been  enabled  to  distribute  several  hundred  thousands  of 
this  paper  gratuitously,  in  addition  to  tl  e  large  number  which  have  bet  n 
furnished  to  regular  subscribers,  upon  su>  h  reasonable  terms  as  to  render 
the  cost  of  this  periodical,  little  more  ii  an  nominal  to  any.  And  from 
every  section  of  the  United  States,  we  have  the  most  cheering  assurances 
that  the  information  which  has  been  thus  disseminated,  has  produced  and 
is  still  producing,  the  most  beneficial  results.  It  is  awakening  a  spirit  of 
inquiry  upon  the  subject  of  the  demnra  izing  effects  of  the  use  of  ardent 
spirits,  and  is  every  where  stimulating  iho  friends  of  temperance  to  more 
active  and  persevering  exertions.  Keason  and  truth  are  successfully  con¬ 
tending  with  the  demon  of  intern pe ran  e  and  the  spirit  of  uneonsen  ntious 
gain,  which  have  so  long  held  uncontrolled  and  uncontrollable  sway  over 
the  appetites  and  the  actions  of  men.  Makers  and  venders  of  ardent  spirit 
are  becoming  convinced  that  it  is  morally  wrong  to  seek  the  acquisition  of 
property  for  themselves  and  their  families,  by  degrading  and  destroying 
their  fellow  men.  And  thousands  of  others  who  have  now  become  satis- 
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fied  that  the  temperate  drinker  of  the  deleterious  spirit  of  the  still  is,  in 
most  cases,  but  the  embryo  of  a  future  drunkard,  have  determined  to 
abandon  its  use  and  to  enlist  in  the  cause  of  total  abstinence.  In  addition 
to  the  great  benefits  which  have  been  derived  from  the  circulation  of  this 
cheap,  but  efficient  periodical,  I  cannot  forget  again  to  acknowledge  the 
continued  and  cordial  support  which  this  society  has  received  from  the 
conductors  of  the  public  press.  Scarcely  a  respectable  paper  can  be  found 
whose  editor  has  not  willingly  aided  the  exertions  of  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee,  by  transferring  some  of  their  most  valuable  articles  on  the  subject 
of  temperance,  to  his  columns.  Many  of  those  editors  are  also  among  the 
most  active  and  efficient  members  of  the  society.  And  as  an  American, 

I  feel  a  just  pride  in  being  able  to  say,  that  I  am  not  aware  of  a  single 
paper  in  the  Union,  having  the  least  claim  to  respectability,  "which  may 
justly  be  considered  as  hostile  to  the  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

It  will  no  doubt  be  gratifying  to  the  members  of  the  Society,  to  learn 
that  the  State  Circular,  which  had  produced  such  beneficial  results  within 
our  own  limits,  previous  to  our  last  anniversary,  has  since  found  its  way 
into  every  part  of  the  Union  ;  and  has  been  reprinted,  and  extensively  cir¬ 
culated  in  several  of  the  States,  by  their  local  societies,  after  being  so 
modified  as  to  adapt  it  to  the  situation  and  habits  of  the  people  of  their 
respective  States  From  the  published  address  of  a  distinguished  friend 
of  temperance  in  a  neighboring  State,  I  find  he  has  done  me  the  honor  to 
suppose  I  was  the  author  of  this  invaluable  circular.  I  must  therefore 
avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  say  that,  with  the  exception  of  two  or 
th  ree  trilling  alterations,  the  State  Circular  was  the  production  of  the  active 
and  zealous  pastor  of  the  fourth  Presbyterian  Church  in  this  city.  And 
this  devoted  friend  of  temperance  cannot  but  be  gratified  to  learn  that  the 
benefits  produced  by  his  exertions  in  this  cause,  have  not  been  confined  to 
his  native  country  alone.  By  a  letter  recently  received  from  the  presiding 
officer  of  a  temperance  association  in  the  kingdom  of  Saxony,  we  are 
informed  that  the  State  Circular  has  been  translated  into  the  German  lan¬ 
guage,  and  has  been  reprinted  and  extensively  distributed  in  that  coun¬ 
try.  And  we  are  also  assured  that  it  has  been  one  of  the  most  efficient 
agents  in  gaining  converts  to  the  cause  of  total  abstinence,  in  the  north  of 
Europe. 

While  the  Cholera  was  extending  its  ravages  among  us  during  the  last 
summer,  the  Executive  Committee  considered  it  a  duty  they  owed  to  their 
fellow  citizens,  to  issue  and  distribute  several  handbills  and  other  publica-  « 
tions,  warning  them  of  the  effects  of  ardent  spirit  as  a  predisposing  cause 
to  the  disease.  But  I  regret  to  say  that  in  general,  the  warning  voice  of 
benevolence  and  of  reason,  was  wholly  disregarded.  That  neither  the 
admonitions  of  man  or  the  more  awful  threatenings  of  the  Most  High, 
were  sufficient  to  stay  the  suicidal  hands  of  those  who  were  addicted  to 
the  daily  use  of  ardent  spirit.  And  the  authentic  record  of  deaths  by 
Cholera  in  this  city,  published  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com-

mittee,  shows  the  results  which  may  ever  be  expected  from  such  madness 
and  infatuation.  These  dreadful  scenes  which  many  of  us  have  witnessed 
both  here  and  elsewhere,  during  the  past  year,  authorise  us  to  call  upon 
every  friend  of  temperance  and  humanity  for  still  greater  exertions  in 
arresting  the  progress  of  this  vice  of  spirit  drinking,  which  seems  to  fur¬ 
nish  the  natural  aliment  for  the  desolating  disease  which  has  so  recently 
passed  through  the  land,  and  which  most  probably  will  soon  return.  The 
Cholera  has  indeed  been  a  preacher  of  temperance,  not  only  to  the  degraded 
and  hopeless  drunkard,  but  to  all  that  class  of  self-styled  temperate  drink¬ 
ers,  who  are  in  the  habitual  and  daily  use  of  ardent  spirit,  and  whose 
general  appearance  or  tell-tale  breath  indicates  too  clearly  the  object  of  their 
idolatry.  Experience  showrs  that  to  such  persons  an  attack  of  the  Cholera 
generally  proves  fatal ;  which  to  those  who  are  strictly  temperate  in  all 
their  habits,  this  disease,  if  attended  to  in  season,  is  but  little  more  danger¬ 
ous  than  the  ordinary  epidemics  of  this  country.  Some  few  indeed,  of 
the  most  regular  and  temperate  habits,  have  fallen  its  victims.  Here  and 
there  a  Clarke  or  an  Ewing,  or  some  pious  and  devoted  sister  of  charity, 
who  has  been  particularly  exposed  to  its  contagious  influence,  has  been 
swept  away  by  the  pestilence.  This  however,  is  but  the  natural  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  which  unquestionably  had  its 
origin  in  intemperance  alone  ;  and  which  is  fed  and  nurtured  by  this  vice 
until  the  atmosphere  becomes  so  impure  as  to  render  it  deleterious  to 
human  life.  Witness  the  general  effects  of  the  disease  upon  those  fearless 
men,  who,  during  its  prevalence,  visited  its  most  frightful  haunts,  to  search 
out  and  relieve  its  victims,  or  to  administer  the  consolations  of  religion  to 
their  departing  spirits — upon  those  devoted  females  of  our  own  city  and 
elsew'here,  who  like  angels  of  mercy,  left  their  abodes  of  health,  and  even 
of  affluence,  to  watch  by  the  dying  bed  of  the  orphan,  the  destitute  and 
the  friendless  ;  and  then  say  is  not  the  dreaded  Cholera  disarmed  of  nearly 
all  its  terrors,  for  those  who  are  strictly  temperate  in  all  things,  and  who 
rely  upon  the  Almighty  to  sustain  them  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty. 

The  proceedings  of  the  American  Temperance  Society,  to  which  this 
society  is  auxiliary,  have  assumed  a  new  and  more  interesting  character 
during  the  past  year.  The  fourth  annual  report  of  that  society,  was  re¬ 
printed  in  London,  and  has  already  passed  through  two  editions  there. 
The  fifth  report  which  was  published  during  last  summer,  is  a  document 
of  still  greater  value,  and  demands  an  attentive  perusal  by  every  friend  of 
his  country  and  of  his  species.  Next  in  importance  to  the  publication  of 
this  interesting  and  able  report,  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Parent  Society 
for  simultaneous  meetings  of  the  friends  of  temperance  in  every  city,  town, 
or  village  of  the  United  States,  on  the  26th  of  February,  1833.  This 
recommendation  has  been  cordially  concurred  in,  by  this  society,  and  by 
other  local  societies  in  every  part  of  the  Union.  And  by  letters  recently 
received  from  Europe,  we  are  now  informed  that  the  suggestion  has  also 
been  adopted  by  our  brethren  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  This, 
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therefore,  is  the  day  thus  designated  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
friends  of  temperance  in  two  hemispheres,  for  a  vigorous  and  united  effort 
In  this  great  cause  of  benevolence,  in  which  we  are  engaged.  Let  us  then, 
individually  and  collectively,  resolve  to  renew  and  continue  our  exertions, 
until  the  world  shall  be  emancipated  from  the  degrading  chains  of  intem¬ 
perance. 

The  unexampled  success  which  has  hitherto  attended  the  exertions  of 
this  society,  is  in  a  great  measure  attributable  to  the  fact,  that  we  have 
constantly  sought  to  unite  the  wise  and  the  good  of  all  classes  and  condi¬ 
tions  of  men,  without  reference  to  political  tenets  or  religious  creeds.  In 
drying  up  the  sources  of  misery  and  crime,  which  had  so  long  afflicted 
the  human  family,  we  felt  that  we  were  occupying  common  ground,  on 
which  all  could  meet  as  the  common  friends  of  man.  And  the  officers  of 
the  State,  as  well  as  of  the  several  county  societies,  have  generally  been 
selected  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  either  sectarian  or  political  jea¬ 
lousies.  Permit  me  therefore  to  recommend  a  continuance  of  those  meas¬ 
ures  which  have  already  been  found  so  beneficial  in  their  results.  And 
let  us  constantly  bear  in  mind,  that  our  warfare  is  with  intemperance  alone, 
and  not  against  the  unfortunate  individuals  who  are  its  subjects  or  its  vic¬ 
tims.  Our  only  appropriate  weapons,  therefore,  are  the  weapons  of  reason 
and  truth.  And  in  such  a  warfare,  with  such  weapons,  may  the  blessing 
of  the  Almighty  rest  upon  your  exertions,  and  crown  them  with  unparal¬ 
leled  success. 


REPORT 

Of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  New-  York  State  Temperance  Society , 

made  at  their  Fourth  Anniversary. 

Albany ,  February  26th,  1833. 

The  operations  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  New- York  State 
Temperance  Society,  have  been  more  extended  during  the  past,  than  any 
former  year.  As  the  period  for  making  town  and  county  reports  does  not 
expire  until  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  simultaneous  meetings,  the 
committee  cannot  go  much  into  detail,  but  will  at  this  time  only  make  a 
brief  statement  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

Appointment  of  Agents. 

The  committee,  soon  after  the  last  annual  meeting,  renewed  the  com¬ 
mission  of  Mr.  Timothy  Turner  as  agent  for  one  year.  In  the  months  of 
March,  April  and  May,  Mr.  Turner  visited  several  of  the  counties  bor¬ 
dering  on  the  Hudson  river,  and  was  instrumental  in  producing  the  hap¬ 
piest  results. 

In  June,  Mr.  Lewis  H.  Hobby  was  appointed  for  four  months,  and  with 
Mr.  Turner,  visited  the  counties  of  Delaware,  Broome,  Otsego,  Chenango, 
Herkimer,  Montgomery,  and  Schoharie,  wholly  or  in  part ;  and  Mr. 
Hobby  concluded  the  period  of  his  engagement  by  visiting  the  county  of 
Columbia  under  the  direction  of  their  county  society.  Mr.  Hobby’s  ap- 
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pointment  was  not  renewed  for  want  of  funds.  Since  that  time  Mr. 
Turner  has  visited  nearly  all  that  part  of  the  State  lying  north  of  the 
canal  and  west  of  the  county  of  Herkimer,  returning  by  the  way  of  Oneida 
county  to  this  city.  From  the  21st  of  January  his  labors  have  been  con¬ 
fined  to  the  cities  and  counties  of  Albany,  and  Rensselaer. 

During  the  year  Mr. Turner  has  travelled  about  4,000  miles, and  delivered 
on  an  average  one  address  each  day.  He  has  formed  many  new  societies, 
and  witnessed  the  signatures  of  more  than  6,000  persons  to  the  pledge  of 
total  abstinence.  He  has  also  been  well  received,  and  heard  with  atten¬ 
tion  in  every  place  he  has  visited,  and  the  committee  embrace  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  expressing  their  obligations  for  the  good  feeling  and  attention 
shown  to  their  agents,  wherever  they  have  been  cast  upon  the  hospitalities 
of  their  fellow  citizens. 

Effort  hij  means  of  the  Press. 

Aware  of  the  value  of  the  press  in  diffusing  information,  the  committee 
from  the  first  have  used  great  exertions  to  circulate  periodicals  devoted  to 
the  cause  of  temperance,  in  every  town  in  the  State,  and  early  last  year 
determined  on  the  establishment  of  a  paper  under  their  own  direction,  with 
the  full  confidence  that  they  would  be  sustained  by  the  public  ;  and  the 
result  has  shown  that  their  confidence  was  not  misplaced.  Of  the  several 
numbers  of  the  Temperance  Recorder,  on  an  average  60,000  copies  month¬ 
ly  have  been  printed,  including  several  extras,  making  723,000  copies  in 
all.  That  many  of  these  have  fallen  by  the  way-side  is  not  to  be  ques¬ 
tioned  ;  but  that  others  have  been  ministers  of  good  is  equally  true.  The 
committee  have  in  their  possession  evidence  that  by  reading  the  Recorder, 
drunkards  have  been  reclaimed,  and  many  temperate  drinkers  have  aban¬ 
doned  the  dangerous  habit,  while  the  friends  of  temperance  have  been  ani¬ 
mated  to  greater  diligence  and  more  persevering  effort. 

In  one  instance  a  Recorder  sent  to  a  P.  M.  was  the  means  of  opening 
the  healthful  streams  of  temperance  to  two  whole  counties.  A  Recorder 
sent  to  the  war  department,  and  from  thence  to  a  military  post  at  the  ex¬ 
treme  northeast  corner  of  the  Union,  was  the  means  of  leading  the  garrison 
to  form  a  temperance  society,  and  banish  ardent  spirit  from  the  post. 
Another  sent  in  the  same  way  reached  a  post  on  the  extreme  southwest, 
and  its  effects  were  equally  gratifying.  We  would  ask  to  have  these 
results  examined  and  remembered. 

Distribution  of  the  Recorder. 

Of  the  723,000  copies  of  the  Recorder  which  have  been  printed,  more 
than  600,000  have  been  or  will  be  distributed  gratuitously  by  the  societ}r 
or  benevolent  individuals.  Many '‘of  these  have  been  sent  to  other  States, 
and  Nos.  9,  10,  11  and  12  of  the  last  numbers  have  been  forwarded  to 
some  friend  of  the  cause  in  every  post  town  in  the  United  States.  Large 
parcels  have  also  each  month  been  sent  by  the  committee  to  England,  and 
100  copies  monthly  to  Africa.  The  Seamen’s  Friend  society  in  New-York 
have  been  regularly  furnished  with  a  supply  for  the  shipping  in  the  harbor. 

When  the  Rev.  Mr.  Deil,  the  seamen’s  missionary,  departed  for  a 
distant  island  in  the  Pacific,  a  large  box  of  Recorders,  circulars,  &c.  was 
committed  to  his  care  to  be  distributed  to  ships  of  all  nations  touching  at 
his  destined  port. 
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It  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  continue  the  publication  of  the 
Recorder.  And  it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  while  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  increasing  the  variety  and  interest  of  the  matter  of  the  Recorder, 
the  price  to  companies  of  20,  40,  or  100,  has  been  reduced  to  25  cts.  per 
annum,  so  as  to  bring  it  within  the  means  of  every  person  who  may  desire 
to  become  a  subscriber. 

Other  Documents  Published. 

The  committee  in  April  published  10,000  copies  of  the  third  annual 
report,  being  a  document  of  104  pages,  which  have  been  mostly  distributed. 
In  February,  in  obeidence  to  a  suggestion  of  the  delegates  who  attended 
the  last  anniversary,  a  circular  addressed  to  inn-keepers  throughout  the 
state  was  prepared,  and  20,000  copies  distributed.  If  that  measure  failed 
to  produce  the  full  effect  which  some  friends  of  the  cause  might  have 
anticipated,  and  all  desired,  yet  it  has  not  been  without  its  benefits  ;  for 
the  persons  addressed,  have  been  thus  shown,  that  those  who  are  laboring 
in  the  temperance  cause  are  not  influenced  by  feelings  of  personal  hostility 
to  them,  nor  yet  to  their  business,  any  further  than  as  the  retailing  of 
ardent  spirit  is  injurious  to  the  public,  and  tends  to  perpetuate  the  miseries 
and  the  burdens  of  intemperance. 

With  great  labor  and  expense  the  committee  caused  to  be  collected  an 
accurate  record  of  all  the  deaths  by  cholera  in  the  city  of  Albany  from  the 
commencement  of  the  disease,  till  the  cessation  of  the  daily  reports  of  the 
board  of  health  ;  specifying  such  particulars  in  regard  to  each  case,  as 
might  subserve  the  interests  of  humanity,  and  afford  valuable  matter  to 
the  professors  of  medical  science.  The  document  produced  as  the  result 
of  the  investigation  thus  made,  was  viewed  by  the  committee  of  too  im¬ 
portant  a  nature  to  remain  unpublished. 

It  was  accordingly  issued  as  an  extra  to  No.  9,  of  the  Recorder ;  and 
the  committee  were  happy  to  find  that  a  discerning  public  confirmed  their 
decision.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  accuracy  of  the  document  to 
which  we  refer,  has  been  fully  tested,  no  one  having  yet  offered  any  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  tending  to  impeach  any  of  the  statements  there  made* 
As  a  document  for  future  reference,  it  goes  down  to  posterity  uncontra¬ 
dicted,  and  takes  its  place  upon  the  future  page  of  history,  to  be  used  by 
the  generations  who  shall  come  after  us,  as  evidence  of  the  influence  of 
ardent  spirit  in  predisposing  to  disease. 

The  committee  have  also  published  under  their  supervision,  five  thous¬ 
and  copies  of  “  The  Cold  Water-Man,’9  a  work  which  has  received  the 
approbation  of  gentlemen  distinguished  both  for  literature  and  talents. 
The  profits  of  the  wrork  are  generously  devoted  by  the  author  to  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  cause  of  temperance. 

Since  its  first  organization,  this  society  has  put  in  circulation,  one

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Foreign  Countries . 

During  the  year,  the  Committee  have  received  many  letters  from  Eu¬ 
rope,  of  the  most  interesting  character ;  the  general  purport  of  which 
has  been  to  ask  for  information.  The  government  of  Prussia,  some  time 
in  December  last,  directed  its  Consul  General  in  the  United  States,  to  ob¬ 
tain  for  its  use,  all  the  information  necessary  to  aid  that  government,  in  its 
contemplated  design  of  introducing  the  temperance  reform  into  that  king¬ 
dom.  This  request  was  promptly  complied  with.* 

A  letter  dated  London,  January  7,  1S33,  states  that  the  British  and  Fo¬ 
reign  Temperance  Society,  held  a  meeting  on  the  first  clay  of  the  year. 
In  the  course  of  the  proceedings,  a  letter  from  Chancellor  Walworth 
w'as  read,  inviting  England  to  co-operate  with  the  people  of  this  country, 
in  one  simultaneous  effort,  on  the  26th  February  ;  the  proposal  w  as 
warmly  welcomed  by  the  meeting,  and  measures  w  ere  taken  to  carry  the 
object  into  effect,  as  far  as  practicable,  wfithin  the  limited  time. 

The  Parent  Society7  of  Scotland  had  also  taken  measures  to  cause  si¬ 
multaneous  meetings  in  that  interesting  country. 

On  the  European  continent,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  many  meet¬ 
ings  wfill  have  been  held  by  the  friends  of  temperance,  on  the  26th  of 
February. 

Thus,  we  may  reasonably  hope,  has  commenced  a  series  of  combined 
moral  efforts,  to  overcome  the  monster  vice  of  this  age. 

While  thus  alluding  to  the  efforts  of  ether  and  distant  lands,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  cannot  refrain  from  giving  an  appeal  to  this  our  native  country,  in 
the  w'ords  of  an  esteemed  correspondent,  residing  in  Europe.  “  Press  on, 
America — press  every  nerve  ;  throughout  all  your  fair  borders,  let  the 
manly  resolution  be  echoed,  that  so  foul  a  stain  shall  have  no  existence 
on  your  shores.  Let  the  rich  man  give  his  money  ;  the  wise  man  his 
wdsdorn  ;  the  orator  his  powrers  of  persuasion  ;  the  magistrate  his  civil 
power ;  the  press  its  thunderings  ;  the  poor  man  his  prayers  and  tears ; 
the  female  her  resistless  influence ;  to  do,  and  do  quickly,  what  the  ap¬ 
palling  necessities  of  the  case  demand.” 

Efforts  of  the  Committee  in  aid  of  other  states. 

The  Committee  have  felt  themselves  called  upon  to  assist  other  states 
in  the  wrork  of  reform.  Know-ino-  that  assistance  was  needed,  and  that  it 
would  be  kindly  received,  the  Committee  have,  in  every  instance  in 
which  it  has  been  asked,  granted  aid,  and  generally,  to  the  full  amount 
required.  It  gives  us  pleasure  to  bear  testimony,  that  our  sister  states, 
during  the  year  have  not  been  idle.  Many  of  them  have  taken  hold  of 
the  work  of  reform  with  renewed  vigor,  and  press  it  onw  ard  with  a  more 
lively  and  efficient  zeal.  State  Temperance  Societies  are  now  formed  in 
all  the  states  of  the  Union,  except  two;  and  the  whole  number  of  asso¬ 
ciations  in  the  republic,  formed  upon  the  principle  of  total  abstinence  from 
ardent  spirit,  is  about  4,500,  embracing  not  far  from  800,000  members. 

Intelligence  communicated  to  the  Committee,  induces  them  to  turn 
their  attention  to  the  wants  and  the  prospects  of  the  great  valley  of  the 
wrest ;  not  because  there  was  less  to  do  at  home,  but  because  the  present 
is  the  best  time  for  doing  something  there.  Ten  thousand  copies  of  each

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of  the  first  ten  numbers  of  the  Recorder,  and  the  Extra  to  No.  9,  (re¬ 
cord  of  deaths  in  this  city  by  the  cholera)  with  other  documents,  making 
in  all,  nearly  150,000  copies,  have  been  printed,  and  will  soon  be  distri¬ 
buted  in  every  section  of  that  most  highly  interesting,  and  extensive  valley. 
In  addition  to  these,  the  Committee  have  made  a  donation  to  the  Ame¬ 
rican  Sunday  School  Union,  of  4,000  complete  sets  of  the  1st  Vol.  of  the 
Recorder,  bound  ;  with  the  understanding,  that  one  copy  is  to  be  placed 
in  the  library  of  each  Sabbath  School  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi. 

A  gentleman  who  has  long  been  in  the  service  of  the  New- York  State 
Temperance  Societ}',  and  familiar  with  all  their  plans,  is  now  on  his  way 
to  New-Orleans,  with  a  commission  from  the  American  Society,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  an  association  of  gentlemen,  who  will  not  only  take 
upon  themselves  the  distribution  of  the  documents  throughout  the  valley, 
but  adopt  such  other  measures  as  will  be  thought  advisable  to  keep  the 
subject  constantly  before  the  public  mind.  This  agent,  in  going  and  re¬ 
turning  from  New-Orleans  will  visit  the  officers  of  state  societies,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  and  communicating  such  information,  as  will  have 
a  tendency  to  strengthen  the.  bond  of  union,  and  hasten  on  the  final  tri¬ 
umph  of  the  cause  ;  which,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  signs  of  the  times, 
is  nearer  at  hand  than  the  most  sanguine  had  anticipated. 

American  Quarterly  Temperance  Magazine. 

Impressed  with  the  importance  of  introducing  some  publication,  devo¬ 
ted  to  the  temperance  cause,  more  extensive  than  the  Recorder,  and  of  a 
different  character,  which,  by  collecting  and  preserving  all  material  facts, 
wrould  hereafter  serve  as  a  book  of  reference,  the  Committee  have  made 
arrangements  for  the  printing  a  Temperance  Magazine,  to  contain  96  oc¬ 
tavo  pages,  and  to  be  issued  once  in  three  months.  The  first  number  has 
been  published,  in  an  edition  of  4,000  copies;  nearly  all  of  which  has 
been  distributed  gratuitously,  as  a  specimen  of  th'e  work.  It  is  designed 
that  the  4th  annual  report,  shall,  in  part,  form  the  second  number  of  the 
Magazine,  which  will  be  increased  in  size,  in  consequence.  Terms,  $2 
per  year,  in  advance. 

Receipts  arid  Expenditures. 

The  receipts  of  the  Committee  during  the  year  past,  from  every  source, 
have  been  $6,667*  12.  During  the  same  period,  their  expenses  have 
amounted  to  $9,714*67,  leaving  a  balance  against  the  Committee,  of 
$3,107*55.  It  is  proper  to  state,  that,  owing  to  the  great  increase  of 
business  in  the  office,  but  little  attention  has  recently  been  devoted  to  the 
procuring  of  funds.  Every  particular,  with  regard  to  the  receipts  and  ex¬ 
penditures  of  the  society,  will  appear  in  the  4th  report. 

The  State  Circular  caused  an  expense  to  the  state  society,  of  near 
$4,000.  Most  of  the  counties  in  the  state  have  acknowledged  much  be¬ 
nefit  to  have  been  derived  from  the  distribution  of  this  circular,  and  vo¬ 
lunteered  an  assurance  that  they  should  be  paid  for.  The  committee  have 
relied  on  these  assurances,  and  have  been  induced  in  consequence,  to  ex¬ 
tend  their  operations,  and  consequently  their  expenses.  They  regret  to 
say,  that,  wiih  the  exception  of  three  or  four  counties,  no  part  of  this 
heavy  expense  has  been  refunded.  It  is  confidently  hoped,  that  the  friends 
of  the  cause  in  the  various  counties,  who  have  not  yet  contributed  to¬ 
wards  the  payment  of  this  document,  will  even  now,  come  to  our  relief. 
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The  Committee  have  felt  it  to  be  their  duty,  in  every  way,  to  distri¬ 
bute  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  information,  for  the  sums  intrusted 
to  their  care.  Every  department  of  expense  has  been  closely  scrutinized. 
The  agents  of  the  society  have  been  men  devoted  to  the  cause,  and  ac¬ 
cepting  of  the  smallest  compensation,  sufficient  to  sustain  themselves. 
The  Committee  would  now,  as  they  have  done  on  another  occasion,  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledge  the  very  efficient  support  and  assistance,  which  they 
have,  from  time  to  time,  received  from  their  printers,  Messrs  Packard  & 
Van  Benthuysen  ;  as  well  as  for  the  very  liberal  terms,  and  satisfactory 
manner,  in  which  the  printing  has  been  executed  for  the  society.  There 
has  also  been  saved  to  the  society,  a  heavy  expenditure,  by  the  voluntary 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  in  addressing  and  de¬ 
spatching  documents  by  mail.  Many  other  persons,  not  officers  of  the 
society,  have  rendered  gratuitous  services,  to  a  considerable  amount.  And 
the  Committee  acknowledge  their  obligations  to  post- masters  in  every  part 
of  the  Union.  They  have,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  acted  as  agents  for 
the  paper;  and,  in  many  instances,  relinquished  their  commission  of  50 
per  cent  on  the  postage,  and  in  others  paid  the  whole. 

Much  remains  to  be  done.  r 

Though  this  is  the  fourth  anniversary  of  the  society,  and  though  we 
have  been,  for  that  time,  successfully  in  the  field,  yet  our  work  has  only 
just  commenced.  All  that  has  been  done,  may  be  fairly  regarded  as  ex¬ 
periment  and  preparation  ;  and  an  eye,  practised  in  the  signs  of  the  times, 
may  see  that  there  yet  remains  much  of  increased  effort  and  persevering 
toil,  before  the  Committee,  and  the  friends  of  temperance,  shall  have  fullv 
discharged  their  duty.  So  long  as  multitudes  of  persons  continue  to  vend 
and  drink  ardent  spirit ;  so  long  as  it  is  manufactured  ;  one  groij  shop 
continues  open  ;  or  one  moderate  drinker  pursues  the  dangerous^  prac¬ 
tice  ;  our  work  is  not  done.  Our  encouragement  for  increased  effort  is 
great;  the  more  prominent  difficulties  are  removed.  Every  effort  now 
put  forth,  moves  it  onward  ;  more  being  now  frequently  accomplished  in 
one  day,  or  one  week,  than  in  months,  at  any  previous  time.  Although 
the  zeal  of  a  few  once  warm  friends  has  cooled,  and  some  have  even  crone 
back,  yet  it  is  also  true,  that,  on  the  whole,  there  never  has  been  a  peri¬ 
od,  when  the  cause  we  love,  and  to  which  we  are  devoted,  was  progres¬ 
sing  so  rapidly  to  its  final  completion.

Address  of  Azor  Taber,  Esq. 

Mr.  President, 

Permit  me  to  move  for  the  consideration  of  this  meeting,  and  support 
by  a  few  observations,  tbe  following  resolution : 

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  insidious,  wide-spread  and  baleful  evil 
which  we  are  associated  to  eradicate,  and  of  the  triumphant  success  of  the 
temperance  reformation,  from  its  first  dark  and  cheerless  beginning  up  to 
its  present  state  of  unexampled  prosperity  ;  we  renewedly  and  solemnly 
pledge  ourselves,  before  Heaven  and  the  world,  that  we  will  never  recede 
or  falter  in  this  great  moral  work,  until  its  final  accomplishment.

Address  of  Azor  Taber ,  Esq . 

Unremitted  labor  and  un-ceasing  vigilance,  are  the  lowest  price  at  which 
man,  in  this  world, can  obtain  happiness  andsafety.  The  primeval  curse, 
“  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,”  includes  within  its  scope 
not  only  the  bodily,  but  the  mental  and  moral  powers  of  man.  And  rea¬ 
son  and  philosophy,  not  less  than  revelation,  clearly  demonstrate,  that  all 
nature,  both  within  us  and  without  us,  is  so  formed  and  constituted  as  to 
enforce  this  destiny. 

Not  only  does  the  uncultivated  earth  bring  forth  thorns  and  thistles 
rather  than  fruit,  but  its  tempting  fruits,  unless  discriminated,  may  poison 
us.  And  the  air  we  breathe,  the  fire  that  warms  us,  and  the  innumerable 
other  objects  which  are  essential  to  our  existence  or  enjoyment,  must  be, 
for  the  most  part,  laboriously  sought,  and  must  all  be  cautiously  distin¬ 
guished,  appropriated  and  used,  if  we  "would  secure  the  benefits  and  escape 
the  mischiefs,  which  in  some  form  each  has  the  power  to  occasion. 

And  if  we  seek. for  happiness  in  the  exercise  of  the  mental  and  moral 
powers,  the  same  toil  and  dangers  await  us.  The  temple  of  science  stands 
at  the  summit  of  an  almost  inaccessible  mountain.  “  Truth  lies  at  the 
bottom  of  a  well.”  Moral  rectitude  is  a  critical  medium,  the  tvro  ex¬ 
tremes  from  which  are  vices.  And  even  the  path  to  Heaven,  as  we  are 
instructed  from  the  sacred  desk,  is  narrow  and  difficult,  with  a  broad  road 
leading  from  it  to  perdition.  So  that  Earth  and  Heaven  are  legibly  in¬ 
scribed  by  the  finger  of  their  Creator  with  the  sublunary  doom  of  man — 
toil  and  watchfulness . 

And  yet  such  is  the  intrinsic  constitution  of  human  nature,  that  this  ap¬ 
parently  severe  destiny  is  the  efficient  cause  of  its  highest  dignity  and  hap¬ 
piness.  Perils  and  impediments  in  our  path,  prompt  us  to  vigilant  and  en¬ 
ergetic  action.  Our  chief  happiness  consists  in  successful  effort — in  ac¬ 
quiring  the  desirable  objects  around  us,  not  in  their  supine  enjoyment — in 
eluding,  or  grappling  with  and  overcoming  danger,  not  in  a  quiet,  lifeless 
exemption  from  it.  And  every  human  faculty  put  forth  and  exerted  for 
these  purposes,  is  expanded,  invigorated  and  improved  by  the  exercise. 

I  have  indulged  in  the  preceding  remarks  with  the  view  to  show  that 
the  terrible  snare  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  not  a  departure  from,  but  in  ex¬ 
act  accordance  with,  the  general  policy,  so  to  speak,  of  the  creation ;  and 
that  it  only  furnishes  an  additional  and  worthy  subject  for  the  exercise  of 
the  intellectual  and  moral  energies  of  mankind.  The  inebriating  fluid,  de¬ 
structive  as  it  has  proved,  differs  in  only  one  or  two  particulars  from  a 
thousand  other  dangers  wffiich  beset  humanity,  and  which  are  easily  and 
usually  avoided  or  overcome.  One  particular  is,  that  its  first  entrance  in¬ 
to  the  human  system  communicates  a  plausible  falsehood  ;  for  by  its  tem¬ 
porary  stimulation  it  would  persuade  us,  that  our  physical  and  mental 
strength  and  the  flow  of  our  social  feelings  are  each  improved  by  the 
draught ;  when  in  truth  they  are  only  anticipated,  squandered,  and  finally 
depressed  farther  below,  than  they  were  at  first  elevated  above,  a  healthy 
standard.  This  is  one  peculiarity,  and  that  which  opens  and  smooths  the 
broad  way  to  temperate  drinking.  Another  is,  that  as  the  victim  arrives 
at  and  passes  the  verge  of  intoxication,  and  reason  and  conscience  are  re¬ 
quired  to  utter  their  monitory  voice,  both  reason  and  conscience  are  de¬ 
ranged  and  prostrated  by  its  influence  ;  and  the  subject  of  intoxication  alone, 
among  all  around  him,  is  utterly  ignorant  of  his  condition  and  his  danger. 
Thus  the  inebriating  cup  first  seduces  his  reason,  then  steals  away  his 
heart  and  his  brains,  and  finally  destroys  all  that  remains  of  him  at  its  lei- 
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sure.  Were  its  inevitable  effects  but  reversed  in  their  order,  the  danger 
would  be  obviated.  For  if  wo,  and  sorrow,  and  contentions,  and  babbling, 
and  wounds  without  a  cause,  and  redness  of  the  eyes,  and  disgrace,  and 
loathsomeness,  and  delirium  tremens ,  were  the  immediate,  as  some  or  all 
of  them  are  certain  to  be  the  ultimate,  consequences  of  the  habitual  drink¬ 
ing  of  ardent  spirit;  man  would  sooner  herd  with  tigers,  or  couch  with  the 
rattlesnake,  or  season  his  food  with  arsenic,  than  swallow  this  concentra¬ 
tion  of  curses. 

It  is  chiefly  for  the  reasons  which  have  been  alluded  to,  that  the  vice  of 
intemperance  is  no  respecter  of  persons  ;  and  that  throughout  all  past  time 
the  pious  and  the  profane,  the  wise  and  the  foolish,  the  valiant  and  the 
weak,  individuals  and  nations,  have  alike  been  drawn  into  the  vortex  of 
this  undiscriminating  destruction.

The  patriarch  IS  oah,  selected  as  the  holiest  man  of  the  old  world  to  be 
the  father  of  the  new,  was  drunk  upon  the  product  of  the  first  vineyard  on 
this  side  the  flood.  The  offspring  of  drunkenness,  intolerable  concupi¬ 
scence,  brought  down  lire  and  brimstone  upon  the  cities  of  the  plain ;  and 
lo  !  righteous  Lot  is  found  drunk,  wfithin  sight  of  the  ascending  smoke  of 
their  destruction  !  A  whole  nation  of  victorious  Scythians  were  made 
drunk,  and  thus  cut  off  in  one  night  by  their  Medeish  subjects.  Strong 
drink  and  revelry,  and  not  the  hosts  of  Cyrus,  conquered  mighty  Babylon. 
The  entire  population  of  wise,  refined  and  elegant  Athens,  were  periodi¬ 
cally  involved,  during  the  feasts  of  Bacchus,  in  profound  drunkenness,  and 
in  consequent  unutterable  obscenity  and  licentiousness.  Intemperance  en¬ 
tirely  metamorphosed,  and  finally  slew;  the  great  Macedonian  conqueror  ; 
after  having  first  caused  him  to  slay  his  guiltless  friend — the  preserver  of 
his  life  !  Drunkenness  overthrew  the  tyrants  of  ancient  Thebes,  and  de¬ 
livered  the  emancipated  city  into  the  hands  of  Epaminondas  and  Pelopidas, 
who  were  cold- water-men  ;  and  for  once  did  some  good.  Intemperance 
and  its  affiliated  vices,  enthralled  and  debased  Mark  Antony,  the  Roman 
Triumvir,  and  finally  lost  him  the  command  of  the  world.  Habitual  in¬ 
toxication  has  seared  the  conscience  and  steeled  the  heart  of  many  a  ty¬ 
rant  to  shed  the  blood  of  martyrs. 

These,  and  innumerable  other  instances,  which  the  records  of  history  af¬ 
ford,  prove  that  the  mixed  wine  and  strong  drink  of  the  ancients,  wrere  quite 
sufficiently  destructive.  But  in  an  evil  hour  in  the  dark  ages,  an  Arabian 
alchymist,  by  the  discovery  of  the  art  of  distillation,  fearfully  aggravated 
the  mischief,  it  was  the  art  of  rejecting  every  thing  useful,  by  separat¬ 
ing  every  tiling  pernicious,  from  the  fermented  juice  of  the  grape  and 
other  vegetable  substances ;  and  presenting  the  result  in  the  form  of  an 
unqualified  poison.  He  was  seeking  for  the  philosopher’s  stone — the  art 
of  transmuting  the  baser  metals  into  gold,  and  discovered  the  more  won¬ 
derful  art  of  transmuting  millions  of  Christian  men  yet  to  be  born,  into 
brutes  and  wretches,  with  their  own  voluntary  consent ! 

It  would  be  interesting,  and  not  uninstructive,  did  the  time  and  the  oc¬ 
casion  allow,  to  trace  the  successful  warfare  which  alcohol,  aided  by  dis¬ 
eased  appetite  and  misguided  public  opinion,  has,  since  that  period,  waged 
against  law,  religion  and  human  happiness.  But  it  is  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  of  this  resolution,  and  cannot  be  unprofitable,  to  review,  for  a 
moment,  the  fearful  condition  in  which  it  had,  through  about  a  century 
of  increasing  intemperance,  involved  our  country,  at  the  period  of  the  first 
organized  commencement  of  the  temoerance  reformation. 
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The  evil  had  become  one  of  appalling  magnitude.  Every  thing  honor¬ 
able,  and  lovely,  and  pure,  and  of  good  report,  was  assailed  or  threatened 
by  the  giant  vice  of  national  intemperance.  Thousands  of  honorable  men,, 
misguided  by  the  pernicious  example  of  past  ages,  were,  without  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  remorse  or  suspicion  of  wrong,  manufacturing,  importing  and  vend¬ 
ing  the  moral  and  physical  poison.  The  fire-tortured  products  of  the  vine¬ 
yards  and  cane  plantations  of  other  lands,  were  sending  their  deadly  exha¬ 
lations  condensed,  into  our  devoted  country,  in  a  broad,  swift  and  increas¬ 
ing  current.  Here,  thousands  of  insatiable  distilleries  were  eating  up  the 
children’s  bread,  only  to  digest  a  venom  with  power  to  destroy  the  souls 
and  bodies  of  their  fathers.  Ten  thousand  still  worms,  fitly  compared  to 
4<  the  worm  that  never  dies,”  were  condensing  the  pestilent  vapors  of  the 
still -house,  and  oozing  them  out  in  ten  thousand  streams,  to  augment  the 
tide  of  ruin  which  was  fast  deluging  our  land.  Intemperance,  not  that 
merely  which  paralyzes  the  limbs  and  the  utterance,  but  that  earlier  stage 
which  subverts  the  heart  and  the  conscience,  had  become,  like  a  gout  or 
rheumatism,  the  chronic  disorder  of  the  body  politic  ;  in  which  there  was 
scarcely  a  member  or  limb  which  did  not  suffer,  either  by  direct  disease  or 
inevitable  sympathy.  The  loathsome  symptoms  of  the  malady,  were 
among  the  first  objects  that  met  the  eye  of  the  passing  stranger  in  our 
land  ;  for  here,  liberty  and  plenty  rvere  perverted  to  this  purpose  of  na¬ 
tional  self -destruction. 

Shall  I  be  accused  in  all  this  of  empty  declamation  and  sweeping  asse¬ 
verations,  unworthy  of  the  dignity  of  this  enlightened  assembly  ?  Mr. 
President,  I  have  seen,  (and  who  has  not  seen  ?)  every  thing  holy  in  reli¬ 
gion,  and  exalted  in  intellect,  and  pure  in  virtue,  and  amiable  in  the  social 
affections,  crumble  to  ashes  under  the  scorching  influence  of  this  deadly 
sin. 

I  have  seen  the  young  man  of  respectable  connexions,  outrage  the  so¬ 
lemn  decency  of  the  funeral  ceremony  and  insult  the  departed  spirit  of  a 
pious  mother,  by  staggering,  and  breathing  the  pestiferous  breath  of  a 
drunkard,  around  her  coffin. 

Often  have  I  seen  a  mother  and  son  wTo  dwelt  together  in  the  vicinity 
of  this  city,  and  conducted  a  horrid  rivalry  in  practical  intemperance  ;  un¬ 
til  one  fatal  night,  having  staggered  home  in  triumph  with  the  renewed 
means  of  intoxication,  and  when  their  limbs  and  senses  were  steeped  in 
insensibility,  the  fire  communicated  to  their  dwelling,  and  mother  and 
son,  together,  were  sent  forth  from  this  world  in  consuming  flames,  the 
prelude  of  eternity. 

I  have  seen  the  drunkard,  in  his  most  sober  moments,  remorselessly 
convert  his  last  day’s  earnings  into  the  means  of  intoxication,  with  the 
full  consciousness  upon  him,  that  he  had,  at  his  poverty-stricken  home,  a 
meek  and  suffering  wife,  who — 

- “  dealt  her  scanty  store 

To  friendless  babes,  and  wept  to  give  no  more.” 

I  have  heard  a  terrified  wife  and  her  frantic  children  supplicate  for 
life,  and  shriek  to  the  passing  stranger  for  protection  against  the  savage 
violence  of  that  wrretch,  who  had  solemnly  vowed  ever  to  love  and  cherish 
the  one,  and  on  whose  heart  the  Almighty  had  written  a  covenant  stronger 
than  an  oath — proof  against  every  thing  but  the  obliterating  effects  of 
drunkenness,  to  love  and  protect  the  others. 
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I  have  seen  a  lovely  young  female,  who  had  been  reared  in  the  arms 
of  parental  tenderness,  her  heart  swelling  with  the  delusive  hopes  of  inex¬ 
perience,  led  forward  into  connubial  life,  with  prospects  as  bright  and  pro¬ 
mising  as  the  unclouded  morning  sun.  Again  I  have  marked  the  fitful 
melancholy,  the  fading  cheek,  and  the  anxious  look,  which  told  that 
agonizing  suspicions  as  to  him  in  whom  centered  all  her  hopes  and  affec¬ 
tions,  were  busy  at  her  heart ;  until  the  fatal  truth  burst  upon  her,  as  she 
found  herself  fettered  to  pollution,  and  clasped  in  the  arms  of  living  death, 
embodied  in  a  drunken  husband.  And  she  struggled  against  cruel  disap¬ 
pointment,  and  degradation,  and  anguish;  until  a  kindly  consumption 
gently  led  her  from  earthly  suffering  into  a  premature  grave.  And  her 
encircling  kindred  and  friends  poured  forth  the  copious  tears  of  mitigated 
grief,  as  they  beheld  this  innocent  victim  of  another’s  guilt,  released  at 
length  from  the  pangs  of  tortured  affection,  and  consigned  to  that  narrow 
resting  place,  “  where  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling.” 

1  have  seen  the  young  man,  born  under  the  smiles  of  fortune  and  pa¬ 
tronage,  endowed  with  genius,  and  education,  and  moral  sensibility,  and 
lively  self-respect,  with  the  crowning  virtue  of  piety  superadded,  rise  up 
by  my  side,  and  brace  himself  for  the  career  of  emulation,  with  prospects 
the- most  enviable  :  and  parted  with  him  as  he  went  away  to  lead  to  the 
altar  a  lovely  bride  ;  and  heard  that  that  union  had  been  blessed  with 
interesting  children-  Again  I  saw  him,  when  he  had  been  cast  out  of  his 
domestic  paradise,  for  partaking  of  the  forbidden  cup — fallen,  sunk,  de¬ 
graded  to  the  low  level  of  the  drunkard’s  abasement!  And  there  he  lay 
upon  the  earth,  a  blasted  thing — the  living  sepulchre  of  a  thousand 
hopes  ! 

Mr.  President,  we  have  all  seen  a  mighty  genius  rise  up  in  the  pro¬ 
fession  to  which  it  is  the  honor  of  the  speaker  to  belong  ;  with  a  grasp  of 
intellect  which  seized,  as  by  intuition,  those  stores  of  knowledge  which 
others  could  acquire  only  by  painful  application  ;  and  with  a  full,  rich 
flow  of  social  feeling,  which  rendered  him  the  fascinating  centre  of  an  ex¬ 
tended  circle  of  friendship.  We  have  seen  him  in  his  }routh,  with  the 
precocious  powers  of  a  Hercules,  grapple  in  successful  and  triumphant 
competition  with  the  veterans  of  the  bar.  We  have  listened  to  his  manly 
voice,  his  invincible  reasoning  powers  and  commanding  eloquence  ;  and 
have  seen  him  move  forward  into  official  station,  as  he  was  in  abilities,  at 
the  head  of  his  profession.  And  there  he  stood,  the  stay  and  support  of  a 
lovely  and  confiding  family — the  pride  of  a  proud  profession — the  strength 
of  a  strong  political  party,  and  one  of  his  country’s  highest  hopes.  And 
where  is  he  now  ?  Like  some  towering  column,  undermined  and  prostrated 
by  the  subtle  stream,  whose  massive  fragments  are  still  sublime  and 
splendid  in  their  desolation,  he  fell;  an  object  of  universal  grief  and, won¬ 
der !  O  that  some  effectual  spark  from  the  pure  altar  of  Temperance, 
would  re-kindle  his  quenched  spirit,  reanimate  his  wavering  resolution, 
and  restore  him  unscathed  to  his  profession,  and  to  the  open  arms  and 
affections  of  his  country  !  O  why  will  he  not  arouse,  like  the  strong  Naza- 
rite,  from  his  perilous  slumber,  and  bursting  the  green  withs  with  which 
he  has  been  bound,  again  walk  forth,  disenthralled,  to  deeds  of  strength  and 
greatness ! 

And  shall  we  be  required  to  keep  terms  with,  and  to  speak  in  measured 
epithets  and  courteous  phrases  of  this  gieat  Parent  Curse,  which  has  en¬ 
gendered  all  this  desolation  ?  All  this,  did  I  say  ?  That  wide-spread,  in- 
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calculable  Ruin,  of  which  these,  and  a  thousand  fold  more,  are  but  isolated 
specimens  ! 

Such  was  the  character  and  such  the  alarming  prevalence  of  this  vice, 
anterior  to  the  temperance  reformation.  The  law  denounced  penalties 
against  drunkenness,  but  unsupported  by  public  opinion  it  was  a  dead  letter. 
The  sacred  desk  raised  its  warning  voice,  but  it  was  unheeded :  for  al¬ 
though  the  clergy  preached  much  upon  this  subject,  did  they  not  also 
sometimes  drink?  The  judge  on  the  bench,  as  he  was  called  to  pronounce 
sentence  on  some  wretched  criminal,  who,  under  the  moral  blindness  or 
phrenzy  of  intemperance,  had  imbrued  his  hands  in  the  blood  of  his  own 
wife,  or  his  child,  or  his  father,  or  his  mother!  seized  the  impressive  oc¬ 
casion  to  warn  the  horror-struck  audience  of  the  danger  and  guilt  of  in¬ 
toxication.  And  that  audience,  and  even  that  judge,  saw  nothing  in  all 
this  which  should  prevent  them,  as  they  returned  home  and  rehearsed  the 
dreadful  story,  from  circulating  the  temperate  and  social  glass,  as  formerly  ! 
The  temperate  drinker,  perhaps  with  the  odour  of  brandy  upon  his  lips, 
went  to  expostulate  with  his  next  door  neighbor,  the  intemperate  man  ; 
and  wondered  that  his  admonitions  against  drinking,  contradicted  as  it 
was  by  his  own  example,  proved  unavailing  Fashion,  capricious  to  a 
parable  in  other  respects,  was  fatally  uniform  in  this;  by  requiring  each 
of  her  votaries,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  to  present  the  glass  at 
every  turn  to  his  neighbor’s  lips.  And  that  accurst  compliment,  a  Wont 
you  take  something  to  drink?”  in  all  its  variations,  has,  I  verily  believe, 
slain  more  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  than  the  Asiatic  cholera. 

Patriotism  and  Philanthropy  cried  out,  “  Can  nothing  be  done  to  arrest 
this  tremendous  evil?”  and  a  thousand  honest  voices  answered,  u  Nothing. 
The  government  licenses  the  vending  of  the  poison.  Intemperance  is  a 
vice  which  has  cleaved  to  humanity  throughout  all  time.  And  what  can 
you  do  against  the  innumerable  array  of  importers,  manufacturers,  and 
traficers  in  ardent  spirit,  who  are  leagued  together  by  interest  to  perpetu¬ 
ate  the  evil  ?” 

But  a  remedy  was  discovered,  by  the  wisdom  and  benevolence  of  indi¬ 
viduals  of  our  own  country,  so  simple  that  a  child  may  comprehend, 
teach,  and  practise  its  principles;  and  yet  so  efficient  and  wonderful  in  its 
results,  that  thrones  and  principalities  have,  literally,  desired  to  learn  it  at 
our  hands.  It  was  directed  to  the  prevention  of  the  great  first  cause  of 
drunkenness,  temperate  drinking.  It  was  founded  upon  the  manifest  fact, 
that  if  none  drank  temperately,  none  would  become  drunkards.  It  was 
comprised  in  the  simple,  social  resolution,  u  I  will  wholly  avoid  ardent 
spirit,  and  exert  my  influence  to  induce  ail  others  to  do  so  too.”  And 
the  written  pledge  to  total  abstinence,  and  the  voluntary  associations  to 
concentrate  and  give  effect  to  public  opinion,  and  the  whole  mass  of 
means,  which,  for  the  last  few  years,  have  wrought  such  miracles  for  the 
cause  of  temperance  throughout  the  world,  have  been  merely  adapted  to 
carry  out  this  simple  principle.  Such  is  the  temperance  reformation  : 
Feeble,  local  and  unpretending  in  its  inception  ;  now  expanding  into  uni¬ 
versal  action,  and  bursting  the  rivets  of  venerable  vice,  to  deliver  man¬ 
kind. 

And  where  among  the  multiplied  discoveries  of  this  or  of  any  age,  is 
there  one  which  has  wrought  and  which  promises  such  benefits  to  the 
human  family  ?  Where  has  the  church  militant  discovered  an  instrumen¬ 
tality,  capable  of  removing  such  judicial  blindness  as  that  of  the  drunkard? 
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Where,  in  the  administration  of  the  municipal  law,  has  there  been  found 
a  corrective  for  so  much  crime  and  misery  ?  Where,  in  the  science  of 
medicine,  has  there  been  discovered  so  perfect  a  remedy  for  a  disease  so 
extensive,  loathsome  and  deadly  ?  And  where  has  the  political  econo¬ 
mist,  devised  a  means  of  preserving  so  much  of  the  wealth  of  nations, 
from  an  appropriation  so  much  worse  than  utter  waste  ?  The  invention 
of  the  cotton-gin,  is  said  to  have  added  three-fourths  to  the  whole  value 
of  the  cotton  growing  lands  of  this  and  other  countries ;  but  this  great 
moral  machinery  for  cleansing  intemperance  from  the  human  character, 
has  added  almost  equally  to  the  whole  value  of  human  existence. 

Where  has  philanthropy  found  a  richer  harvest  of  remediable  wretched¬ 
ness  ?  In  African  emancipation  ?  From  my  innermost  soul  I  venerate 
those  good  men,  who  are  devoting  themselves  to  pouring  oil  and  wine  into 
the  wounds  of  the  much  injured  sons  of  Africa.  But  look  at  the  African 
slave — healthful  and  erect — his  limbs  in  galling  fetters,  but  his  spirit  not 
half  enslaved  :  then  at  the  drunkard,  in  bondage  to  a  murderous  appetite — 
his  bloated  and  dilapidated  body,  a  vile  disparagement  to  animal  existence, 
and  his  soul  bound  in  fetters  of  adamant !  Glance  through  time  into  eter¬ 
nity,  and  judge  which  you  had  rather  be — and  where  lies  the  balance  of 
beneficence,  in  emancipating  ten  African  slaves,  or  a  score  of  drunkards  ! 

Of  the  immense  direct  benefits  resulting  from  the  temperance  reforma¬ 
tion,  none  who  have  perused  the  statistics  of  intemperance  and  of  tempe¬ 
rance,  can  be  ignorant ;  and  thanks  to  the  almost  super-human  efforts  of 
some  of  the  advocates  of  temperance  ;  none,  in  this  country,  can  now  be 
destitute  of  the  means  of  this  information.  Its  incidental  advantages  have 
been  less  considered. 

It  has  greatly  improved  the  intellectual  powers  of  this  nation.  Peruse 
the  tracts,  circulars  and  periodicals  of  temperance,  and  observe  what  an 
amount  of  intellect  and  talent  has  been  called  into  action,  and  in  some 
degree  into  existence,  by  this  great  occasion.  Did  nature  make  the  states¬ 
men  and  orators  of  our  revolution  greater  men  than  their  fathers  or  sons  ? 
No:  it  was  the  great  stake  of  human  happiness  or  misery — the  mighty 
occasion,  which  called  forth,  invigorated,  and  in  some  sense  created  their 
intellectual  powers.  Latent  mind  without  the  occasion  for  its  exercise, 
is  like  the  spark  of  the  flint  and  steel  without  a  collision — invisible — 
useless. 

It  has  greatly  enlarged  and  improved  our  social  affections.  The  be¬ 
nevolent  affections,  to  even  a  greater  degree  than  the  powers  of  the  body 
or  the  intellect,  are  strengthened'  by  exercise  and  debilitated  by  inaction. 
Every  generous  feeling  cherished  in  the  heart,  leaves  its  visible  footprints 
upon  the  character.  And  therefore  each  one  of  the  800,000  enrolled  dis¬ 
ciples  of  temperance  in  this  nation,  if  he  have  but  done  his- duty,  will  have 
found  himself  the  better  man,  in  other  respects,  for  the  exercise. 

It  has  produced  and  promises  immense  benefits  to  the  manufacturing 
interests  of  our  country.  It  has  been  a  thousand  times  remarked,  and  as 
often  deplored,  that  mechanics,  every  where,  were  peculiarly  liable  to  the 
besetments  of  intemperance.  Let  all  our  manufacturers  become  sober 
men,  and  give  us  only  the  benefit  of  the  duty  which  intemperance  levies 
upon  the  manufactures  of  other- nations,  and  I  ask  no  greater  protection 
for  American  industry.  Let  us  but  promptly  nullify  intemperance  in  the 
United  States,  and  I  care  not  what  becomes  of  the  tariff.

Address  of  Azor  Taber ,  Esq. 


It  has  worn  off  the  asperities  of  national  prejudice,  and  promoted  na¬ 
tional  sympathy,  by  the  intercourse  of  great  and  good  men  of  different 
countries,  engaged  in  the  same  benevolent  enterprise.  If  diversity  of 
political  character  and  institutions,  and  a  supposed  conflict  of  interests, 
have,  in  times  past,  estranged  from  our  country  her  elder  sisters  of  the 
other  continent;  who  does  not  perceive,  and  rejoice  in  the  consideration, 
that  all  such  feelings  of  unkindness  are  hastening  to  oblivion  ?  And  is  it 
not  manifest  that  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  temperance,  have  con¬ 
tributed  largely  to  this  benign  result  ?  It  was  the  fortune  of  America  to 
become  the  pioneer  in  this  great  movement ;  and  the  temperance  reforma¬ 
tion  in  herself,  like  a  noble  and  virtuous  deed  by  an  individual,  has  aided 
to  extend  her  acquaintance  and  exalt  her  character  among  the  nations. 
And  when  the  friends  of  temperance  here,  look  abroad  across  the  Atlantic, 
they  are  cheered  by  the  indications  of  that  cordial  co-operation  in  a  benevo¬ 
lent  cause,  which,  among  nations  as  well  as  individuals,  always  eventuates 
in  reciprocal  friendship. 

And  all  these  advantages,  and  many  others,  are  and  will  be  secured  by 
the  temperance  reform,  without  any  countervailing  loss.  Will  it  be 
replied,  that  to  suppress  the  drinking  of  ardent  spirit,  does  involve  a  loss, 
by  subverting  at  least  one  subject  of  profitable  industry  ?  It  were  as 
rational  to  talk  of  profitable  industry,  in  heaping  up  vegetable  putrefac¬ 
tion  and  collecting  its  pestilent  miasm,  to  regale  the  sense  of  smelling, 
provided  mankind  were  mad  enough  to  purchase  and  use  it — of  pro¬ 
fitable  industry,  in  grafting  the  shoots  of  the  Bohon  Upas,  upon  the 
branches  of  the  Tree  of  Life!  However  guitless,  example,  habit,  and 
the  absence  of  information  and  reflection,  may  once  have  rendered  this 
species  of  industry;  it  is  one,  which,  in  this  day  of  temperance  light  and 
knowledge,  is  utterly  indefensible,  and  devolves  upon  all  who  are  con¬ 
cerned  in  it,  fearful  responsibilities.  The  manufacturer  of  ardent  spirit, 
not  unfrequently  becomes  one  of  its  most  signal  victims.  He  is  engaged 
in  a  branch  of  productive  labor,  which  exposes  consumers  and  producers, 
to  the  perils  both  of  the  first  and  second  death  !  Charity  herself,  cannot, 
for  a  moment,  defend  or  palliate  such  an  employment.  No  eventual  profit 
can  result  from  such  pernicious  industry.  Our  merchants  are  rapidly 
becoming  convinced,  that  even  their  gains  are  not  increased,  by  dealing 
out  the  great,  pregnant  parent  of  poverty  and  insolvency  to  their  cus¬ 
tomers.  They  perceive,  more  clearly,  that  the  various  interests  of  a 
community,  are  like  the  limbs  of  the  natural  body, — that  one  cannot  be 
wounded  by  another,  without  morbid  reaction  and  sympathetic  disease. 
Alcohol  may,  indeed,  be  useful  to  man,  as  a  menstruum  for  varnish,  to 
fill  a  lamp,  or  to  construct  a  thermometer  ;  but  it  has  been  proved  by 
experiments  the  most  satisfactory,  that  its  effect  as  a  drink  upon  the 
human  body,  is  unmixed  evil.  Our  moral,  intellectual  and  corporeal  pow¬ 
ers  are  composed  of  a  multitude  of  separate  but  co-operating  functions, 
depending  for  their  proper  action  in  the  human  system,  upon  being  nicely 
and  accurately  balanced.  What,  then,  but  disease  and  derangement  can 
result,  from  habitually  pouring  in  amongst  them  this  essence  of  distrac¬ 
tion  ?  And  what  are  the  well  known  practical  effects  of  this  habit  ?  First, 
and  perhaps  prior  to  a  single  instance  of  actual  intoxication,  the  temper 
becomes  irritable  and  unequal ;  the  mind,  subject  alternately  to  feverish 
excitement  and  deadly  depression,  is  wholly  incapable  of  systematic  or 
useful  application.  Then  supervenes  the  inflamed  eyes,  the  blistered  lips, 
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and  the  cutaneous  eruptions  ;  external  signals,  that  the  bodily  functions 
are  desperately  waring,  against  a  foreign  invader.  Finally  the  elements 
of  the  whole  man,  body  and  spirit,  are  involved  in  conflict  and  commo¬ 
tion  ;  some  weak  point  in  the  constitution,  yields ;  and,  sooner  or  later, 
the  self-destroyer  passes  off,  through  some  one  of  the  many  appropriate 
avenues,  from  a  wretched  sublunary  existence,  into  a  hopeless  hereafter! 
Many,  it  is  true,  have  been  blessed  with  constitutions  which  have  endured 
to  an  advanced  age,  not  in  consequence,  but  in  spite  of  tippling;  but 
how  many  more ,  of  those  even,  who  have  resorted  to  the  stimulating 
bowl,  as  a  fancied  means  of  improving  their  physical  health,  havefound 
themselves  suddenly  grasped  by  an  irresistible  appetite,  and  hurried  through 
the  Ions:  catalogue  of  a  drunkard’s  diseases,  and  through  a  drunkard’s 
infamy,  into  an  early  grave  !  Vitality — wonderful  vitality  may  be  impaired, 
but  cannot  be  patched  out  and  enlarged  with  such  miserable  materials.  In 
a  temperate  and  healthful  individual,  ardent  spirit  excites  a  delusive  stim¬ 
ulation,  ever  followed  by  a  sensible  decay  of  vital  energy :  and  as  for  the 
drunkard,  to  call  its  maddening  effects  on  him  life — animation ,  were  to 
slander  one  of  the  most  mysterious  works  of  Heaven.  The  term  would 
be  as  applicable  to  the  spasms  of  a  dead  body  under  the  action  of  the 
galvanic  battery  ;  leaving  the  subject,  when  its  influence  subsides,  more 
dead,  if  possible,  than  before. 

There  are,  it  is  true,  those  amongst  us,  who  still  urge  objections  to  the 
temperance  reformation,  which  have  been  an  hundred  times  refuted,  with 
undiminished  zeal.  And  where  such  objections  are  sincere,  in  a  govern¬ 
ment  which  is  emphatically  one  of  public  opinion,  and  from  a  society 
operating  only  by  the  instrumentality  of  moral  suasion ;  they  are  entitled 
to  all  kindness  and  consideration.  But  I  shall  not  stop  here,  again  to  re¬ 
ply  to  them.  Some  there  are,  who  eloquently  insist  upon  the  propriety 
of  total  abstinence  from  ardent  spirit,  but  who  merely  object,  strenuously, 
to  the  only  possible  means  by  which  it  can  be  promoted.  And  shall  I  in¬ 
cur  much  hazard  of  uncharitableness  by  asserting,  that  when  you  hear 
such  an  objecter  talk,  of  “  not  parting  with  the  right  to  do  what  he  plea¬ 
ses  with  his  own,”  and  of  “  the  pernicious  designs  and  influence  of  the 
clergy,”  and  of  u  the  danger  of  a  union  of  church  and  state  if  you 
watch  that  man  one  whole  day,  you  will  find  the  true  ground  of  his  ob¬ 
jections,  in — a  demi-john  ;  you  will  arrive  at  his  difficulty  on  this  subject, 
not  by  citing  facts  or  applying  a  syllogism,  but  by  drawing  a  cork. 

Leave  that  individual  to  himself;  for  he  understands  the  controversy, 
has  deliberately  enlisted  to  the  enemy,  and  is  in  the  temperate  fruition  of 
the  bounty:  leave  him  to  his  wages;  his  breath  to  be  perfumed,  by  those 
delicious  exhalations,  which  arise  from  a  brandy-tortured  digestion  ;  his 
visage,  in  due  time,  to  be  ornamented  with  carbuncles  ;  and  his  fancy  to  be 
occupied  with  the  bright  visions  of  delirium  tremens ! 

I  shall  not  stop,  therefore,  to  inquire  whether  one  in  truth  has  a  right, 
in  the  use  of  “  his  own,”  to  swallow  poison  or  offer  it  to  others  ;  nor 
what  bad  purposes  the  clergy  are  likely  to  effect,  by  aiding  to  make  men 
better;  nor  what  unwise  project  they  hope  to  enlist  them  in,  by  restoring 
to  them  the  use  of  their  reason;  nor  whether  some  better  means  cannot 
be  devised,  of  avoiding  the  so  much  dreaded  union  of  church  and  state, 
than  keeping  the  state  so  drunk  as  to  prevent  the  nuptials. 

Although  even  here  in  America,  the  birth-place  of  the  temperance  re¬ 
form,  its  warfare  is  not  ended,  but  only  gloriously  and  auspiciously  begun  ; 
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yet  the  signs  of  the  times  clearly  indicate,  that  it  must  and  will  ultimately 
prevail.  Look  throughout  the  world  at  the  millions  of  individuals,  en¬ 
rolled  and  pledged  to  total  abstinence:  This  is  the  Grand  Army  of 
TEMPERANCE.  Example,  alarming  truth,  and  powerful  persuasion, 
are  its  weapons.  Millions  of  tracts  and  periodicals,  flying  to  every  nation, 
and  kindred,  and  family,  are  its  expresses.  Countless  treasures  wrested 
from  the  pernicious  purposes  of  the  enemy,  multitudes  of  his  captives  re¬ 
captured,  and  greater  multitudes  preserved,  from  worse  than  Egyptian 
bondage,  are  its  trophies  of  victory.  “  Defjvlrance  to  mankind,’7  is  in¬ 
scribed  upon  its  banner.  Its  commission  is  in  the  great  name  of  Public 
Opinion,  the  absolute,  executive  sovereign,  of  the  moral  empire  of  the 
universe.  The  most  powerful,  but  now  cowering  Auxiliary  of  the  Spirit 
of  evil,  is  its  enemy.  And  the  vchole  world  is  its  field  of  action — and  who 
can  doubt  that  it  will  finally  and  universally  triumph  ! 

How  impressive  is  the  moral  sublimity  of  the  great  combined  movement 
of  nations  in  the  cause  of  temperance,  in  which  we  are  now  participating  ! 
Throughout  the  whole  length  and  breadth  of  this  widely  extended  republic, 
thousands  of  other  voices  are,  at  this  moment,  more  eloquently  addressing 
other  audiences,  upon  this  interesting  theme.  Nor  this  alone  ;  the  same 
mighty  theme  calls  forth  the  eloquence  of  other  lands  and  of  other  lan¬ 
guages  ;  for  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  glorious  Sun  of  this  day, 
throughout  his  whole  course  from  the  Danube  to  the  Mississippi,  has 
smiled  upon  joyful  preparations,  for  the  celebration  of  this  great  universal 
jubilee  of  the  friends  of  temperance.  And  where  in  the  history  of  man, 
is  there  a  parallel  for  such  a  scene  ?  Multitudes,  ere  now,  have  conspired 
to  do  evil.  Nations  have  leagued  together  for  the  purposes  of  violence 
and  oppression,  and,  in  solemn  mockery,  have  termed  that  league  a  “  Holy 
Alliance.”  But  when,  before,  has  there  been  such  a  concert  of  action,  to  ac¬ 
complish  a  great  moral  purpose,  by  the  Exclusive  agency  of  moral  influence. 
This  is,  indeed,  a  Holy  Alliance ,  which  belies  not  its  appellation.  It  is  hal¬ 
lowed  of  Heaven,  which  has  enjoined  and  blesses  the  virtue  it  seeks  to 
promote  ; — hallowed  by  the  prayers  and  aspirations  of  the  good  on  earth  ; 
hallowed  by  the  tears  of  affliction,  which  it  has  caused  to  be  wiped  away; 
and  by  the  tears  of  joy  and  the  smiles  of  hope  and  comfort,  which  its  visita¬ 
tions  of  mercy  have  excited.  May  this  Alliance  be  perpetual,  and  extend 
to  and  embrace  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  ! 

Although  much  yet  remains  to  be  done,  enough  has  already  been  achieved 
to  inspire  us  with  gratitude  for  the  past,  and  joyous  hope  and  resolute 
activity  for  the  future.  And  when  we  survey  the  dark  cloud  of  intem¬ 
perance  fraught  with  destruction,  which  so  lately  enveloped  the  earth,  fast 
rolling  away,  and  dissipating  before  the  beams  of  truth,  and  the  bright 
bow  of  promised  reform  already  spanning  half  the  world!  shall  we  not, 
in  the  language  of  the  resolution,  renewedly  and  solemnly  pledge  ourselves, 
before  Heaven,  which  has  so  signally  smiled  upon  our  cause,  and  the 
world,  who  are  lifting  up  their  hearts  and  voices  in  unison  with  ours, — 
that  vre  will  never  recede  nor  falter  in  this  great  moral  work,  until  its  final 
consummation  ?

To  the  Hon.  R.  H.  Walworth,  President  of  the  Neiv-York  State  Tem¬ 
perance  Society. 

Dear  Sir  : — 

Since  I  last  had  the  honor  of  addressing  you  on  the  subject  of  tempe¬ 
rance  upon  our  ca  lals,  another  season  of  hurry  and  bustle  consequent  upon 
the  navigation  of  these  great  thoroughfares  and  commercial  roads,  has 
passed  away  ;  and  I  am  still  happy  in  being  able  to  say  that  the  subject 
of  temperance  has  not  been  lost  sight  of  during  this  din  of  business.  The 
cause  has  gone  steadily  on,  and  in  proportion  to  the  ad vance  of  temperance 
the  streams  of  vice  and  pollution  have  been  dried  up  ;  so  that  I  believe  I 
am  now  safe  in  saying  that  the  grand  Erie  canal,  which  was  formerly 
such  a  prolific  source  of  intemperance  and  confusion,  is  now  becoming  the 
pattern  of  temperance,  peace  and  good  order. 

On  the  opening  of  navigation  last  spring,  this  society  addressed  a  printed 
circular  to  the  captains  of  canal  boats,  in  which  they  respectfully  and 
earnestly  solicited  a  continuance  of  their  aid  and  c6-operation  with  them, 
in  further  extending  the  influence  of  temperance  upon  our  canals.  This 
circular  also  embraced  several  extracts  from  publications  which  were 
deemed  highly  creditable  and  flattering  to  our  canal  navigators,  for  past 
examples,  and  was  laid  before  them  as  encouragement  for  further  efforts 
in  this  cause  ;  and  I  feel  that  a  sense  of  justice  to  these  captains  generally, 
re  juires  me  to  say  that  the  cordial  and  courteous  manner  in  which  they 
have  responded  to  these  invitations,  as  well  as  for  the  willing  and  efficient 
aid  they  have  generally  rendered  in  promoting  the  views  of  this  society, 
entitles  them  to  my  warmest  acknowledgments  and  to  the  gratitude  of  the 
public.  From  the  disposition  which  generally  prevails  among  our  canal 
boatmen  in  favor  of  temperance,  I  have  the  strongest  reasons  to  hope  that 
we  shall  not  fall  behind  any  portion  of  our  fellow  citizens  in  this  import¬ 
ant  cause.

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APPENDIX  TO  ABSTRACTS. 


The  foregoing  abstracts  exhibit  but  a  part,  and  in  some  instances  an  in¬ 
considerable  part,  of  the  information  contained  in  the  reports  from  the 
county  societies.  The  tabular  form  has  been  adopted  as  being  convenient 
for  reference,  and  as  rendering  unnecessary  much  repetition  of  words  and 
phrases  that  would  otherwise  be  unavoidable.  The  items  of  intelligence 
which  remain  to  be  noticed,  are  either  of  such  a  hind  as  to  be  not  easily  re¬ 
duced  to  this  form,  or  so  few  in  number  that  places  in  the  tables  could  not 
be  assigned  them.  That  they  may  not  be  lost,  we  shall  briefly  review  the  re¬ 
port  of  each  county,  reserving  the  facts  relative  to  one  or  two  important 
topics  for  separate  consideration.  The  Committee  would  take  this  opportu¬ 
nity  respectfully  to  urge  upon  all  the  auxiliaries  of  the  State  Society,  the 
great  importance  of  a  systematic  and  comprehensive  manner  of  reporting  ; 
such  an  one  as  will  present  all  the  important  facts,  at  a  single  view.  To  the 
instructions  given  in  No.  11  of  the  Recorder'  Vol.  1,  we  would  here  add 
the  request,  that  in  future  reports,  the  number  of  places  within  the  limits 
of  each  society,  where  ardent  spirit  is  sold  for  common  use,  may  be  stated, 
with  a  view  to  an  additional  column  on  the  abstract,  which  might  be 
headed  u  Establishments  vending  spirits.”  Many  of  the  reports  of  the 
present  year  contain  much  information  relative  to  this  point,  but  it  is 
thought  a  more  full  and  explicit  survey  cf  this  part  of  the  subject  would 
be  useful. 

1.  Monroe  County. — 24  School  District  societies,  17  of  which  are  in 
the  towns  of  Ogden  and  Brighton.  One  distillery  has  ceased  to  manu¬ 
facture  and  one  has  rekindled  its  fires  !  In  Penfleld  and  Gates  there  is  much 
opposition,  in  Riga  and  Rochester  intemperance  appears  to  be  on  the  in¬ 
crease.  In  the  conclusion  of  his  report  the  secretary  remarks  : 

“  The  26th  of  Jhebruary  was  generally  observed,  and  meetings  held  by 
the  associations ;  and  the  results  were  encouraging.  It  is  a  subject  of 
much  complaint,  that  professors  of  religion  are  in  many  of  the  towns  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  sale  or  use  of  ardent  spirit ;  and  this  is  urged  as  one  of  the 
great  obstacles  to  the  success  of  the  cause.  The  committee  cannot  but 
express  their  sincere  regret,  as  well  as  their  utter  astonishment,  that  any 
person  who  claims  to  derive  his  principles  from  the  blessed  volume  which 
inculcates  the  great  duty  of  love  to  our  neighbors,  should  so  forget  their 
obligation  or  neglect  their  duty,  as  to  continue  a  practice,  and  set  an  ex¬ 
ample,  the  tendency  of  which  is  ruinous  to  their  fellow  men,  and  destruc¬ 
tive  of  the  peace  and  happiness  of  society. 

“Notwithstanding  many  of  the  reports  speak  the  language  of  despondency, 
the  committee  are  happy  to  perceive  that,  in  many  of  them,  a  determina¬ 
tion  to  persevere  in  the  good  cause,  is  manifested.  The  cause  must  go 
forward — with  its  success  is  identified  the  dearest  interest  of  our  be¬ 
loved  country,  and  the  happiness  of  the  human  family.  It  has  already 
accomplished  much;  yet  much  still  remains  to  be  accomplished:  and  the 
committee  indulge  the  hope  that  the  members  of  this  society  will  continue 
to  persevere,  until  no  drunkard  shall  be  found  in  our  land.” 
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A  fatal  error  in  opinion  respecting  the  effect  of  spirituous  liquors  in  cholera, 
together  with  a  deplorable  delinquency  on  the  part  of  professing  Christians, 
are  foremost  among  the  causes  operating  to  retard  the  advance  of  tempe¬ 
rance  among  us.  But  experience  is  rapidly,  we  trust  radically,  influencing 
public  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  temperance  doctrines.  Statements  like 
the  following,  gathered  from  the  towm  reports,  must  produce  conviction. 
u  The  fallacy  of  the  idea  that  ardent  spirit  is  a  preventive  of  cholera  is 
clearly  shown  from  the  fact,  that  all  the  victims  of  the  disease  were  more 
or  less  intemperate.  An  appalling  case  is  mentioned,  which  it  is  thought 
best  to  transfer  to  this  report.  A  man  purchased  a  jug  of  whiskey,  with 
which  he  became  intoxicated — was  attacked  with  the  cholera,  and  before 
day-light,  next  morning,  was  in  his  grave.  His  wife  wras  so  much  in¬ 
toxicated  when  he  was  seized,  that  she  could  render  him  no  assistance  ; 
and  when  informed  of  her  husband’s  death,  she  staggered  into  the  room, 
seized  a  bowl  of  liquor  wdth  which  the  dead  body  had  been  bathed,  drank 
off  the  contents,  and  was  soon  a  corpse. 

“  In  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  wre  have  gained  much,  very  much.  It 
is  wuthin  the  truth  to  say,  that  the  difference  between  our  present  annual 
consumption  of  spirit  and  that  of  1828,  and  antecedent  years,  amounts  to 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  all  our  town  and  county  taxes,  support  our  common 
schools ,  and  pay  the  salaries  of  every  clergyman  in  town  ! 

u  But  there  is  another  more  important  view  of  the  subject,  -which  can¬ 
not  be  reckoned  in  dollars  and  cents;  and  that  is,  the  great  improvement 
in  the  habits  and  morals  of  the  people.  In  this  respect  an  important 
change  has  been  effected — a  change,  which  to  be  duly  appreciated,  must 
be  viewed  in  contrast  with  former  times. 

<£  It  is  wrell  known  that  during  the  last  season  wTe  have  had  a  visit  from 
that  dreadful  pestilence,  the  cholera.  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  record,  that 
here,  as  elsewhere,  the  ravages  of  that  disease,  were  remarkably  discrimi¬ 
nating.  With  a  single  exception,  every  member  of  the  society  escaped  : 
and  with  this  exception,  not  one  was  seriously  attacked.  The  case  above 
mentioned  was  that  of  the  Physician  attached  to  the  board  of  health,  whose 
duties  called  him,  although  in  feeble  health,  to  perform  labors  under  which 
his  system  gave  wray,  and  he  fell  a  victim  to  the  destroyer.. 

u  It  is  also  a  remarkable  fact,  and  one  which  speaks  volumes  in  favor 
of  temperance,  that  since  the  formation  of  our  society,  four  years  ago,  there 
have  been  but  seven  deaths  out  of  nearly  500  members.  A  like  instance 
of  exemption  from  mortality,  it  is  presumed,  cannot  be  found  in  any  com¬ 
munity  of  equal  numbers  where  there  is  no  temperance  society.” 

With  these  and  many  similar  observations  before  them,  the  friends  of 
temperance  in  Monroe  county  will  not  despond.  In  one  town  female  in¬ 
fluence  has  done  much  good  ;  and  shall  not  this  influence  be  called  into 
action  in  all  the  towns  ?  Frequent  meetings  have  every  where  been  pro¬ 
ductive  of  manifest  and  great  advantage,  and  the  power  of  associations 
among  minors  is  irresistible,  within  a  certain  limit.  “  Toil  and  be  strong,” 
is  a  law,  not  less  of  temperance  societies  than  of  other  terrestrial  influ¬ 
ences  and  interests. 

2.  Delaware  County. — The  societies  of  Masonville  and  South  Sydney 
report  that  they  have  no  dealers  in  ardent  spirit,  within  their  bounds.  In 
Kortright  there  is  much  opposition.  Within  the  county  8  distilleries  have 
recently  discontinued  ;  18  remain  in  operation.  The  Secretary  of  the 
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county  society  is  of  opinion  that  the  report  does  not  fully  show  the  dimi¬ 
nution  of  alcoholic  drinks.  “  The  enemy,”  says  the  report, a  has  retreated, 
and  the  field  is  ours.”  The  school  district  system  has  been  adopted  in 
part,  but  definite  reports  are  not  given.  “  In  Tompkins  are  several  flour¬ 
ishing  societies,  containing  probably  more  than  800  memb-rs.  In  Han¬ 
cock,  societies  have  been  formed  and  the  cause  has  prospered  :  no  town  in 
the  county  can  boast  of  greater  achievments  in  reclaiming  the  intemperate. ” 
The  amount  of  members  reported  by  the  county  society  probably  falls  far 
short  of  the  actual  number.  The  Shavertown  society  in  Andes,  for 
instance,  reports  direct  to  the  state  society  115,  instead  of  100  as  in  the 
county  report.  Every  where  we  discover  in  the  reporting  officers  a  dis¬ 
position  to  keep  far  within  the  bounds  of  truth,  and  if  we  consider  the 
rapidity  with  which  accessions  are  making  to  the  numerous  societies 
throughout  the  State,  we  may  safely  assert  that  at  the  time  of  publication 
our  enumerations  will  fall  far  short  of  the  truth.  The  president  of  the 
Colchester  temperance  society,  writes  thus : 

u  So  far  as  comes  under  my  observation,  I  do  not  at  the  present  day, 
witness  more  than  one  instance  of  drunkenness,  to  100  two  }Tears  since, 
in  this  town.  Although  our  society  does  not  increase  very  rapidly  in 
numbers,  it  evidently  exerts  a  powerful  influence  over  those  who  are  in 
the  habit  of  drinking  ardent  spirit ;  and  from  the  best  information  I  can  get, 
the  decrease  of  sale  of  ardent  spirit  the  last  year,  in  this  town,  is  between 
4  and  5,000  gallons.  Farmers  that  used  to  purchase  a  barrel  for  harvest, 
use  none  at  the  present  day ;  and  this  is  the  case  with  those  that  have 
not  signed  a  temperance  pledge.  It  is  almost  a  drouth  for  spirits  in  this 
place,  the  tavern-keepers  are  compelled  to  send  70  miles  to  procure  their 
supplies.” 

The  following  w'as  received  after  the  abstract,  p.  28,  had  gone  to  press. 

“  Bloomville,  Delaware  co.,  April  6,  1833. 

We  have  just  organized  a  temperance  society  in  this  village,  to  be 
called  the  ‘  Bloomville  Temperance  Society.’  62  have  already  joined  us, 
although  we  are  in  our  infancy.  Officers,  Asher  Merwin,  Esq.  Presi¬ 
dent,  H.  K.  Willard,  M.  D.,  Secretary. 

“  One  distillery  has  stopped  in  this  village,  and  two  stores  discontinued 
retailing  ardent  spirits  ;  and  one  of  them  has  declined  keeping  any  more 
at  all. 

“  Butts  and  Keeler,  the  distillers,  have  both  signed  the  pledge  of 
i total  abstinence.’  They  will  hereafter  neither  make  nor  vend  ardent 
spirits.” 

3.  Broome  County. — 7  distilleries  recently  discontinued  ;  2  remain  in 
operation:  Vestal,  New  Ohio,  and  Sanford,  have  few  or  no  places  re¬ 
maining  where  spirit  is  sold.  The  interesting  report  from  this  county 
thus  concludes : 

“  Besides  this  number  pledged  to  total  abstinence,  a  large  proportion  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  county  are  practising  upon  the  same  principle,  al¬ 
though  as  yet  their  names  are  withheld  from  the  temperance  pledge.  Op¬ 
position — open  avoWld  opposition,  in  this  part  of  the  county,  (Bingham¬ 
ton)  is  entirely  unknown,  except  from  the  very  dregs  of  society.  The 
society  has  done  much,  very  much,  towards  stemming  the  flood  of  intem¬ 
perance  which  a  short  time  since  was  desolating  this  part  of  the  state  ;  but 
there  are  drunkards  left.  They  can  yet  be  seen  in  the  village  of  Bing- 
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hamton — disgusting  to  the  sight — living,  moving  guide-boards,  seen  and 
read  of  all  men,  saying,  1  this  is  the  road  to  hell,  leading  down  to  the 
chambers  of  death.’  They  are  however  rapidly  passing  away;  time  is 
fast  hurrying  them  on  to  the  world  of  spirits,  and  the  friends  of  tempe¬ 
rance  in  the  county  of  Broome  do  hope,  that  instead  of  decoying  others 
into  the  same  abyss  of  woe  into  which  they  are  plunging,  they  are  proving 
as  so  many  beacons,  warning  the  unwary  from  following  in  their  footsteps. 

The  friends  of  temperance  in  the  county  of  Broome,  are  well  aware  that 
the  passage  of  the  Chenango  canal  bill ;  that  event  which  has  diffused  so 
much  joy  throughout  the  whole  extent  of  the  Chenango  valle}r,  will  for  a 
time,  expose  us  to  a  flood  of  intemperance  which  it  may  be  difficult  to 
stem  ;  but  they  feel  confident  of  their  strength  ;  they  feel  the  importance 
of  the  cause ;  they  feel  for  the  prosperity  of  their  country  ;  and  they  are 
determined  that  neither  precept  nor  example,  nor  exertion  on  their  part, 
shall  be  wanting  to  maintain  the  ground  they  have  gained.” 

4.  Saratoga  County. — 2  distilleries  recently  discontinued ;  3  in  ope¬ 
ration  ;  33  “  grog-shops,”  3  of  which  are  kept  by  u  professors  of  religion 
who  lead  the  opposition  ;”  12  taverns  and  13  stores  continue  to  sell ;  19 
school  district  societies.  In  Stillwater  are  60  temperance  farms,  where  a 
bridge  across  the  Hudson  was  built  without  the  allowed  use  of  spirit.  A 
large  manufactory  at  Mechanicsville  and  many  farms,  exclude  it  altogether. 
In  Moreau  and  Northumberland,  the  cradle  of  the  temperance  reformation, 
one  spirit-selling  tavern  is  reported,  “broke  down.”  From  one  town 
alone  is  returned  u  nothing  done.”  In  the  town  of  Galway  “  the  ques¬ 
tion  is  agitated,  whether  it  is  right  to  hold  temperance  meetings  on  Sabbath 
evenings  ?  It  is  believed  that  hundreds  may  have  the  subject  presented  to 
them  on  those  evenings,  that  could  not  otherwise  be  reached,  and  a  hope 
is  expressed  that  light  may  be  thrown  on  this  question.”  “  What  man  shall 
there  be  among  you  that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it  and  lift  it  out  ?  How  much  then 
is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep  ?”  What  pit  is  more  fatal  than  that  into 
which  unguarded  and  unreflecting  young  men  are  exposed  to  fall  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  in  the  long  intervals  of  unoccupied  time  between  or  after 
the  hours  more  particularly  devoted  to  Divine  worship  ?  Shall  we  be  told 
that  temptations  to  drink,  are  not  thrown  in  the  way  of  men  so  situated  ? 
Our  own  experience  contradicts  the  assertion,  and  we  fear  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  those  who  in  this  day  of  conviction  persist  in  selling,  whether 
deacons,  professing  Christians  or  otherwise,  will  scarce  hesitate  to  do  so 
on  the  Sabbath.  But  aside  from  all  this,  what  need  of  an  apology  at  any 
time  for  introducing  a  subject  which  the  great  Apostle  of  Christianity 
thought  worthy  to  stand  associated  with  the  solemn  and  overwhelming- 
considerations  of  righteousness  and  judgment  to  come  ? 

u  You  will  be  pleased  to  learn,”  says  a  correspondent  at  Balls  ton  Spa, 
May  14th,  “  that  not  one  of  the  petty  groceries  in  our  village,  has  obtained 
a  license  this  spring.” 

5.  Erie  County. — From  Hamburg,  no  report;  “in  this  fine  town 
whiskey  reigns  triumphant.”  Lodi,  no  report;  last  year  52.  Wales,' 
Amherst,  no  report.  The  secretary  of  the  county  temperance  society  de¬ 
plores  the  tardy  progress  of  the  reformation.  From  one  of  the  towns  we 
have  an  account  of  the  melancholy  death  of  a  female,  caused  directly  by 
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intemperance.  u  She  was  a  mother  whose  hrutal  disposition  when  in¬ 
toxicated,  had  driven  her  children  from  their  home  ;  on  their  return,  she 
was  found  with  her  head  in  the  fire,  a  lifeless  corpse !  Her  husband  was 
at  the  time  at  the  tavern  intoxicated.”  This  county  has  a  poor-house 
tenanted  by  about  300  paupers ;  fifteen-sixteenths  of  them  made  so  by 
intemperance,  and  u  many  hundreds”  in  a  condition  but  little  better.  The 
people  pay  10,000  dollars  per  year,  for  the  support  of  pauperism  and 
crime.  More  than  100  drunkards  have  gone  to  their  graves  within  the 
last  year,  from  the  city  of  Buffalo  alone,  yet  “  a  majority  of  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  county  ridicule  the  cold  water  system.” 

2  distilleries  discontinued ;  3  in  operation. 

6.  Montgomery  County. — At  Stratford  there  is  much  opposition. 
Fort  Johnson  and  Albany  Bush  have  “drunkards  innumerable.” 

In  closing  the  report  of  this  county,  we  deeply  regret  to  state  on  the 
authority  of  the  President  of  one  offthe  societies,  that  the  county  town, 
“  with  a  population  of  1200,  has  from  15  to  20  establishments  for  vending 
ardent  spirit ;  more  than  one  to  each  100  souls.”  Truly  there  is  need  of 
reformation.  From  another  town  we  have  a  more  cheering  account. 

“It  is  believed  that  there  is  not  half  the  liquor  drunk  in  town  now, 
that  there  was  four  years  ago,  and  not  one-fifth  that  was  drunk  ten  years 
ago.  The  farmers  in  this  town  use  but  very  little  in  proportion  to  what 
they  formerly  ’did,  and  very  many  come  fully  up  to  temperance  principles. 
All  acknowledge  that  the  society  has  been  the  means  of  doing  much  good, 
but  all  do  not  lend  their  influence  in  this  glorious  cause.” 

In  Kingsborough,  where  two  societies  have  acted  in  unison  and  with 
much  perseverance,  the  vending  of  ardent  spirit  ceased  in  July,  1832.  9 

school  district  societies  have  been  formed ;  4  distilleries  have  recently  dis¬ 
continued,  and  none  remain  in  operation. 

7.  Rockland  County. — This  is  the  first  report(from  this  county,  and 
the  intelligent  and  humane  among  its  inhabitants  have  much  to  contend 
against,  but  no  cause  for  discouragement.  In  Havet-straw  are  17  stores 
and  taverns  where  spirit  is  sold.  In  Orange,  16  licensed  stores  and 
taverns  ;  one  distillery  in  operation,  and  35  tempentnce  members. 

8.  Seneca  County. — 3  distilleries  discontinued,  remaining  4 ;  75  stores 
and  taverns  still  sell.  In  Fayette  are  15  taverns  exerting  a  ruinous  influ¬ 
ence.  One  drunkard  of  30  years’  standing  reclaimed,  induced  by  the 
offer  of  a  cow  from  a  benevolent  neighbor.  His  happy  family  are  now 
rejoicing  in  the  change.  In  Lodi  80  habitual,  40  occasional  drunkards. 
36  farms  carried  on  without  spirit.  Man}7  citizens  who  yet  refuse  to  join, 
practice  entire  abstinence,  in  this  as  well  as  in  many  other  counties. 
Here  also  the  reports  from  town  societies  are  “  all  more  or  less  defective.” 

9.  Queens  County. — No  distilleries  in  operation.  2  steam -boats,  the 
owners  and  captains  of  which  belong  to  the  society  in  Flushing,  have  dis¬ 
continued  their  bars.  In  Jamaica,  60  families,  comprising  one-seventh 
part  of  the  population,  are  pledged,  all  who  can  speak  for  themselves,  to 
total  abstinence.  In  Hempstead  and  Oysterbay,  u  several  intemperate 
persons  have  been  reclaimed.” 

“  Still  there  is  great  need  of  effort.  Much  remains  to  be  done.  Public 
opinion  is  not  yet  formed,  or  its  decision  among  us,  has  not  been  finally 
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given.  But  if  the  friends  of  temperance  only  persevere  scattering  light, 
in  the  spirit  of  love,  we  need  not  fear  for  the  result.  Yet  there  are  many, 
far  too  many,  engaged  in  the  sale  of  ardent  spirit.  The  reports  do  not 
authorise  us  to  say  what  is  the  proportion  in  the  whole  connty ;  but  in 
three  of  the  towns,  about  every  twenty-eighth ,  and  in  one  of  them  (on  the 
great  road  through  the  Island,  and  through  which  great  multitudes  annu¬ 
ally  travel)  every  twentieth  family  is  engaged  in  the  sale  of  ardent  spirit. 
Or  if  we  deduct  the  families  that  drink  no  ardent  spirit  in  the  three  towns, 
from  the  whole  number,  the  proportion  in  the  three  will  be  one  of  every 
twenty-three  families,  and  in  the  one  town  alluded  to,  one  of  17  or  18  that 
deals  out  strong  drink  for  lucre. 

What  wonder  then  that  drunkenness  should  continue  to  spread  desola¬ 
tion  and  woe,  disease,  poverty  and  death,  on  every  hand  ?  What  wonder 
it  should  be  reported  that  in  one  town,  the  poor  tax  amounts  to  $800  per 
annum,  and  that  three-fourths  of  it  are  owing  to  intemperance;  and  that 
the  bill  for  medical  attendance  upon  the  paupers  was  almost  entirely  for 
services  rendered  to  drunkards  or  their  unfortunate  children  ?  What  won¬ 
der  that  a  physician  should  report  to  us  that  there  is  an  individual  under, 
medical  treatment,  whose  system  is  so  saturated  with  alcohol  as  to  be  per¬ 
fectly  insensible  to  the  action  of  mercury  or  opium  ;  the  most  powerful 
stimulants,  tonics  and  cathartics  having  proved  entirely  inert  ?  What  won¬ 
der  we  are  told,  one  has  died  of  delirium  tremens ,  another  of  apoplexy, 
others  of  rum  consumption,  others  have  been  taken  up  dead  from  the  high¬ 
way,  and  more  than  one  has  frozen  to  death  ?  What  wonder  that  three  towns 
pay  above  $2,000  annually,  poor  tax,  mostly  for  drunkards  or  their  fami¬ 
lies.  Or  what  wonder  that  in  one  town  eight  at  least,  and  in  another  at  least 
twelve  persons,  on  credible  authority,  are  reported  to  have  died  drunkards  ? 

10.  Cayuga  County. — 5  distilleries  in  operation ;  recently  discon¬ 
tinued,  2 ;  53  places  are  mentioned  where  the  traffic  is  continued.  On 
the  whole,  the  report  is  meagre  and  unsatisfactory,  shewing  little  increase, 
and  evincing  great  v&nt  of  interest  in  the  cause.  The  returns  are  made 
in  a  negligent  manner,  and  probably  a  large  amount  of  influence  has  been 
nearly  lost.  It  is  believed  that  more  than  332  persons  must  have 
united  with  the  society,  in  the  course  of  the  year ;  but  however  great  the 
number  may  be,  they  are  deprived  the  privilege  of  lending  the  full  extent 
of  their  influence  to  aid  in  the  emancipation  of  the  world.  At  this  stage 
of  the  work,  uncertain  estimates  and  vague  probabilities  are  of  little  value. 
Positive  and  definite  information  is  required,  and  this  can  be  collected  only 
through  the  aid  of  the  county  and  town  and  school  district  associations. 
If  these  withdraw  their  hands  from  the  work,  the  State  of  New- York 
must  not  henceforth  aspire  to  the  glorious  distinction  of  leading  the  van  in 

<  this  conflict  for  the  dearest  liberties  and  most  glorious  hopes  of  our  race. 

11.  Yates  County. — 4  distilleries  in  operation,  one  of  wffiich  is  a  re¬ 
suscitated  one.  In  the  town  of  Jerusalem  one  has  recently  stopped,  and 
one  in  Benton  is  not  in  operation  ;  27  places  are  reported  where  liquor  is 
sold.  The  secretary  states  that  there  is  a  culpable  remissness  on  the  part 
of  the  officers  of  some  of  the  town  societies,  particularly  in  the  town  of 
Benton,  where  it  appears  two  distilleries  are  is  operation.  There  is  reason 
to  fear  that  the  number  of  drunkards  falls  not  far  short  of  that  reported 
last  year,  namely,  800.  The  associations  of  young  men  appear  to  have 
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been  active  in  circulating  intelligence.  Several  keepers  of  groceries  have 
been  indicted,  and  some  in  consequence  have  abandoned  the  traffic  in 
spirit.  The  board  of  exeise  licensed  three  as  taverns,  but  the  measure 
excited  great  disapprobation. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  abstract,  p.  26,  from  the  local  societies,  that  the 
number  of  members  is  2176. 

In  addition  to  this  fact  the  committee  would  state  that  there  are  many 
in  the  several  towns  in  the  county  who  have  signed  the  pledge  attached 
to  the  circular  of  the  state  society,  and  who  have  not  united  with  any 
society.  The  number  of  such  cannot  be  less  than  400.  Making  the 
whole  number  of  those  in  this  county,  who  are  pledged  to  entire  absti¬ 
nence,  above  2500. 

This  however  is  not  the  only  indication  of  the  progress  of  this  reforma¬ 
tion.  There  has  been  a  very  perceptible  advance  in  public  sentiment  upon 
this  subject.  Opposition  is  becoming  more  and  more  feeble.  The  evils 
of  intemperance  are  more  truly  appreciated.  There  is  too,  an  increasing 
disapprobation  of  the  traffic  in  ardent  spirit ;  and  the  attention  of  the  public 
has  been  particularly  directed  to  those  who  have  opened  their  shops  to  sell 
ardent  spirit,  in  direct  defiance  of  the  laws  of  the  state.  The  blasting 
effect  of  the  sale  of  ardent  spirit,  upon  those  who  have  been  engaged  in  it, 
is  also  a  subject  of  frequent  inquiry  and  remark. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  county  society,  held  on  the  26th  Feb.,  by  a  reso¬ 
lution  of  the  society,  the  executive  committee  were  requested  to  procure 
200  copies  of  the  Temperance  Recorder,  for  gratuitous  distribution. 

A  society  has  recently  been  fornged  in  Italy,  containing  50  members  ; 
Rev.  Thos.  Peck,  Pres-,  J.  S.  Kip,  Sec.  The  influential  men  of  the 
town  were  at  first  opposed,  but  the  prospects  of  the  society  are  at  present 
more  favorable.

12.  Westchester  County. — 6  distilleries  in  North-Salem  and  North- 
Castle,  are  reported  discontinued  ;  one  in  South-Salem  still  in  operation. 
6  school  district  societies  have  been  formed  in  Cortland,  the  only  town  in 
the  county  which  has  any.  Some  of  the  churches  in  this  county  have  no 
members  engaged  in  making  or  vending  spirit. 

13.  Orange  County. — Five  distilleries  are  mentioned  as  remaining  in 
operation  ;  5  or  more  have  ceased  to  manufacture.  In  the  village  of 
Newburgh  alone,  are  55  places  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold. 
Several  of  the  reports  of  independant  and  detached  societies,  in  the  county 
of  Orange,  speak  of  encouraging  prospects,  and  we  doubt  not  that  tempe¬ 
rance  has  many  friends  there.  So  it  has  always  had  throughout  the  world. 
Union  and  organization,  and  these  alone,  give  to  the  present  time  its  pecu¬ 
liar  character,  as  an  age  of  effort  for  temperance.  Our  perceptions  are  not 
more  clear,  nor  our  convictions  more  strong,  than  were  those  of  our  fa¬ 
thers.  If  we  can  accomplish  any  thing,  it  is  by  unity  and  concentration  of 
effort.  This  is  the  first  county  society’s  report  received  from  Orange, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  another  year  will  witness  a  more  complete 
organization  among  our  friends  there.  Let  them  remember  that  though 
they  may  be  all  temperate,  they  are  not  doing  their  part  in  this  great 
work,  until  they  are  known  to  be  so,  not  only  among  themselves  at  home, 
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but  throughout  the  world  ;  and  to  effect  this  most  desirable  end,  a  syste¬ 
matic  organization,  care  and  fidelity  in  reporting,  are  indispensable.  Yet 
we  are  happy  to  say  that  the  apathy  which  in  this  county  would  seem  to 
be  too  general,  is  not  universal.  The  interesting  report  of  the  young  men’s 
society  of  Newburgh,  evinces  much  laudable  zeal,  and  honorable  mention 
has  often  been  made  of  the  young  men’s  society  in  Walden.  We  make 
the  following  extracts  from  their  annual  report : 

u  Temperance  efforts  in  this  village,  have  been  blessed  beyond  measure, 
and  should  inspire  others  with  perseverance.  Faith,  patience  and  kind 
entreaty,  and  a  liberal  distribution  of  temperance  publications,  public  meet¬ 
ings  and  lectures,  have  wrought  wonders  here. 

u  In  the  year  1829,  it  was  ascertained  from  authentic  data,  that  little 
short  of  4,000  gallons  of  ardent  spirit  w~ere  retailed  here  by  5  groceries , 
besides  what  was  sold  at  one  distillery  by  larger,  and  by  two  well  supplied 
public  houses,  by  smaller  measure.  Scarcely  a  farmer  went  to  his  field, 
or  a  mechanic  to  his  work  shop,  without  the  deadly  poison  for  his  com¬ 
panion,  and  we  were  cursed  with  the  fruits  of  such  a  state  of  things,  in 
abundance. 

u  After  two  years  spent  in  fruitless  efforts,  (for  we  were  in  the  midst 
of  an  unbelieving  and  resisting  community)  the  Walden  temperance  society 
was  formed  on  the  5th  day  of  Feb.  1830,  having  a  very  small  number  of 
members  which  has  subsequently  not  much  increased. 

“  But  mark  the  change ;  of  the  five  groceries,  not  one  remains  that 
deals  in  intoxicating  liquors.  The  distillery  has  ceased  operation,  and  is 
to  be  changed  into  a  tannery,  and  not  one  quart  of  ardent  spirit  can  be 
purchased  (under  a  license)  at  this  time,  within  three  miles  of  this  spot. 

u  Our  village  contains  between  7  and  800  inhabitants.  We  have  three 
respectable  manufacturing  establishments  in  operation  ;  the  usual  mechanic 
shops,  mills,  and  no  inconsiderable  agriculture.  In  neither  of  these  con¬ 
cerns  do  we  now  find  alcoholic  drink ;  not  even  in  cases  of  exposure  to 
fire  or  water,  is  it  permitted,  by  either  of  the  manufacturing  establish¬ 
ments,  and  the  superiority  of  nourishment  over  spirits,  in  both  cases,  has 
borne  the  most  triumphant  test  of  experiment. 

<e  ’Tis  true  that  there  are  some  among  us  who  need  more  light,  and  yet 
linger  in  the  sacred  work,  but  resistance  has  entirely  ceased,  and  should 
we  experience  the  co-operation  c^f  our  civil  authorities,  the  time  is  not 
distant  when  not  one  drop  of  intoxicating  spirit  will  find  an  abiding  place 
in  this  little  but  prosperous  community.” 

From  that  place  also  a  friend  under  date  of  April  18, 1833,  writes  thus  : 
i(  Such  has  been  the  effect  of  the  temperance  «reformation  here,  that  a 
number  of  our  most  respectable  young  gentlemen  have  formed  a  tempe¬ 
rance  society,  pledged  to  entire  abstinence  from  all  intoxicating  liquors 
whatever.  And  one  of  the  largest  hotels  in  the  county,  built  and  owned 
by  Jesse  Scofield,  Esq.,  in  the  centre  of  this  village,  is  now  closed,  he 
having  refused  to  accept  a  rent  of  $300  per  annum,  on  condition  he  would 
permit  beer  and  wine  to  be  sold,  which  he  refused,  and  is  now  about  to 
fit  it  for  a  boarding-house.  This  is  by  far  the  greatest  sacrifice  of  pro¬ 
perty  to  the  cause,  that  has  been  made  in  the  county,  as  the  house  was 
built  about  five  years  since,  with  extensive  stabling  and  appendages  ex¬ 
pressly  for  a  hotel  of  the  first  order.  This  sacrifice  is  deserving  notice ; 
it  has  almost  turned  the  key  on  the  sale  of  ardent  spirit,  in  the  village  of 
Walden.” 
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In  another  part  of  the  county  a  different  state  of  feeling  exists.  Of  42 
families  in  one  district,  £<  nearly  one-fifth  have  some  of  their  members  who 
are  in  habits  of  inebriation,  besides  a  number  of  transient  laborers  who 
have  the  same  habits.”  “  In  three  small  families  are  eight  drunkards, 
five  of  these  are  females,  five  are  heads  of  families.”  Well  may  it  be 
said,  “  such  facts  must  affect  the  heart  of  any  one  wrho  can  feel  for  the 
woes  and  suffering  of  his  fellow  men.”  We  close  this  report  with  the 
remark,  that  societies,  whatever  may  be  their  standing,  or  however  large 
the  field  they  claim  to  occupy,  whenever  they  become  negligent  or  inef¬ 
ficient,  will  be  superseded  and  forgotten.  Information  and  the  spirit  of 
reform,  are  rapidly  pervading  the  whole  mass  of  the  American  people,  and 
all  those,  whether  professing  Christians  or  professing  temperance  men,  who 
move  not  forward  with  alacrity  and  thorough  devotedness,  must  be  con¬ 
tent  to  stand  still  in  the  midst  of  a  moving  crowd,  to  see  the  multitude 
pass  by,  and  to  be  themselves,  left  in  a  small  and  unpopular,  and  what  is 
worse,  a  useless  minority. 

Newburgh  Colored  People’s  society,  formed  20th  March,  1833  ;  con¬ 
tains  60  members. 

14.  Washington  County. — The  secretary’s  report  estimates  the 
whole  number  of  members  in  the  county,  at  8,182,  something  more  than 
1000  above  the  number  which  we  arrive  at  by  actual  enumeration. 
These  are  in  the  societies  of  Kingsbury,’ Fort  Edward,  Fort  Miller,  Fort 
Ann,  White  Creek,  and  other  towns"  who  have  failed  to  report.  From 
the  returns  that  have  been  received,  it  may  be  inferred  that  something 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  county,  though  it  is  not  improbable  there . 
may  be  a  want  of  devotedness  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  nominal  friends 
of  the  cause.  Two  distilleries  have  recently  stopped;  and  the  report 
mentions  53  places  where  drams  are  sold.  Twelve  towns  in  the  county 
of  Hampshire ,  Mass.,  have  not  a  single  dram  shop  in  all  their  borders. 
The  comparison  may  put  many  to  the  blush.  In  conclusion  we  are  sorry 
to  say,  in  the  language  of  the  report  of  the  ladies  society  of  Sandy  Hill,® 
u  it  cannot  be  concealed,  that  the  cause  of  temperance  is  at  present  retro¬ 
grade  in  its  movement  in  this  county.  Our  gentlemen  are  sleeping  over 
this  evil,  as  though  the  battle  were  already  won.”  We  are  conscious 
that  no  exhortation  from  us  could  arouse  the  slumbering  energies  of  a 
county  which  has  incurred  this  reproach. 

A  report  has  been  received,  dated  April  26,  1833,  in  which  the  names 
of  the  officers  for  the  present  year,  are  given  ;  Dr.  James  Savage,  Pres., 
John  W.  Proudfit,  Sec.,  but  no  additional  facts  of  any  importance  are 
reported. 

15.  New-Yoric  County. — City  Finances. — “According  to  the  Comp¬ 
troller’s  report,  our  city  expenses  tl\e  last  year  amounted  to  $893, 8S6  24, 
and  for  the  ensuing  year  they  are  estimated  at  $994, 22S  80  ;  $685,385  74 
of  which  for  the  last  year  was  raised  by  a  direct  tax,  and  for  the  ensuing 
year’s  expenses  an  additional  tax  is  proposed  of  $164,614  26  ;  making  in 
all,  to  be  taken  from  the  pockets  of  the  temperate  poor  as  well  as  the  rich, 
$850,000  direct  tax,  or  $4  12  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  our 
city ;  or  for  every  family  of  six  persons  $24  72  cents,  within  a  fraction, 
beside  an  estimated  income  of  $165,700  from  other  sources — making 
the  enormous  sum  of  $1,015,700  to  enable  our  corporation  to  gov¬ 
ern,  protect,  and  license  three  thousand  grog  shops;  in  a  small  com- 
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munity,  according  to  the  last  census  of  207,000  souls  !  Yes,  fellow  citi¬ 
zens,  $315,782  98  of  this  sum  is  for  the  support  of  our  criminal,  pauper, 
and  civil  establishments  ;  without  one  cent  of  the  incidental  expenses  of 
that  scourge,  the  cholera ,  probably  induced  by  our  city  vices,  amounting 
to  an  additional  sum  of  $102,575  85  (besides  the  ordinary  public  and 
special  private  charities)  which  together  forms  the  grand  total  of  $418,- 
358  85,  making  nearly  one  half  of  all  our  city  expenses  ;  and  all  this  too, 
to  support  a  little  less  than  three  thousand  grog  shops,  who  pay  for  the 
privilege  of  producing  all  this  crime,  poverty,  wretchedness  and  taxation, 
according  to  the  comptroller,  a  nett  revenue  of  $22,187  ;  and  we  the  other 
people  pay  $400,000  more  than  we  otherwise  should  if  no  drams  were 
sold  or  drank  in  our  city.  But  suppose  only  half  of  the  expenses  of  the 
cholera  were  chargeable  to  drinking,  we  would  then  have  $51,287  93, 
and  five-sixths  of  our  criminal,  police  and  pauper  establishments,  which 
would  be  $232,399  19  ;  and  one  half  of  the  salaries  of  officers,  which 
would  amount  to  $18,512  03,  making  in  all  $302,099  15,  as  a  tax  for 
licensed  vices  !  or  over  $10,000  taken  by  tax  out  of  the  hard  earnings  of 
the  temperate,  industrious  part  of  the  community,  for  every  licensed  dram 
shop  that  pays  $10  into  the  treasury.  Is  this  right  ?  Is  it  just? 

a  Chancellor  Walworth,  head  of  the  highest  tribunal  known  to  our 
laws,  says,  c  No  law  could  be  more  just,  than  that  the  maker  and  vender 
of  ardent  spirits  should  be  compelled  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  all  the 
crime  and  pauperism  his  unrighteous  traffic  makes.’  And  what  can  be 
more  true  ?  If  no  licenses  were  granted,  and  no  intoxicating  liquor  drunk 
in  our  city,  our  taxes,  instead  of  being  increased  $164,614  this  year,  might 
be  reduced  $300,000.” 

«  Cholera  Facts. — 1.  Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  epidemic,  a 
gentleman  was  seen  by  his  friend  calling  for  brandy  at  one  of  our  hotels. 
He  inquired  if  he  was  not  afraid  to  drink,  these  times  ?  c  No,5  said  the 
other,  ‘  a  man  that  drinks  one  glass  in  other  seasons  ought  to  drink  two 
now  ;5  and  immediately  called  out,  ‘  landlord,  give  me  another  glass,5 
which  he  also  drank  down.  This  occurred  at  two  o’clock,  P.  M.  On 
the  same  evening  this  gentleman  was  taken  with  the  disease,  and  "before 
the  next  morning  was  dead. 

u  2.  An  industrious  mechanic  who  had  been  drinking  a  little  every  day 
by  advice,  to  keep  off  the  cholera,  though  previously  a  sober  man,  in  less 
than  a  month  contracted  such  a  fondness  for  ardent  spirits,  that  its  effects 
upon  his  health  became  apparent,  and  to  the  remonstrances  of  his  family 
he  replied  that  it  was  the  only  preventive  for  the  cholera.  The  disease 
overtook  him,  however,  and  though  extremely  violent,  was  subdued  ;  and 
after  reviving  from  a  collapse,  repeatedly  asked  for  brandy,  which  being 
strictly  forbidden  by  his  physician,  he  contrived  to  procure  a  pint  through 
a  visitor  who  came  to  see  him ;  and  although  previously  on  the  recovery, 
and  considered  out  of  danger,  he  took  a  drink,  and  placed  the  bottle  under 
his  bed.  Soon  after  he  fell  asleep,  from  which  it  was  impossible  to  wake 
him  ;  and  he  died,  not  of  cholera  but  of  rum. 

“  3.  A  gentleman  called  on  me  with  the  premonitory  symptoms,  for 
which  he  had  been  drinking  port  wine  very  freely  without  relief.  On  my 
objecting  to  its  use,  he  said  that  he  had  drunk  more  spirituous  liquors  since 
the  cholera  commenced  than  ever  before,  because  he  had  been  informed 
that  it  was  a  preventive.  I  attempted  to  show  him  the  danger  which 
would  result  if  he  continued  drinking,  now  that  the  disease  had  evidently 
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assailed  him,  but  he  declined  following  my  advice,  saying  that  he  would 
let  me  know  if  he  got  worse.  On  that  night  he  drank  at  one  grog  shop  7 
glasses  of  brandy,  because  he  felt  wrorse  ;  he  staggered  home,  w^ent  to  bed, 
and  died  next  day  of  cholera,  produced  and  rendered  fatal  by  the  use  of 
port  wine  and  brandy  as  a  preventive. 

“  4.  In  one  grog  shop,  during  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  the  follow¬ 
ing  awful  fatality  occurred.  The  keeper  of  the  shop,  his  wife,  and  a  son, 
died  within  forty-eight  hours,  all  of  them  intemperate.  The  shop  was 
emptied,  and  on  the  same  day  another  family  moved  into  it,  and  re-opened 
the  grog  shop.  In  a  few  days,  the  proprietor,  an  intemperate  man,  sick¬ 
ened  and  died  of  the  disease  in  a  few  hours,  and  a  young  woman  living 
in  the  family  also  took  the  disease,  and  died  in  the  hospital.  Thus  five 
deaths  occurred  in  this  little  grog  shop,  every  individual  using  ardent  spirit 
as  a  preventive,  and  all  died  within  a  single  fortnight.  Strange  as  it  may 
seem,  with  a  knowledge  of  these  facts,  another  rum  seller  took  the  pre¬ 
mises  thus  twice  emptied  of  its  occupants  by  cholera  and  death,  and,  as  I 
afterwards  learned,  lost  two  of  his  family  before  the  disease  left  our  city. 
How  many  more  deaths  occurred  among  the  customers  of  his  shop,  who 
can  tell? 

“  5.  Among  the  families  whom  I  professionally  attended  in  this  city, 
are  a  number  of  individuals  who  habitually  drank  ardent  spirit,  though  in 
their  own  opinion,  and  that  of  others,  moderately.  Impressed  as  I  was 
with  the  conviction  of  the  danger  of  using  alcohol  in  any  quantity  during 
the  epidemic,  on  its  commencement  I  called  on  them  all,  and  urged  upon 
them  the  absolute  necessity  of  abandoning  their  accustomed  drink.  I  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  convincing  all  these,  between  30  and  40,  except  two.  These 
held  out  that  according  to  advice  they  had  previously  received,  they  must 
continue  to  take  a  little,  and  on  no  account  to  diminish  the  usual  quantity. 
All  but  these  two  abandoned  at  once  and  totally  the  use  of  all  stimulating 
drinks  by  my  advice.  These  two  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  their  way  ; 
one  of  them  died  early  in  the  disease,  and  the  other  was  attacked  and  nar¬ 
rowly  escaped  with  his  life.  The  rest  without  exception  escaped  the  dis¬ 
ease,  nor  did  they  suffer  a  single  premonitory  symptom,  though  many  of 
them  were  much  afflicted  with  fearful  apprehensions,  and  they  were  all 
under  my  constant  observation. 

cC  6.  A  clergyman  informed  me  that  he  lately  attended  the  funeral  of  a 
husband  and  father,  who  died  a  drunkard.  He  learned  from  the  family, 
that  until  last  summer,  this  man  was  sober,  temperate  and  industrious. 
By  mistaken  medical  advice,  in  July  last,  he  began  to  drink  a  little  as  a 
preventive  of  the  disease.  He  escaped  the  cholera,  and  attributing  his 
preservation  to  the  use  of  brandy,  he  continued  its  use  until  within  a  few 
months,  it  destroyed  his  health,  and  has  now  laid  him  in  a  drunkard’s 
grave,  while  his  wife  and  little  ones  have  been  thus  ruined  by  rum,  taken 
only  as  a  medicine  to  prevent  the  disease.  Alas  !  how  many  learned  thus 
to  drink,  during  the  last  summer,  and  learned  it  so  well  that  they  cannot 
now  unlearn  it ! 

“  The  Secretary  of  the  fourteenth  Ward  reports,  that, 

u  Of  the  twenty-one  districts  heard  from,  but  five  have  given  written 
reports.  From  these  he  selects  the  following: 

“  There  are  (says  one)  twelve  places  in  the  block  where  ardent  spirits 
are  sold,  and  probably  seven  hundred  inhabitants  ;  that  is,  about  sixty  per¬ 
sons  to  each  rum  shop.  The  owners  of  two  of  these  stores  expressed  their 
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determination  to  discontinue  the  traffic  after  the  first  of  May  next.  Three 
venders  are  professors  of  religion  ;  one  of  them  appears  somewhat  waver¬ 
ing  in  regard  to  the  lawfulness  of  his  business,  and  agreed  to  read  the 
Tract  1  On  the  Traffic  in  Ardent  Spirits,’  lately  published  by  the  Tract  So¬ 
ciety.  I  have  presented  a  copy  of  this  Tract  to  all  the  liquor  dealers  in 
my  district. 

aI  am  convinced  that  physicians  have  done  their  full  share  in  producing 
intemperance  in  our  city  ;  and  some ,  perhaps ,  even  now  are  continuing 
their  influence  in  favor  of  this  ruinous  evil  In  almost  every  family  where 
they  refused  to  sign  the  pledge,  the  medical  use  of  ardent  spirits  was 
pleaded  as  an  excuse.  One  had  a  periodical  pain  in  his  stomach,  which 
nothing  but  brandy  would  cure ;  another,  a  rheumatic  complaint,  and  it 
was  necessary  to  take  ‘  a  little ’  for  that ;  one  took  it  to  keep  him  well, 
and  others  thought  they  might  want  it  at  some  future  time  on  the  acces¬ 
sion  of  some  unknown  malady.” 

16.  Lewis  County. — 10  school  distiict  societies  ;  3  distilleries  discon¬ 
tinued  ;  at  one  of  which  whiskey  was  sold  by  small  measure  ;  in  opera¬ 
tion,  4.  In  Martinsburgh  there  is  no  place  at  which  ardent  spirit  can  be 
purchased.  Deaths  by  intemperance,  5. 

Diminution  in  the  use  of  ardent  spirit ;  Harrisburgh  20  gallons,  Den¬ 
mark  one-third,  Lowville  one-fourth,  Martinsburg  2000  gallons,  Turin 
one-third,  Watson  one-third. 

17.  Tompkins  County. — 'The  society  of  “  Caroline  and  Berkshire,” 
R.  H.  Hyde,  secretary,  is  one  of  those  enumerated  in  the  abstract  of  this 
county,  but  the  number  of  members  not  given.  It  now  has  more  than 
100  members,  so  that  the  whole  amount  for  Tompkins  county,  by  enu¬ 
meration  is  6,792. 

“  In  Newfield,  the  society  reported  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  has  been 
discontinued,  but  another  was  formed  on  the  26th  of  January,  1832,  and 
now  numbers  386  members.  This  is  the  third  society  formed  in  New¬ 
field,  the  two  first  having  been  suffered  to  fall  and  die  by  the  neglect  or 
misconduct  of  some  of  the  members.  The  secretary,  Doct-  M.  C.  Kel¬ 
logg,  attributes  the  want  of  success  to  the  too  free  use  of  wfine,  by  some 
or  most  of  the  members.  Total  abstinence  however,  is  the  principle  on 
which  the  present  society  is  founded,  and  so  much  has  public  attention 
been  awakened  to  the  subject,  that  60  members  were  added  on  the  26th 
of  February  last.  It  is  indeed  true,  as  remarked  by  the  secretary,  that 
our  wines  are  adulterated  with  ardent  spirit,  and  it  demands  the  serious 
consideration  of  the  friends  of  the  cause,  whether  their  use-should  not  be 
discontinued,  and  we  take  occasion  to  recommend  the  consideration  of  this 
subject  to  the  members  of  all  our  temperance  societies.” 

In  Ulyses  2,400  gallons  of  liquor  drank  last  year,  400  less  than  the  year 
before. 

Six  distilleries  continue  in  operation.  The  town  of  Ulysses  appears  from 
the  census  of  1830  to  contain  about  one-tenth  of  the  population  of  the  coun¬ 
ty.  If  it  consumes  one-tenth  of  the  ardent  spirit  used  in  the  county,  the 
whole  consumption  amounts  to  24,000  gallons,  or  about  24  gills  for  each 
man,  woman  and  child,  in  thg  county ;  less  doubtless  than  was  once  con¬ 
sumed,  but  still  enough  to  occasion  many  very  serious  evils. 
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18.  Genesee  County. — This  powerful  society  reports  11  distilleries 
discontinued.  From  the  town  reports  we  subjoin  some  extracts: 

“  Agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the  county  society  in  January  last,  we 
have  held  meetings  in  the  several  school  districts  in  the  town,  (China) 
and  presented  the  State  Circular  to  such  families  as  were  not  already 
members.  The  result  is  cheering.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  in  town 
4  drunkards  who  seem  past  reformation  ;  6  or  7  who  are  occasionally 
intoxicated,  and  25  to  30  persons  wTho  use  ardent  spirit  in  small  quanti¬ 
ties,  or  as  they  say,  temperately.  With  these  exceptions,  spirits  are  used 
only  for  medicinal  or  mechanical  purposes.  All  our  most  extensive  farm¬ 
ers,  and  nearly  all  our  minor  ones,  do  their  work  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year,  without  the  intoxicating  beverage.  None  of  our  mechanics  furnish 
it  for  their  workmen.  Four  drunkards  have  reformed  since  the  organiza- 
tion  of  our  society.” 

“  In  Byron  there  is  one  distillery  in  feeble  operation ;  I  should  think 
very  near  its  final  end.  There  are  probably  40  or  50  who  have  taken 
the  pledge  to  total  abstinence,  whose  names  we  are  unable  to  obtain^  and 
many  more  w'ho  have  adopted  the  principle ,  but  who  will  not  sign  the 
pledge.  The  influence  of  the  society  is  salutary,  and  fast  increasing.” 

“  There  are  few  confirmed  drunkards  in  East  Bethany,  but  their  case 
seems  hopeless  ;  at  least  so  long  as  temperate  men  continue  to  sip  at  the 
fount  of  death .” 

“  At  the  meeting  on  the  26th  in  East  Java,  much  interest  was  excited 
in  behalf  of  the  cause,  and  29  united.  We  anticipate  the  day  when  every 
individual  in  our  town,  will  have  subscribed  our  constitution.  When  all 
will  have  thrown  off  the  yoke  of  bondage,  and  will  have  ceased  to  oppose 
a  cause,  the  promotion  of  which  is,  the  increase  of  their  own  happiness. 
And  when  intemperance,  that  moral  bohan  upas ,  will  have  been  com¬ 
pletely  uprooted  from  Java. 

“  This  society  has  come  up  to  the  work  in  good  earnest,  and  has  taken 
a  decided  stand,  which  it  seems  determined  to  maintain,  and  which  pro¬ 
mises  great  good.” 

In  Java,  formerly  Centre  China,  the  number  of  members  has  decreased 
one.  The  secretary  writes  : 

“  c  Our  influence  is  trifling.  We  have  one  licensed  shop  in  our  vicinity, 
which  greatly  deters  the  progress  of  temperance  ;  but  we  hope  for  better 
days.’  The  opposers  in  this  place  are  clamorous  and  violent,  and  well 
nigh  outstrip  the  friends.  But  activity,  perseverance  and  prudence,  on  the 
part  of  the  society,  would  no  doubt,  « drive  the  lion  out  of  the  way’  and 
restore  the  public  sentiment  to  its  proper  channel.” 

“  The  friends  of  temperance  in  Le  Roy  are  animated  and  encouraged, 
and  the  cause  is  evidently  advancing.  A  number  of  highly  respectable 
and  influential  men,  have  recently  become  convinced  of  the  powerful  in¬ 
fluence  societies  have  in  checking  the  use  of  ardent  spirit,  and  by  uniting 
with  the  society,  have  identified  themselves  with  the  cause  of  temperance. 
They  begin  to  appreciate,  not  only  the  great  moral  force  of  example ,  in 
the  cause  of  sobriety,  but  also  the  usefulness  of  combined  and  confederate 
exertion,  and  to  learn  that  there  is,  in  view  of  community,  a  very  great 
difference  between  a  temperate  man  and  a  temperance  man.  c  Our  society, 
for  the  purpose  of  acting  in  concert  with  this  apparent  change  in  public 
opinion,  has  procured  100  temperance  pledges  to  be  printed,  and  has  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  circulate  them  for  signatures,  and  at  the  same  time 
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to  obtain  subscriptions  for  the  Temperance  Recorder.’  This  society  has 
recently  taken  active  measures  to  prevent  an  abuse  and  a  violation  of  the 
excise  law.  It  has  assumed  an  attitude  which,  if  maintained,  as  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  it  will  be,  will  prove  a  formidable  obstacle  to  the 
further  progress  of  intemperance  in  this  town.” 

“  ‘  In  the  bounds  of  the  society  in  Lyme  are  4  school  districts.  In  one 
of  these  are  72  persons  over  16  years  of  age ;  53  of  which  act  on  the 
principle  of  entire  abstinence,  and  only  7  actually  use  the  poison  openly.’ 

“But  little  is  known  respecting  this  society  ;  it  is  believed  however  to 
be  an  efficient  one.” 

“  ‘  In  Orangeville,  we  regret  to  say,  there  is  a  great  want  of  feeling  on 
the  part  of  members  of  the  society.  They  manifest  generally  but  little 
interest  in  the  progress  of  the  temperance  reform.  They  seem  to  think 
their  duty  performed,  when  they  abstain  themselves.  The  practice  how¬ 
ever,  of  furnishing  spirits  for  laborers  and  at  raisings,  is  nearly  done  away.’ 
If  the  members  of  this  society  have  themselves ,  adopted  the  saving  princi¬ 
ple  4of  total  abstinence,  they  should  remember  the  divine  injunction,  to 
i  love  their  neighbor  as  themselves’  and  endeavor  to  bring  him  within  the 
pale  of  a  temperance  society.” 

“  In  reviewing  the  efforts  of  the  society,”  says  the  secretary,  “  the  past 
year,  in  connexion  with  their  results,  we  cannot  but  believe,  that  for  the 
most  part,  they  have  been  well  directed,  and  happily  succeeded.  And 
considering  the  means  employed,  our  success  has  been  much  greater,  than 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  we  dared  even  to  anticipate. 

“  Within  the  last  year,  several  individuals  who  are  held  in  deservedly 
high  estimation ,  both  by  the  political  and  religious  community,  have  given 
their  names  and  their  influence  to  our  cause,  which  has  not  been  'without 
its  salutary  effects.  And  it  is  with  pleasure  and  confidence  that  we  an¬ 
ticipate  the  day,  when  by  prudence  and  perseverance,  we  shall  have  ef¬ 
fected  the  complete  emancipation  of  our  entire  county,  from  a  bondage 
worse  than  Egyptian,  and  a  servitude  which,  because  voluntary,  is  more 
to  be  deprecated  than  the  African. 

“We  feel  that  this  work  is  indeed  a  great  one,  and  that  to  accomplish 
it,  will  require  the  efforts  of  every  friend  of  the  cause  ;  each  in  his  sphere 
— all  in  unison.  And  we  feel,  that  with  a  fixed  determination  to  effect 
our  design,  and  with  the  use  of  every  proper  and  promising  means,  with  a 
due  degree  of  prudence,  together  with  a  confident  reliance  upon  the  bless¬ 
ing  of  that  Providence  which  ever  looks  with  a  propitious  eye  upon  the 
efforts  of  His  creatures  for  good,  it  is  not  too  much  to  expect.” 

19.  Greene  County. — The  distinguished  success  of  the  temperance 
societies  in  this  county,  has  we  hope  become  extensively  known,  by  means 
of  the  Temperance  Recorder.  Similar  exertions,  will  in  all  places,  pro¬ 
duce  like  results.  4  distilleries  have  recently  been  discontinued.  5  tem¬ 
perance  sloops  sail  from  Athens.  In  one  town,  West  Durham,  are  “  no 
distilleries,  no  dram  shops  and  no  drunkards.”  We  trust  that  ere  long 
the  short  and  simple  annals  of  many  a  parish  in  the  United  States,  may 
be  written  nearly  like  the  subjoined  history  from  one  of  the  towns  of 
Greene  county,  except  that  we  may  hope  to  hear  a  better  account  of  the 
“church  member”  and  the  “keeper  of  the  grogshop.” 

“  Some  years  ago  this  neighborhood  was  cursed  with  the  establishment 
of  a  grogshop.  The  owner  sold  sometimes  with  and  sometimes  with- 
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out  a  license.  He  had  considerable  low  contemptible  company,  and  some 
good.  The  neighborhood  grew  sensibly  worse,  in  several  respects,  until 
two  years  and  an  half  ago,  a  temperance  society  was  established  here,  em¬ 
bracing  in  its  limits  about  three  school  districts,  thinly  inhabited.  At  first 
the  society  mustered  about  twenty  members.  We  met  with  a  violent 

opposition  from  one - church  member,  and  about  six  — - church 

members.  The  first  is  still  continued,  but  the  latter  have  given  way  to 
more  liberal  feelings,  and  some  have  joined  with  us. 

u  The  society  has  slowly  but  perseveringl.v  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  its 
way,  and  now  numbers  over  one  hundred  and  thirty  members.  The 
keeper  of  the  grogshop  has  become  intemperate,  and  is  deserted,  has  dis¬ 
continued  keeping  spirits  for  sale,  and  he  lately  borrowed  several  articles 
of  clothing  from  his  neighbors,  for  himself  and  wife  to  appear  decent  at  the 
funeral  of  a  relative  of  his.” 

20.  Onondaga  County. — The  Apulia  society*,  P.  Field,  Pres.,  B. 
Hannum,  Sec..,  has  225  members  ;  increase  in  the  year,  23  ;  temperance 
stores,  1  ;  total  enumerated  in  the  county,  5,368.  In  the  village  of  Jordan 
3  stores,  2  groceries,  4  taverns,  sell  spirits.  Sales  during  the  year  have 
amounted  to  2,4S7  gallons  imported,. 4,787  gallons  domestic.  In  other 
towns  13  stores,  8  taverns,  18  groceries,  3x4  sell  spirits. 

5  distilleries  are  in  operation,  4  have  discontinued. 

16  school  district  societies  have  been  formed. 

u  The  Executive  Committee,  in  the  conclusion  of  their  report,  remark  : 
we  have  believed  that,  (by  making  as  has  been  done,  copious  and  free 
extracts,  from  the  several  reports  of  the  town  or  village  societies)  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  State  Temperance  Society,  would  be  better  able 
to  judge  of  the  true  state  of  feeling  which  pervades  the  different  sections 
of  this  county.  The  reports  certainly  exhibit  most  flattering  and  favora¬ 
ble  results.  The  committee  feel  sensible  that  much  yet  remains  to  be 
done,  and  of  this  fact  we  are  happy  to  observe  from  the  language  of  the 
reports  before  us,  the  friends  of  the  cause  in  the  county  are  not  only  aware, 
but  are  also  willing  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  and  are  preparing 
to  make  increased  exertions.  We  feel  encouraged,  and  will  continue  to 
indulge  f  the  strong  hope  that  this  county  will  take  a  stand  and  rank  in 
the  cause  of  temperance,  proportioned  to  its  population  and  importance.’ 
District  societies,  as  auxiliaries  to  the  town  societies,  will  we  trust,  be 
generally  formed,  meetings  be  held  more  frequently,  and  addresses  de¬ 
livered.  It  is  desirable  and  important,  to  keep  the  object  of  the  society 
more  generally  in  view  of  the  public.  The  great  difficulty  appears  to  be, 
the  unwillingness,  or  rather  the  indifference  on  the  part  of  many  to  inform 
themselves  of  the  true  state  of  facts.  If  by  any  means  a  spirit  of  inquiry 
can  be  roused,  we  have  nothing  to  fear.  Public  addresses  may  aid  in 
enlisting  the  attention,  and  exciting  the  feelings  of  some  now  ignorant  of 
the  alarming  extent  to  which  intemperance,  with  its  attendant  evils,  has 
prevailed ,  and  does  still  exist  in  our  land.  We  cannot,  we  will  not  doubt, 
that,  with  evidence  before  them  (such  as  is  in  the  powxr  of  the  societies 
to  furnish)  reasonable  beings  will  long  hesitate,  as  to  adopting  the  course 
pointed  out  by  duty,  and  we  may  add  self-preservation.  A  society  has 
been  organized  in  this  village,  styled  the  ‘  Young  Men’s  Temperance  so¬ 
ciety  of  Syracuse.’  Among  its  members,  who  are  .young  men  under  30 
years  of  age,  (as  restricted  by  their  constitution)  are  to  be  found  some  of 
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our  most  promising  and  talented  young  men.  The  members  of  this  asso¬ 
ciation  stand  pledged  to  each  other  and  to  the  county  society,  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  at  all  times,  to  aid  in  forming  societies,  to  deliver  addresses,  and  to 
furnish  information,  on  the  subject  of  temperance,  to  kindred  societies, 
whenever  the  duty  may  be  assigned  to  them.  E.  W.  Leavenworth,  Esq., 
President,  and  J,  B.  Clarke,  Esq.,  Secretary.  This  may  be  found,  and 
we  trust  it  will,  an  able  and  efficient  auxiliary. 

21.  Otsego  County. — The  report  from  Otsego  county  is  deeply  in¬ 
teresting,  and  derives  unusual  value  from  the  faithfulness  and  accuracy  of 
its  details.  We  give  copious  extracts,  considering  this  kind  of  informa¬ 
tion  as  now  most  particularly  needful,  we  may  say  indispensable,  to  the 
rapid  advance  of  the  great  work. 

“  There  are  in  this  county,  33  temperance  societies,  exclusive  of  school 
district  associations,  and  every  town  in  the  county  has  one  or  more  aux¬ 
iliary  society.  The  number  of  members  in  the  county,  reported,  who 
have  pledged  themselves  to  total  abstinence >  is  6,215  ;  increase  since  last 
report  2,755.  From  the  town  reports  it  appears  that  there  are  in  this 
county,  20  distilleries  in  operation  ;  191  places  at  which  ardent  spirits  are 
vended  ;  32  temperance  stores  ;  7  temperance  taverns,  and  that  19  mer~ 
chants  have  abandoned  the  traffic  the  past  year.  The  2 6th  of  February 
was  observed  by  19  temperance  societies,  in  this  county,  addresses  were 
delivered,  and  a  large  accession  of  members  obtained.  These  meetings 
were  unusually  well  attended  by  our  citizens,  but  the  aggregate  number 
the  secretary  cannot  state,  the  town  reports  being  deficient. 

“  The  people  of  this  county  paid  the  last  year,  to  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
for  preserving  the  peace  of  the  people,  taking  examinations  and  holding 
courts  of  special  sessions  for  the  trial  of  petty  offenders,  the  sum  of  $442.25. 
They  paid  their  constables  for  apprehending  offenders,  executing  and  at¬ 
tending  upon  the  criminal  process  of  magistrates,  the  sum  of  $150.08. 
They  paid  the  district  attorney  $317.59,  for  his  services  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  criminal  justice  ;  the  county  clerk  $73.72,  for  his  attendance 
and  services  during  the  trial  of  peace  breakers  and  felons  ;  the  sheriff  and 
jailer  $751.31,  for  keeping  in  custody  and  boarding  criminals  and  other 
incidental  services  ;  making  the  total  amount  of  $3,107.99,  paid  by  the 
rateable  inhabitants  of  this  county,  for  apprehending,  trying  and  imprison¬ 
ing  those  who  had  committed  assaults  and  batteries,  petty  larcenies,  and 
other  depredations  upon  individuals  and  society  ;  giving  to  each  town,  if 
equally  divided,  $141.27,  and  showing  an  increase  of  $480,  over  the 
expenditure  of  the  preceding  year.  This  county  paid  the  last  year,  for 
the  support  of  the  poor  at  the  poor-house,  the  sum  of  $2,265.36  ;  for  the 
temporary  relief  and  transportation  of  paupers  $2,964,94,  and  for  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  $200.5.1,  making  the  total  pauper 
charge  against  the  county,  five  thousand  four  hundred  thirty  dollars  and 
eighty-one  cents ,  giving  to  each  town,  if  equally  divided,  a  pauper  tax  of 
$246.85.  It  must  be  observed  that  in  the  above,  no  estimate  is  made  of 
the  property  squandered  and  destroyed,  of  the  health  impaired  and  life 
sacrificed,  of  the  injury  which  virtue,  morality  and  religion  sustained,  and 
the  innumerable  and  nameless  griefs,  pains,  and  sorrows  occasioned  by  in¬ 
temperance  ;  and  still  we  find  by  the  above  limited  exposition,  the  total 
expenditure  of  $8,538.80,  in  this  county,  in  a  single  year,  and  showing 
an  increase  over  the  expenditure  of  the  preceding  year  of  $1,707.73. 
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The  experience  and  observation  of  those  who  have  examined  the  subject 
carefully,  and  whose  situation  enabled  them  to  judge  correctly,  and  the 
assurance  of  our  superintendents  of  poor,  and  of  the  late  and  present  sheriff, 
warrants  the  secretary  in  saying,  that  at  least  seven -eighths  of  this  ex¬ 
penditure  of  $8,53S.80  is  the  legitimate  fruit  of  intemperance.  Of  this 
sum  the  town  of  Otsego  pays  $1,056  ;  Cherry-Valley  $794;  Butternuts 
$644,  and  other  towns  in  proportion.  The  amount  raised  to  defray  the 
current  expenses  of  the  county,  was  $13,843,  more  than  one-half  of  which 
is  to  pay  for  securing  and  feeding  those  whom  intemperance  has  made 
criminals ,  and  for  the  support  and  relief  of  those  who  have  become  paupers , 
either  by  their  own  intemperance,  or  by  the  intemperance  of  those  upon 
whom  they  are  dependant  for  support.  The  whole  public  expenditure 
of  this  county,  is  levied  upon  7,228  rateable  inhabitants ;  about  one-thir¬ 
tieth  of  this  number  are  engaged  in  manufacturing  and  vending  ardent 
spirit. 

Thus  in  this  county,  there  are  less  than  250  persons  engaged  in  a  busi¬ 
ness  which  imposes  upon  the  remaining  7000,  an  annual  tax  of  over  $7000  ! 
Calling  to  mind  the  principles  upon  which  the  organization  of  society  is 
based,  who  will  so  far  insult  the  common  sense  of  our  citizens,  as  to  say, 
that  public  opinion  will  continue  to  sanction  and  uphold  a  business,  so 
palpably  subversive  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  great  body  of  the 
people,  and  so  destructive  of  the  most  hallowed  affections  of  the  temporal 
and  eternal  interests  of  individuals  and  families  ? 

u  There  has  been  an  increased  consumption  of  ardent  spirit  in  Cherry- 
Valley  the  last  year.  The  whole  amount  sold,  as  reported  by  the  venders, 
being  7,629  gallons.  In  this  town  are  670  families,  of  which  but  73  ab¬ 
stain  entirely  from  ardent  spirit  as  a  drink.  Allowing  each  family  in  town 
one  half  gallon  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  800  gallons  sold  by  tavern 
keepers  and  grocers  ^ the  number  they  estimate)  to  travellers,  we  have 
6,494  gallons  consumed  by  597  families,  nearly  11  gallons  to  each.  This 
quantity  would  require  more  than  1,900  bushels  of  grain  from  which  to 
manufacture  the  whiskey  ;  56  two  horse  teams  with  six  barrels  to  a  load 
to  draw  it  from  the  stills  into  town  :  it  would  fill  a  canal  45  feet  long,  5 
feet  wide  and  4  feet  deep.  'I  his  6,494  gallons,  at  the  actual  price  sold  for, 
as  stated  by  the  venders,  amounts  to  $8,278.44  ;  this  sum  would  place  a 
weekly  newspaper  in  eveiy  family  in  town,  support  a  school  in  every 
school  district  during  all  the  year,  build  two  houses  of  public  worship  at 
$1,200  each,  and  pay  a  salary  of  $600  each  to  two  ministers  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel.  How  lovely  the  picture,  especially  when  contrasted  with  the  vice, 
ignorance,  and  degradation  produced  by  intemperance!  In  the  whole  town 
out  of  the  village  of  Cherry- Valley,  only  144  papers,  religious,  literary 
and  political,  are  taken.  In  whole  school  districts,  not  a  paper  of  any  kind 
is  taken.  In  some,  no  school  has  been  kept  the  past  year.  More  than 
300  of  the  670  families,  are  not  in  the  habit  of  attending  public  -worship 
on  the  Sabbath  ;  and  this  truly  lamentable  state  of  society,  is  chargeable 
almost  exclusively  to  the  use  of  ardent  spirit.” 

We  -would  gladly  give  more  space  to  this  interesting  report,  did  the 
claims  of  other  counties  allow.  It  is  evident  there  are  in  Otsego,  many 
vigilant,  working  temperance  men  ;  yet  their  20  distilleries,  if  they  all  pro¬ 
duce  at  the  same  rate  as  two  in  the  town  of  Laurens,  pour  out  yearly 
180,000  gallons  of  whiskey,  enough  if  the  half  of  it  is  consumed  there,  to 
spread  ruin  and  desolation  through  the  county.  Such  fair  and  frank  ex- 
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posures  as  this  report  contains,  cannot  fail  to  excite  the  friends  of  humani¬ 
ty  to  increased  diligence.  Such  should  be  made  in  every  town  and  county 
in  the  State.  There  is  too  much  reason  to  fear  that,  exorbitant  as  the 
amount  of  intemperance  has  been  shown  by  estimates,  actual  research  and 
enumeration  will  show  that  the  half  has  not  been  told. 

22.  Steuben  County. — a  The  temperance  cause  has  much  to  impede 
it  in  this  county.  Many  of  the  people  are  engaged  in  the  lumber  trade, 
which  is  conducted  on  the  upper  branches  of  the  Susquehanna,  and  the 
situation  of  those  employed  in  this  business,  has  been  found  unfavorable. 
Temperance  associations  are  opposed  by  many  of  the  lumber  merchants, 
perhaps  from  that  erroneous  impression  heretofore  so  common,  that  it  is 
profitable  to  pay  laboring  men  in  whiskey  at  an  exorbitant  profit.  Those 
who  remain  of  this  opinion,  whether  lumber  merchants,  fur  traders,  fish 
dealers,  or  any  others,  have  never  yet  made  trial  of  the  plan  of  paying  the 
laborer  the  full  amount  of  his  hire,  in  a  valuable  equivalent,  and  of  using 
moreover  some  gratuitous  exertion  to  render  his  condition  comfortable. 
Whenever  they  adopt  this  course,  they  will  find  labor,  when  conscientiously 
and  honorably  and  generously  paid  for,  is,  when  compared  to  that  here 
supposed,  like  the  labor  of  the  freeman  when  compared  to  that  of  the  slave : 
the  one  enriches,  the  other  tends  only  to  poverty.  Eut  notwithstanding 
all  these  obstacles  and  discouragements,  much  has  been  accomplished,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  towns  of  Prattsburgh,  Pulteney  and  Wheeler.  Of  the 
nineteen  school  district  societies  in  this  county,  fourteen  are  in  Pratts¬ 
burgh.  They  hold  their  meetings  quarterly,  and  the  town  society  monthly. 
The  young  men  of  that  town  have  also  acted  in  a  very  praiseworthy  man¬ 
ner,  in  distributing  at  their  own  expense,  temperance  publications  through¬ 
out  the  county.  The  town  of  Wheeler,  wdiich  reports  five  school  district 
societies,  and  Pulteney,  are  without  any  place  where  spirits  are  sold. 
There  are  however  within  the  bounds  of  the  county,  2  distilleries  in  opera¬ 
tion  and  30  or  more  dram  shops.  In  one  town  2,050  gallons  of  spirits 
were  sold  last  year,  and  another  contains  ‘  100  inebriates.’  26th  February 
was  observed  here  as  elsewhere  by  the  efficient  and  successful  societies. 
The  Executive  Committee  wmuld  here  remark,  that  it  has  been  a  source 
of  great  satisfaction  to  them  to  learn  from  almost  all  the  reports  of  the 
societies  auxiliary  to  the  State  Society,  that  this  anniversary  was  very 
generally  observed,  and  always  with  the  most  manifest  and  signal  advan¬ 
tage  to  the  cause.  Many  societies  which  before  that  time  had  been  al¬ 
most  dormant,  aroused  themselves  and  received  new  accessions  of  strength, 
both  in  the  number  of  their  members  and  in  the  zeal  and  devotedness  of 
those  previously  pledged. 

Two  agents  have  been  employed  in  the  county  during  a  part  of  the 
last  year. 

23.  Putnam  County. — This  county,  like  Rockland  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  Hudson,  appears  to  have  made  comparatively  small  advance 
in  the  work  of  reformation.  The  "want  of  organization  and  concert,  among 
the  friends  of  temperance,  is  abundantly  manifest.  The  Secretary  of  the 
county  society  remarks,  “  every  tavern  and  every  store  in  the  county,  con¬ 
tains  plenty  of  the  good  creature ,  which  may  be  had  at  all  times.”  Yet 
since  the  date  of  his  report,  or  perhaps  simultaneous  with  it,  there  were 
some  temperance  stores  and  taverns  of  which  he  had  not  been  informed. 
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The  town  of  Southeast  reports  3  distilleries  in  operation,  1  discontinued, 
9  dram  shops.  Of  school  district  societies  we  hear  only,  that  it  is  intended 
to  form  them  in  two  of  the  towns.  Many  persons  are  said  to  practise 
total  abstinence,  who  have  joined  no  society. 

24.  Livingston  County. — Seven  distilleries  have  recently  been  dis¬ 
continued,  four  are  still  in  operation,  and  twenty-five  places  are  reported 
where  liquor  is  sold.  Only  one  school  district  society  is  reported.  In 
the  town  of  Mt.  Morris  “  four  societies,  besides  four  others  on  the  border 
of  adjoining  towns,  occupy  the  whole  territory,  and  their  meetings  being 
frequently  held  in  all  parts  of  the  town,  supersede  the  necessity  of  school 
district  societies.  Their  influence  is  felt,  and  visibly  manifest,  throughout 
the  whole  population.  The  use  of  ardent  spirit  has  evidently  diminished 
seven-eighths,  and  peace,  good  order,  prosperity  and  abundance,  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  the  desolations  of  the  reign  of  intemperance.  It  is  now  a  rare  thing 
to  see  an  inhabitant  of  this  town  intoxicated  ;  and  litigation  and  revelry 
have  almost  entirely  ceased.  It  is  estimated  that  nineteen-twentieths  of  all 
the  labor  is  performed  without  the  use  of  strong  drink.  A  dam  was  built 
across  the  Genesee  river  at  this  place,  the  last  summer,  without  spirits, 
and  without  accident  or  difficulty.  It  is  ascertained,  that  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Mt.  Morris  society ,  since  its  organization  in  1828,  but  two 
have  died,,  and  they  were  young  females.  The  great  success  attending 
the  temperance  cause  in  this  town,  may  be  in  part  attributed  to  the  free 
circulation  of  temperance  papers,  addresses  and  tracts,  in  all  parts  of  the 
town,  during  four  years  past,  and  although  there  are  many  who  have  not 
united  with  any  society,  almost  every  family  has  adopted  the  principle  of 
abstinence  from  intoxicating  drinks.” 

25.  Niagara  County. — “There  is  now  one  distillery  in  operation  in 
this  county,  which  we  understand  is  to  be  discontinued  in  the  course  of 
the  spring;  two  have  been  discontinued. 

“  Mr.  Seth  Parsons,  coroner,  gives  information  that  since  the  first  of 
January  last  he  has  officiated  as  coroner,  and  within  about  a  year,  has 
held  five  inquests  over  dead  bodies,  all  of  which  either  died  in  a  state  of 
intoxication,  or  drunkenness  was  the  sole  cause  of  their  death. 

“  One  of  the  above  number  was  found  in  the  canal,  drowned  ;  another 
in  a  drunken  frolic  got  so  intoxicated  that  he  was  barely  able  to  crctwl  to 
the  door  of  his  boarding-house,  and  was  found  frozen  to  death,  on  the 
steps  ;  another,  after  lying  about  drinking  for  several  days,  found  dead  in 
a  hay  loft.  The  fourth,  a  stage  driver,  fell  from  his  seat  about  three  miles 
out  of  the  village,  and  broke  his  neck,  and  was  found  dead  in  the  rut. 
The  horses  ran  about  two  miles,  and  after  turning  a  short  corner  and  going 
down  a  hill  one  of  them  fell,  and  thus  the  stage  was  saved.  Only  one 
passenger  was  in  at  the  time,  and  it  being  very  dark,  he  wasTiot  aware 
that  he  was  alone  until  he  sprang  from  the  stage.  The  fifth  case  hap¬ 
pened  in  this  village  about  two  weeks  since.  An  elderly  man  was  seen 
sta^eriiw  toward  home  in  the  evening,  but  in  the  morning  was  found  in 
the  road  frozen  to  death,  a  short  distance  from  wdiere  he  was  seen  the 
evening  before. 

“In  Hartland  the  report  says,  £  there  certainly  is  not  more  than  one- 
sixth  of  the  inhabitants  who  use  ardent  spirit  at  all ;  and  although  but 
few  have  been  added  to  our  society,  yet  no  year  has  before  told  so  much 
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for  permanent  temperance  reform,  as  the  past.  Almost  every  respectable 
man  has  ceased  to  use  spirit,  and  though  a  large  number  of  them  have  not 
come  forward  to  join  our  society,  we  have  their  influence  in  part,  and 
hope  soon  to  have  it  in  full.  We  are  sensible  of  much  good  having  been 
done  by  the  Temperance  Recorder,  and  we  are  now  taking  and  circulat¬ 
ing  100.’” 

u  In  Lewiston  they  are  forming  societies  in  different  parts  of  the  town, 
and  the  cause  is  advancing.  ‘  During  the  past  year,  three  of  the  taverns 
have  not  been  licensed.  There  are  now  three  public  inns  within,  and 
three  without  the  village  that  sell  spirits.  Within  the  past  six  years  five 
taverns  have  been  discontinued  in  the  town.  Five  years  since  there  were 
five  groceries  in  the  village  that  sold  spirits  ;  now  there  are  three,  neither 
of  which  are  licensed  to  sell  liquor.’ 

u  By  a  vote  of  the  society  in  Cambria,  a  Tract  on  the  immorality  of 
the  traffic  in  ardent  spirit,  is  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  every  vender  of 
spirits  and  tavern  keeper  in  the  town. 

u  The  society  in  Wilson  is  very  flourishing  ;  they  passed  a  resolution 
to  form  a  society  in  each  school  district,  but  owing  to  the  bad  state  of  the 
roads,  four  only  have  as  yet  been  formed. 

u  Somerset  report  states,  c  that  the  sight  of  a  drunken  man  in  our  streets 
has  become  a  rare  spectacle.  Although  we  have  three  stores  in  town,  yet 
neither  keep  distilled  spirits  constantly  on  hand,  and  there  is  so  little  call 
for  it,  that  the  merchants  do  not  seem  to  consider  it  a  necessary  part  of 
their  assortment.  I  think  I  may  venture  to  predict  that  if  we  are  true  to 
ourselves  and  the  cause  which  we  have  espoused,  in  three  years  from  this 
time,  one  barrel  of  distilled  spirits  per  annum,  will  satisfy  the  calls  of  all 
the  respectable  proportion  of  this  community,  over  and  above  what  may 
be  necessarily  used  as  a  medicine.’  ” 

26.  Suffolk  County. —  One  hundred  and  thirty-six  places  reported  by 
the  secretary  of  the  county  society,  as  “  rum  stores  and  taverns,”  and  only 
four  stores  and  taverns  on  the  temperance  plan  !  yet,  twenty-seven  drunk¬ 
ards  were  reclaimed  within  the  past  year.  Great  as  has  been  the  good 
accomplished,  much  it  may  truly  be  said,  remains  to  be  done.  The 
Secretary  remarks,  that  the  interest  felt  by  the  people  of  this  county,  in 
the  temperance  movement,  does  not  decline  with  the  novelty  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  ;  on  the  contrary,  the  cause  is  gaining  ground  not  only  by  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  new  members,  but  by  the  increased  zeal  and  ardor  of  its  early 
friends.  Many  there  are  who  look  and  aim  at  nothing  short  of  the  entire 
triumph  of  the  cause.  They  anticipate  the  time  when  the  sale  of  ardent 
spirit  as  a  drink,  shall  be  unknown  among  those  aspiring  to  be  considered 
respectable  members  of  society.  Thus  should  it  be  every  wAere,  and  the 
change  which  so  many  have  determined  on,  shall  not  be  long  in  taking 
place. 

The  school  district  plan  has  not  been  extensively  adopted  in  this  county. 

27 .  Columbia  County. — A  fact  has  just  come  to  our  knowledge  which 
speaks  volumes  in  commendation  of  the  efforts  of  the  friends  of  humanity 
in  this  county.  We  learn  that  one  of  the  two  freight  barges  plying  regu¬ 
larly  between  Hudson  and  JNew-York,  and  of  course  bringing  the  sup¬ 
plies  for  several  of  the  merchants  of  Columbia  county,  and  a  large  extent 
of  contiguous  country,  came  up  the  first  and  second  time,  without  a  cask 
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of  any  description  of  ardent  spirit  on  board.  On  the  third  trip,  only  a 
single  hogshead  of  rum  was  among  the  goods  transported,  and  no  other 
liquor.  These  statements  have  been  communicated  by  the  active  agent 
of  the  State  Society,  Mr.  Turner.  It  has  also  given  the  Committee  great 
pleasure  to  hear  of  the  quiet  and  orderly  behavior  of  the  crews  of  several 
whaling  and  other  vessels,  while  lying  in  port  at  Hudson.  Several  of 
these  vessels  are  said  to  be  temperance  ships,  and  it  is  thought  that  many 
more  are  about  to  become  such. 

The  report  of  the  county  society  evinces  much  intelligence,  and  a  good 
degree  of  that  devotedness  to  the  cause,  which  is  every  where  so  indis¬ 
pensable ;  yet  the  information  communicated,  is  not  on  all  points  so  defi¬ 
nite  and  explicit  as  could  be  wished.  The  fires  of  two  distilleries  are 
nearly  extinguished  ;  of  those  now  in  operation  the  number  is  not  known, 
and  in  relation  to  temperance  stores,  the  statements  are  somewhat  in¬ 
definite. 

u  Hudson  too,  is  known  to  have  a  great  number  of  dealers  who  formerly 
sold  ardent  spirits,  which  do  not  sell  any  now.  It  is  intended  soon  to  fur¬ 
nish  a  complete  list  of  the  facts  on  this  point.  All  the  taverns  continue 
to  sell,  but  quantity  greatly  diminished.” 

cC  Some  interesting  facts  have  been  presented  in  regard  to  tavern  keepers. 
But  with  the  exception  of  Kinderhook,  they  are  not  specific  enough  to 
be  embraced  in  this  report.  It  would  be  desirable  to  give  their  report  on 
this  and  other  branches  of  the  subject  entire,  but  time  will  not  permit. 
The  secretary  says,  ‘  the  following  history  of  tavern  keepers  in  the  old 
town  of  Kinderhook,  was  drawn  up  by  Doct.  H.  L.  Van  Dyck  and  Gen. 
Charles  Whiting,  gentlemen  fully  qualified  to  make  the  statements,  and  it 
may  be  relied  on  as  perfectly  accurate.  It  extends  back  to  the  year  1790.’  ” 

“They  are  classed  into  No.  1st.  drunkards ;  2d.  hard  drinkers;  3d. 
moderate  drinkers ,  and  4th.  sober  men  but  not  totally  abstinent ;  and  each 
case  marked,  not  only  as  to  the  effect  it  had  upon  the  tavern  keeper,  but 
also  on  his  family.  There  are  102  cases,  and  the  statement  concludes 
with  the  following  recapitulation 

“  Of  the  above  list  of  tavern  keepers,  55  were  drunkards  ;  21  were  hard 
drinkers  ;  8  were  moderate  drinkers,  and  IS  were  sober  men.” 

“  It  is  also  stated  that  nearly  all  died  poor,  and  as  far  as  was  noted 
from  one  to  six  children  in  a  family  became  drunkards.  36  sons  and 
daughters  were  thus  noted.  In  the  language  of  one  of  the  above  named 
gentlemen  who  furnished  the  information,  *  what  a  terrible  picture  it  is.’” 

“  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  secretary  of  Kinderhook  temperance 

society,  for  the  faithfulness  and  accuracy  of  his  report :  he  concludes _ 

‘  We  cannot  say  that  our  efforts  during  the  past  year,  to  extend  the  cause 
of  temperance,  have  been  equal  to  what  our  friends  have  a  right  to  expect. 
We  have  had  four  or  five  meetings,  at  which  some  3  or  400  persons  have 
been  present,  when  the  subject  was  ably  discussed  and  opportunity  given 
to  all  who  wished  to  become  members  of  our  society.  Considerations 
drawn  from  the  facts  we  present,  with  other  motives,  will  we  hope  incite 
us  to  renewed  and  persevering  exertions.’  ” 

The  reports  from  several  other  societies  in  the  county,  go  to  show  that 
much  zeal  exists  in  the  cause.  Another  year  it  is  hoped  that  every  so¬ 
ciety  will  have  received  a  proper  form,  that  a  full  and  uniform  statement 
may  be  given.  The  societies  in  Chatham,  Austerlitz,  Claverack,  Ghent 
'Canaan,  Livingston  and  Germantown,  are  among  the  diligent,  and  their 
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reports  give  more  information  than  those  of  some  of  the  rest  of  the  towns, 
although  something  encouraging  has  been  received  from  every  town  in 
the  county.  The  report  from  Germantown  says,  4  that  many  who  were 
formerly  hostile  to  the  cause  of  temperance,  are  now  enrolled  among  its 
members  ;  that  there  is  not  a  single  merchant  in  town  who  vends  ardent 
spirits,  and  only  four  taverns  where  it  is  sold  ;  that  many  drunkards  have 
been  reformed  during  the  last  year,  say  about  twenty,  and  only  two  or 
three  remaining  ;  not  a  single  distillery  in  the  town,  and  in  case  the  society 
should  prove  to  be  as  successful  as  they  have  been  for  the  past  year,  they 
venture  to  say  that  soon  not  a  single  place  will  remain  in  the  town,  where 
distilled  spirits  will  be  offered  for  sale.’  ” 

u  Two  towns  only  have  given  a  statement  of  the  number  of  gallons  of 
ardent  spirits  sold.  Kinderhook  says,  4  about  13,000  gallons  of  liquor 
were  sold  in  this  town,  during  the  year  ending  1st  March,  1833,  and 
about  8,500  gallons  consumed  in  the  town  during  the  same  period.  Deal¬ 
ers  in  most  cases  gave  this  information  very  cheerfully.  Chatham  report 
says,  4  an  effort  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  quantity  of  ardent  spirits 
sold  in  the  town  within  the  last  year.  The  result  shows  that  there  are 
29  places  where  ardent  spirit  is  vended  ;  11  of  these  taverns,  the  remain¬ 
der  stores.  From  these,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  there  has  been 
14,000  gallons  sold,  at  an  average  price  of  70  cents  per  gallon.’  And  it 
further  adds,  4  the  salutary  effects  of  the  temperance  cause  are  already 
visible.  There  are  4  stores  where  ardent  spirit  is  not  sold ,  and  a  number 
of  farmers  who  manage  their  farms,  entirely  on  the  abstinence  principle.’  ” 

44  The  city  of  Hudson  should  take  much  blame  upon  herself  for  the 
seeming  negligence  of  this  county  generally.  For  various  reasons  their 
society,  which  was  formed  in  March,  1830,  has  not  been  able  to  act 
with  energy.  Here  was  the  great  depot  for  receiving  and  vending  ardent 
spirit,  and  here  were  from  60  to  70  licensed  shops,  for  supplying  the 
imaginary  wants  not  only  of  the  citizens,  but  of  the  country  people  w^ho 
frequent  our  market.  The  societies  that  had  been  formed,  in  a  few  in¬ 
stances  in  the  towns,  naturally  looked  up  to  us  for  encouragement.  What 
use,  they  would  ask,  is  it,  for  us  to  influence  our  friends  and  neighbors  to 
abstain  from  purchasing  liquor,  while  they  so  often  visit  your  market  and 
replenish  their  kegs  and  jugs  ?  If  the  city  society  raises  its  voice  against 
so  many  licensed  stores  in  Hudson,  the  answer  of  the  dealers,  like  Deme¬ 
trius’  is,  4  Sirs,  ye  know  that  by  this  craft  we  have  our  wealth.’  To  cure 
this  evil  will  be  the  work  of  time,  and  will  require  much  prudence.  We 
do  not  despond,  it  is  a  righteous  cause,  and  will  we  trust  prevail.” 

28.  Madison  County. — The  reports  from  this  county,  which  have 
mostly  been  received  through  the  county  society,  speak  of  4  distilleries  yet 
in  operation,  one  of  which,  consumes  from  110  to  150  bushels  of  grain 
daily.  Taking  the  lowest  estimate  and  allowing  300  days  for  the  year, 
we  have  11,000  bushels  of  grain  in  one  establishment,  not  destroyed  mere¬ 
ly,  but  changed  to  an  unwholesome  and  maddening  beverage.  How  much 
more  commendable  wrould  be  any  wraste  or  destruction  of  the  same  amount 
of  property !  If  the  children’s  bread  were  literally  thrown  to  the  dogs,  the 
evil  wmuld  be  of  small  moment,  in  comparison  of  such  mischievous  waste 
and  perversion.  It  does  not  appear  that  school  district  societies  have  been 
generally  formed  in  Madison  county ;  a  great  number  of  individuals  how¬ 
ever,  have  engaged  with  great  earnestness  in  the  cause,  and  may  with 
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propriety  congratulate  themselves  as  acting  in  conformity  u  to  their  duty 
to  God,  to  their  country,  themselves,  their  friends  and  their  enemies.”  It 
is  cheering  to  learn  that  in  this  county  as  well  as  in  many  others,  several 
Postmasters  cheerfully  lend  their  aid  in  the  distribution  of  temperance 
publications,  without  charging  their  own  commission. 

29.  St.  Lawrence  County. — Beside  the  24  societies  reported  at  page 
34,  35,  this  county  has  two  school  district  societies.  4  distilleries  have 
recently  been  discontinued  ;  2  are  still  in  operation.  In  a  single  town 
there  are  19  groceries  where  spirits  are  sold  by  the  glass.  Many  have 
been  convinced  by  the  experience  of  the  year  past,  not  only  that  ardent 
spirit  as  a  drink,  does  no  good,  but  that  its  use  is  dangerous  in  the  ex¬ 
treme.  “  In  its  passage  along  our  borders  as  elsewhere,  the  cholera  has 
almost  without  exception,  found  its  victims  among  the  lovers  of  strong 
drink.” 

The  society  in  the  town  of  Be  Kalb,  where  two  distilleries  have  been 
recently  discontinued,  has  now  within  its  limits  no  place  where  distilled 
liquor  is  sold  ;  there  u  are  no  sottish  drunkards,  and  not  more  than  four 
or  five  who  drink  to  excess.”  In  Lisbon,  which  is  still  one  of  the  strong 
holds  of  the  enemy,  three  have  died  of  intemperance  ;  and  in  another 
town  the  secretary  mentions  a  case  of  an  interesting  nature :  that  of  a 
young  man  who  being  under  some  degree  of  anxiety  in  relation  to  spiritual 
concerns,  attended  a  protracted  meeting,  taking  with  him  a  bottle  of  spirit, 
which  he  drank  freely.  In  two  or  three  months  afterwards,  he  fell  a  victim 
to  delirium  tremens  in  its  most  distressing  and  aggravated  form. 

The  comparative  success  of  different  societies  in  this  county,  has  been, 
as  it  is  and  will  be  every  where,  in  accurate  proportion  to  the  strictness 
of  the  principles  adopted  and  the  faithfulness  and  perseverance  of  the 
and  rigidly  practice  the  principle  of  total  abstinence,  will  be  like  the  one 
friends  of  temperance.  Those  societies  every  where,  which  do  not  adopt 
first  formed  in  Lisbon  ;  they  will  either  have  no  influence  or  their  influ¬ 
ence  'will  be  adverse  to  the  cause,  of  reformation,  consequent!}7-  they  will 
soon  die  away,  and  as  the  report  from  that  town  well  remarks,  it  will  be 
manifest  that  without  this  strictness,  let  the  efforts  in  other  respects  be 
what  they  may,  the  vital  principle  is  wanting.  In  Canton  and  in  other 
parts  of  this  county,  it  is  manifest  that  the  efforts  have  been  judicious  and 
attended  by  great  success.  In  that  town  some  of  the  most  active  of  the 
men  of  business,  have  not  only  signed  the  ordinary  pledge  of  total  absti¬ 
nence,  but  have  entered  into  a  seperate  association,  excluding  by  their  con¬ 
stitution,  not  only  all  kinds  of  distilled  liquor,  but  also*  wine,  strong  beer 
and  cider,  and  they  have  gained  a  considerable  accession  to  their  numbers  ; 
and  the  influence  of  their  example  will,  we  doubt  not,  be  of  great  and 
permanent  advantage  to  all  around  them. 

30.  Dutchess  County. — One  school  district  society.  3  distilleries 
have  recently  ceased  ;  4  remain  in  operation,  but  from  many  of  the  towns 
nothing  is  reported  in  relation  to  these  particulars.  We  subjoin  from  the 
report  of  this  county,  the  following  remarks  : 

“The  committee  believe  that  an  enlightened  public  opinion,  and  a  kind, 
discreet  and  conciliatory  bearing,  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  temperance, 
have  been  and  are  destined  to  be  the  strongest  agents  in  promoting  its 
growth  and  extending  its  benefits.  Men  who,  themselves,  after  having 
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been  bound,  more  or  less  strongly,  to  the  debasing  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  have  been  blessed  with  freedom  from  that  bondage,  may  find  in  a 
review  of  their  own  former  course,  some  excuse  and  sympathy  for  those 
who  continue  in  the  use  of  so  destructive  a  poison  ;  a  poison  which  em¬ 
phatically  ‘  steals  away  the  brains  ’  and  fosters  a  long  and  frightful  train 
of  misery  and  crime :  those  also  who  have  formerly  dealt  in  the  article, 
and  whom  nothing  would  now  tefnpt  to  resume  such  a  traffic,  may  per¬ 
haps  remember  when  they  followed  it  without  hesitation,  or  at  least  with¬ 
out  compunction. 

“  The  committee  feel  that,  while  they  would  insist  on  unwavering  firm¬ 
ness  in  our  principles  and  practice,  they  cannot  too  strongly  recommend 
to  all  who  desire  the  welfare  of  their  fellow  men  in  the  success  of  this 
work,  the  exercise  of  kindness,  forbearance  and  conciliation.  Let  us  meet 
ridicule,  false  friendship,  prejudice  and  cupidity,  with  a  serene  and  steady 
front,  and  by  prudent  conduct  in  an  onward  march,  convince  all  our  op- 
posers  that  the  health,  happiness,  peace  and  prosperity  of  mankind  are  the 
desirable  objects  at  which  the  friends  of  temperance  aim,  and  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  those  objects  the  best,  the  only  reward  they  ask.” 

31.  Chenango  County. — The  plan  of  forming  school  district  societies 
appears  to  have  engaged  a  good  share  of  attention  in  this  county,  though 
particular  returns  are  made  only  from  the  town  of  Columbus ,  which  con¬ 
tains  thirteen  of  these  useful  associations.  In  Coventry  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  have  adopted  the  plan  of  visiting,  holding  meetings,  and  delivering 
addresses,  in  each  school  district.  145  members  have  been  added  since 
this  practice  was  commenced,  and  among  them  are  some  who  have  been 
most  inveterate  opposers. 

In  South  New  Berlin  a  church  has  recently  been  organized  on  strict 
temperance  principles.  Pitcher,  which  has  an  active  temperance  society, 
recently  formed  among  the  youth,  has  no  merchant  or  distiller  who  sells 
spirits ;  only  two  tavern  keepers  continue  to  sell,  and  it  is  most  earnestly 
hoped  that  they  also  will  soon  abandon  the  traffic. 

Since  the  settlement  of  the  town  of  McDonough  in  1797,  nine  indi¬ 
viduals  have  kept  tavern  in  that  town.  One  or  two  have  made  property 
and  they  have  become  intemperate ;  jive  have  become  intemperate  and 
failed  ;  one  continues  to  keep  tavern.  There  have  been  two  distilleries  ; 
both  failed  in  business,  after  making  10  or  15  drunkards  each.  The  liquor 
now  consumed  is  two-thirds  less  than  in  1830.”  In  this  county  some 
exertions  have  been  made  in  procuring  and  distributing  information  by 
temperance  publications  and  otherwise. 

32.  Cortland  County. —  Thirty-two  school  district  societies  afford  in¬ 
dication  that  temperance  has  many  friends  in  this  county.  In  Preble 
where  the  two  merchants  still  sell  distilled  spirits,  “it  is  believed  that  the 
dram  sales  are  less  by  about  two-thirds  than  they  were  four  years  ago, 
and  in  regard  to  sales  of  a  larger  measure,  that  there  has  been  a  still 
greater  diminution.  Most  of  the  farmers  have  discontinued  the  use  of  ar¬ 
dent  spirits  in  gathering  their  hay  and  harvest,  and  there  is  no  family  in 
town,  within  the  knowledge  of  the  committee,  who  keep  the  article  in 
their  houses  as  a  common  beverage.” 

Cincinnatus  has  one  distillery  carrying  on  a  diminished  business,  and 
two  out  of  five  stores  continue  the  traffic. 
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In  Virgil  “  a  general  attention  to  this  subject  has  been  excited.  Six 
drunkards,  two  of  whom  were  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  have  been 
reformed,  and  become  consistent  temperance  men,  and  order  and  peace  have 
consequently  been  restored  to  their  families.  There  are  nine  places  where 
ardent  spirits  are  sold  ;  but  there  is  trouble  in  the  minds  of  most  of  the 
dealers,  and  a  great  diminution  in  their  sales.  The  26th  was  observed, 
and  about  300  attended  the  meetings.  ‘  Opposition,’  says  the  report,  ‘  is 
softening,  though  much  remains,  and  a  great  part  of  it  is  found  among 
professors  of  religion.  Three  of  our  venders  are  of  this  class.  Surely 
the  compassionate  Redeemer  is  wounded  in  the  house  of  his  friends. 
There  have  been  30  inn-keepers  in  town  since  its  settlement.  Of  these 

3  have  been  in  a  measure  successful  in  business  ;  3  are  now  members 
of  temperance  societies,  1  died  a  natural  death,  1  committed  suicide,  1  fills 
a  drunkard’s  grave,  5  are  decidedly  intemperate.  Of  the  remainder  we 
cannot  speak  definitely — most  of  them  have  left  the  place.  Many  persons 
have  adopted  the  abstinence  principle  who  have  not  signed  the  pledge. 
The  cause  is  progressing;  its  friends  are  confident  of  its  ultimate  success, 
and  are  determined  to  exert  themselves  to  hasten  its  consummation.’” 

Cortlandville  has  “one  distillery  discontinued  during  the  year,  ajid  2  in 
operation.  All  the  stores  and  taverns  are  dealing  more  or  less  in  liquors. 
The  26th  was  observed,  but  the  number  present  was  not  ascertained. 

4  The  increased  interest  on  the  subject,  in  this  town  and  community,’ says 
the  report,  ‘  is  in  a  fair  ratio  to  promise  the  accomplishment  of  the  great 
object  desired.’  ” 

Very  praiseworthy  efforts  have  been  made  in  Homer,  where  “a  num¬ 
ber  of  intemperate  persons  have  been  reformed,  and  some  of  them  are  now 
consistent  members  of  the  church.  A  few  who  at  one  time  seemed  to 
have  escaped  the  thraldom  of  the  tyrant,  have  unhappily  returned  again  to 
their  former  bondage.  The  meeting  of  the  town  society  on  the  26th  was 
attended  by  about  500  persons,  and  gave  the  cause  a  new  impulse.  The 
Congregational  church  in  this  town  have  recently  unanimously  adopted  a 
resolution,  that  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  as  a  drink,  under  the  light  now 
enjoyed  on  the  subject,  is  an  immorality.  By  a  vote  of  the  church,  this 
resolution  is  appended  to  the  articles  of  faith,  and  candidates  for  admission 
are  also  required  to  sign  a  pledge  to  total  abstinence.  Of  the  5  physicians 
in  the  village,  4  are  members  of  the  society,  and  the  other  is  a  temperate 
man,  but  has  not  signed  the  pledge.  Of  the  4  lawyers,  only  2  are  mem¬ 
bers.  In  the  mechanic  shops,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  no  ardent 
spirits  are  used.  A  majority  of  the  men  of  business,  influence  and  wealth, 
are  members,  and  the  tide  of  public  sentiment  sets  strongly  in  favor  of  the 
principle  of  total  abstinence.  Many  who  have  not  joined  the  societ}"  act 
upon  its  principles.  4  There  are  in  town,’  adds  the  report,  ‘four  stores 
and  2  groceries  which  sell  no  spirit,  and  4  stores  and  7  taverns  where  the 
deadly  fluid  is  still  retailed.  One  of  these  stores,  it  is  expected,  will  dis¬ 
continue  the  sale  when  a  small  quantity  on  hand  is  disposed  of.  Two 
distilleries  which  were  in  operation  at  the  date  of  the  last  report  have  been 
stopped  ;  but  whether  from  principle  or  necessity  we  are  unable  to  state. 
One  death  has  occurred  from  intemperance.  The  circumstances  attending 
it  were  awful.  The  individual  was  a  man  of  very  intemperate  habits  ; 
had  spent  the  Sabbath  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  and  on  Monday  morning 
was  found,  cold  and  lifeless,  in  a  distiller’s  barn.  Much  good  has  evi¬ 
dently  been  accomplished,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  society, 
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Public  sentiment  has  been  to  a  great  extent  enlightened  and  corrected,  and 
the  consumption  of  all  intoxicating  liquors  has  greatly  diminished.  Still 
intemperance  is  among  us,  bearing  off  his  miserable  victims,  on  the  right 
hand  and  on  the  left,  and  much,  very  much  remains  to  be  done,  before 
the  monster  will  be  vanquished.”’ 


33.  Ulster  County. — 15  school  district  societies ;  4  distilleries  in  ope¬ 
ration  ;  1  discontinued  ;  139  temperance  farms.  Within  the  limits  of  the 
society  of  Northeast,  in  the  town  of  New  Paltz,  are  210  individuals,  be¬ 
side  infants,  and  there  are  172  members  of  the  society,  leaving  only  38 
who  have  not  joined.  In  New  Prospect,  13  mechanics,  one  half  of  the 
whole  number,  belong  to  the  society.  The  secretary  remarks : 

“  It  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  enclosed  report,  that  the 
cause  of  temperance  in  Ulster  county,  is  advancing,  and  indeed  such  re¬ 
sults  could  hardly  have  been  anticipated  by  its  most  sanguine  friends. 
We  hazard  nothing  in  saying  that  few  counties  in  the  state  have  suffered 
more  from  intemperance  than  this.  But  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the 
first  effectual  efforts  were  made  for  the  suppression  of  the  evil.  There  is 
now  an  efficient  society  in  every  town  in  the  county,  and  in  many,  several 
auxiliaries.  Here  as  elsewhere,  deep  rooted  prejudice  and  long  established 
habit,  opposed  the  first  steps  of  the  reform.  Want  of  information,  more 
than  other  causes,  has  retarded  its  progress.  To  the  liberality  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  State  Society,  are  we  indebted  for  much  assist¬ 
ance  in  disseminating  knowledge.  The  tone  of  public  sentiment,  which 
alone  needs  to  be  corrected,  to  ensure  success,  has,  in  most  of  the  towns  at 
least,  undergone  a  material  change.  W e  may  venture  to  say  that  in  most 
it  is  popular.  A  large  number  of  our  most  respectable  farmers,  have  dis¬ 
continued  the  use  of  spirit  entirely,  and  uniformly  acknowledge  the  benefits 
resulting  from  its  disuse.  Many  of  our  merchants  and  inn-keepers  have 
discontinued  the  traffic.  Many  mechanics  and  manufacturers  are  reaping 
the  benefits  resulting  from  total  abstinence.  On  the  canal  passing  through 
this  county,  no  ardent  spirit  is  furnished  those  in  the  company’s  employ. 

u  In  one  town  as  reported  within,  the  quantity  of  spirits  retailed,  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  he  less  than  in  former  years,  by  25  hogsheads.  There  are  other 
towns  where  the  reformation  has  been  as  effective,  and  the  diminution 
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abundant  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  success  that  has  attended  their 
forts  thus  far,  and  to  be  encouraged  in  the  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant,  when  the  enemy  shall  be  driven  from  our  borders,  and  we  become 
emphatically  a  temperate,  sober,  and  happy  people. 


34.  Oswego  County. — Though  much  has  evidently  been  accomplished 
in  this  county,  the  secretary  deplores  the  backwardness  of  the  town  asso¬ 
ciations,  in  contributing  their  proportion  of  influence  to  aid  on  in  the  great 
work.  It  is  indeed  remarkable,  that  where  men  are  asked  to  give  no 
more  than  their  names,  to  the  furtherance  of  a  work  which  they  regard  as 
laudable,  and  at  the  same  time  difficult,  so  many  should  be  found  carefully 
to  withhold  even  those. 

Twenty-two  school  district  societies  are  reported,  allowing  15  to  Mexico, 
which  is  stated  to  have  formed  them  in  the  districts :  and  the  system  has 
been  acted  on,  by  holding  frequent,  sometimes  weekly  meetings,  in  the 
districts  where  separate  societies  have  not  been  organized.  In  Granby 
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many  hare  signed  the  pledge  in  the  districts  which  have  not  been  reported 
to  any  society. 

Sixty-one  stores  and  taverns  and  one  distillery,  still  carry  on  the  traffic. 
Williamstown  consumed  2,000  gallons  last  year,  and  Richland  paid  $225 
to  support  the  families  of  two  drunkards. 

u  The  first  owner,  who  established  it  about  the  year  1819  or  20,  was 
a  citizen  who  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  community,  and 
was  elected  principal  officer  of  the  towm.  He  was  temperate,  but  fre¬ 
quently  tasted  the  quality  of  the  products  of  his  still :  he,  in  consequence, 
became  a  bloated  drunkard,  and  left  towm  in  a  few  years,  without  the 
ability  of  discharging  the  smallest  obligation.  His  successor  wras  reputed 
to  drink  freely  and  to  be  often  intoxicated.  £Ie  left  towm  some  years 
since,  but  is  not  known  to  be  intemperate.  During  his  ownership,  a  pro¬ 
fessed  distiller  in  his  employ,  perished  from  cold  in  the  public  road  a  few 
miles  from  Oswrego.  The  third  owner  took  possession  about  1826  or  27. 
He  purchased  grain  and  other  supplies  for  the  still  on  credit,  and  discharged 
his  obligations  by  imprisonment  and  the  benefit  of  the  insolvent  laws. 
About  the  year  1828  or  29,  the  distillery  passed  into  other  hands,  and  was 
discontinued. 

u  There  are  more  than  400  males  of  18  years  old  and  above,  in  this 
town  ;  and  from  careful  examination  and  inquiry,  it  is  ascertained  that  at 
least  60  of  them  use  ardent  spirits  intemperately.” 

“  Volney  has  been  settled  more  than  20  years,  and  33  individuals  can 
be  recollected  who  have  been  engaged  in  tavern  keeping.  Many  of  this 
number  have  continued  the  business  but  a  short  time,  or  it  has  constituted 
but  a  small  part  of  their  business.  But,  of  those  who  have  made  it  their 
entire  employment,  but  two  are  recollected,  rvho  have  made  it  a  successful 
and  profitable  business  ;  and  one  of  these  left  his  family  and  fled  with  a 
neighbor’s  daughter,  (last  October;)  to  another  part  of  this  state,  where 
he  is  now  keeping  tavern  and  drinking  ardent  spirits.  The  heads,  and 
many  of  the  members,  of  these  large  families,  have  died  in  degraded 
poverty,  and  many  individuals  belonging  to  the  other  families,  "who  have 
gone,  and  are  going  to  a  drunkard’s  grave.  One  young  man  went  from 
such  a  family  to  a  state  prison. 

“About  a  year  ago,  a  dozen  young  men  met  at  a  tavern  in  the  east  part 
of  this  town,  (now  Palermo  ;)  it  was  evening,  and  they  spent  some  time 
in  drinking ;  when  about  to  depart,  one  ol  the  number  reeled  into  a  well, 
and  was  drowned  ;  his  associates  not  being  in  a  situation  to  afford  suitable 
assistance.” 

“  The  year  ending  July  1st,  1  S3 1 ,  there  were  imported  into  the  village 
of  Oswego  26,67 2\  gallons  of  ardent  spirits,  and  25,6371  gallons  sold  the 
same  year.  During  the  year  ending  July  1st,  1832,  the  quantity  imported 
was  33,477  gallons,  and  29,643  gallons  sold  in  the  course  of  the  same  year. 
Notwithstanding  this,  it  is  satisfactorily  ascertained,  that  there  has  been  a 
considerably  diminished  consumption,  among  the  permanent  inhabitants  of 
the  village,  and  that  the  increase  is  traced  to  the  character  of  the  increased 
population.” 

u  From  present  indications,  there  seems  reason  to  believe,  that  the  year 
ending  July  1st,  1833,  will  show  a  very  great  diminution  in  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  ardent  spirits,  and  it  is  believed,  that  most  of  the  dealers  in  the 
article  would  gladly  abandon  the  traffic,  provided  they  could  appropriate 
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the  capital  employed  in  it,  with  equal  profit  to  some  other  branch  of 
business. 

“  Three  persons  only  have  died  of  cholera  the  past  season  ;  two  of 
them  habitual  drunkards,  the  third  a  temperate  drinker,  if  there  be  such  a 
character.  One  murder  has  been  committed  ;  three  deaths  by  violence, 
and  one  by  delirium  tremens,  all  of  which  can  be  traced  to  intemperance. 

u  Since  the  year  1818,  there  have  been  36  different  individuals  who 
have  kept  taverns  in  the  village  and  town  of  Oswego  ;  20  of  whom  have 
not  followed  tavern  keeping  as  their  only  business,  but  have  been  occa¬ 
sionally  engaged  in  it :  8  of  the  20  have  been  successful  in  business  ;  the 
remaining  12,  unsuccessful :  7  of  the  20  became  intemperate,  and  one  has 
been  reclaimed  since  the  operation  of  temperance  societies.  Of  the  re¬ 
maining  16,  who  have  made  tavern  keeping  their  principal  business,  4 
have  been  successful,  12  unsuccessful,  and  8  intemperate. 

u  Since  1818,  69  different  individuals  have  engaged  in  the  dram- selling 
grocery  business;  13  have  been  successful;  the  success  of  4  is  not 
known  ;  the  remaining  52  did  not  succeed  in  business,  and  31  were  in¬ 
temperate.  This  result  shows  that  the  dram-selling  business  is  very  un¬ 
profitable,  and  for  that  reason  changes  are  constantly  occurring,  and  a 
greater  number  of  individuals  are  consequently  brought  into  the  pernicious 
traffic,  than  would  be,  provided  it  was  less  hazardous  :  consequently  a 
large  number  become  drunkards  :  yet  fatal  experience  seems  not  to  deter 
men  from  engaging  in  this  wretched  business. 

“  It  is  painful  to  state,  that  one  individual  who  united  with  this  society, 
and  was  also  a  professor  of  religion,  disregarding  his  obligations  to  God 
and  his  fellow- men,  withdrew  from  the  society,  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
ardent  spirits.  This  he  does  not  only  through  the  week,  but  on  the  Lord’s 
day,  deals  out  the  poison,  which  destroys  both  body  and  soul ;  reckless 
of  the  divine  command,  ‘remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy.’” 

The  Constantia  temperance  society  was  organized  in  March,  1829,  with 
eight  members,  six  of  these  being  officers.  Opposition  was  so  powerful 
that  for  a  long  time  little  could  be  done.  Only  three  members  were  added 
until  July,  1831,  wdien  a  few  subscribed,  and  the  influence  of  the  society 
began  to  be  felt.  Since  that  time  the  aspect  of  things  has  become  entirely 
changed.  The  principle  which  was  then  ridiculed  and  disregarded,  has 
now  become  predominant,  and  sways  the  actions  of  by  far  the  largest  and 
most  respectable  portion  of  the  community.  Such  examples,  numerous 
as  we  believe,  throughout  our  country,  should  teach  the  friends  of  man¬ 
kind  every  where,  not  to  withhold  their  hands  from  a  good  work,  how¬ 
ever  apparently  inadequate  may  be  their  means,  or  whatever  may  be  the 
discouragements  in  their  way. 

35.  Wayne  County. — 'The  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  society 
regret  to  notice  in  the  reports  from  Wayne  county,  evidence  of  some  want 
of  harmony  among  the  friends  of  the  cause.  We  believe  however,  that 
the  obligations  voluntarily  assumed  by  those  who  become  officers  and 
members  of  temperance  societies,  are  every  day  coming  to  be  regarded  as 
of  a  more  and  more  sacred  and  binding  nature  ;  and  that  many  individuals 
who  originally  affixed  their  names  to  a  temperance  pledge  without  much 
reflection,  have  subsequently  learned  to  consider  that  act  as  one  of  the 
most  solemn  and  important  of  their  lives.  It  is  evident  that  in  this  day 
of  fight,  this  time  of  earnest  discussion,  and  of  general  dissemination  of  in- 
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telligence,  all  have  resting  on  them  a  grave  responsibility,  in  relation  to 
the  temperance  reformation.  There  is  no  longer  any  neutral  ground.  In 
this  affair  all  take  sides,  all  have  influence,  all  are  doing  good  or  evil,  and 
those  who  occupy  the  foremost  places  in  associations,  have  much  reason 
to  tremble  lest  they  be  found  unfaithful  to  their  trust. 

If  the  reports  from  the  counties,  present  a  correct  view  of  the  state  of 
reform,  it  is  manifest  that  some  have  advanced  with  much  more  rapidity 
than  others.  Those  that  have  lagged,  may  see  what  has  been  lost  by 
lukewarmness,  and  may  estimate  the  good  prevented  by  opposition,  but 
who  shall  fully  understand  the  responsibility  of  the  indolent  and  the  un¬ 
faithful  ? 

In  Wayne,  the  school  district  system  appears  to  have  been  wholly  neg¬ 
lected.  Seven  distilleries  are  in  operation,  and  the  same  number  within 
a  few  years  have  been  discontinued.  Though  the  reform  has  not  been 
stationary  in  this  county,  we  earnestly  hope  another  year  will  give  evi¬ 
dence  of  better  organization  among  the  friends  of  temperance,  and  more 
extensive  usefulness  as  the  result  of  their  efforts. 

36.  Schoharie  County. — -Thirteen  school  district  societies,  and  more 
about  to  be  formed.  103  stores  and  taverns  and  one  distillery  vend  ardent 
spirit.  The  report  is  one  of  great  value  as  giving  a  faithful  view  of  both 
sides  of  the  question.  The  secretary  of  the  Cobleskill  society  writes 
as  follows  : 

“  Although  but  one  store  has  discontinued  the  traffic  in  ardent  spirit,  within  the  last 
year,  yet  it  is  believed  by  the  best  judges,  that  the  sale  has  diminished  at  least  one  half, 
in  this  town,  within  the  last  12  months.  The  happiest  effects  of  our  society,  are  al¬ 
ready  visible  ;  not  less  than  5  or  6  drunkards  have  been  reclaimed,  and  many  more  who 
were  becoming  so,  as  fast  as  habit  would  carry  them  along.  Of  the  members  of  the 
society ,  we  regret  to  state,  that  comparatively  few  are  professors  of  religion.  Although 
the  ministers  of  the  Gospel  have  generally  manifested  a  zeal  in  favor  of  the  cause,  which 
does  honor  to  their  calling,  yet  the  members  of  the  different  churches  have,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  kept  in  the  back  ground,  and  rather  opposed  than  favored  temperance  as¬ 
sociations.  The  prejudices,  however,  existing  in  the  minds  of  many,  are  fast  wearing 
away,  and  we  have  reason  to  expect  a  considerable  accession  to  our  society  from  the 
different  denominations  of  Christians,  the  ensuing  year.” 

37.  Rensselaer  County. — The  report  from  this  county  is  very  full 
and  satisfactory,  showing  a  steady  and  triumphant  advance  of  temperance 
principles,  and  evincing  in  a  remarkable  manner  that  faithfulness  and  per¬ 
severance  in  this  work,  though  confined  at  first  to  ever  so  small  a  num¬ 
ber,  shall  not  fail  of  their  reward.  The  active  secretary  of  this  society 
has  provided  a  register,  in  which  to  record  in  alphabetical  order,  the  names 
of  all  members  in  the  county,  capable  of  containing  28,000  names,  ar¬ 
ranged  in  14  divisions,  one  for  each  of  the  towns.  We  earnestly  hope  ho 
may  soon  have  the  pleasure  to  see  it  filled. 

Two  distilleries  are  reported  in  operation,  one  of  which  has  commenced 
within  the  past  year  ;  3  have  been  discontinued,  and  several  of  the  towns 
have  none.  Schodack  landing  has  seven  merchants  dealing  in  spirits.  Lan- 
singburgh,  eleven  ;  but  in  other  towns  the  traffic  has  manifestly  diminished. 
46  farms,  one  manufactory  of  glass,  and  several  of  other  articles,  are  con¬ 
ducted  on  temperance  principles.  More  than  20  persons  have  died  of 
drunkenness,  writhin  the  last  year  and  an  half. 

“  The  Pittstown  Union  and  Tomhanock  society,  have  but  one  place  within  their 
bounds  where  the  poison  can  be  obtained,  and  the  influence  of  this  house  is  painfully 
extensive.  Its  unhappy  victims  are  gradually  but  manifestly  sinking  as  moral  beings. 
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spending  their  time  and  wasting  their  substance  in  this  house  of  shame,  v?hils  some  of 
their  families  are  suffering  the  want  of  common  comforts.” 

Two  reports  from  the  city  of  Troy  we  give  nearly  entire,  as  evincing 
the  commendable  diligence  and  zeal  of  those  associations,  and  showing 
something  of  what  the  people  of  that  important  place  are  doing  for  their 
own  prosperity  and  happiness. 

<£  The  operations  of  the  Troy  society  during  the  past  year,  like  those  of  the  year  pre¬ 
ceding,  have  been  eminently  successful.  The  impulse  which  was  given  to  the  tempe¬ 
rance  cause,  towards  the  close  of  the  year  1831,  continued  to  be  felt  in  1832,  and  the 
exertions  of  our  active  members,  have  been  crowned  with  signal  success.  Although 
the  number  of  members  added  to  the  society  the  past  year,  is  not  as  great  as  that  of  the 
preceding;  yet  we  believe  the  importance  of  the  temperance  reformation,  is  more 
deeply  felt.  Many  prejudices  are  overcome,  and  the  thinking  part  of  the  community 
are  more  thoroughly  convinced  that  not  only  domestic  happiness  and  social  intercourse, 
but  the  operations  of  business  itself,  demand  that  ardent  spirit  should  be  banished  from 
common  use.  Like  most  other  cities  and  larger  villages  of  this  country,  during  th© 
past  year,  Trojr  was  visited  by  the  awful  scourge,  the  cholera.  And  here,  as  in  all 
other  places,  both  in  the  eastern  and  western  hemisphere,  where  this  pestilence  has 
raged,  its  victims  have  heen  selected  almost  exclusively  from  that  class  of  citizens  who 
Were  in  the  habitual  use,  either  moderate  or  immoderate,  of  ardent  spirit.  This  prac¬ 
tical  demonstration  that  altohol,  instead  of  protecting  the  human  system,  increases  iff 
susceptibilities  of  disease,  has  done  much  to  check  intemperance,  especially  among 
those  who  o.re  influenced  rather  by  fear  than  a  sense  of  duty.  The  society  is  much 
indebted  for  its  success  the  past  year,  to  the  labors  of  Mr.  Turner,  the  agent  of  the 
State  temperance  society.  The  plain  and  familiar  manner  in  which  Mr.  Turner  treat# 
the  subject  of  temperance,  the  aptness  of  his  illustrations  and  tho  force  of  his  argu¬ 
ments,  have  wrought  a  visible  change  in  the  habits  of  those  who  have  been  accustomed 
to  consider  alcohol  necessary  to  supply  strength  to  the  laboring  man.”  “  Of  all  the 
vessels  that  sail  from  Troy,  but  two  carry  any  spirit  to  be  used  on  board,  except  e# 
medicine.” 

“  The  good  effect  of  the  temperance  organization,  has  been  most  happily  felt  in  thi# 
ward,  where  there  are  two  extensive  iron  and  nail  works,  one  paper  mill,  a  sash  fac¬ 
tory,  one  grist  mill  with  nine  and  one  with  three  or  four  run  of  stones,  also  an  extensive 
stone  quarry,  at  most  of  whiph,  ardent  spirits  was  formerly  used  to  great  excess.  The 
two  stores  in  the  ward  formerly  sold  large  quantities  of  spirits;  now  there  is  not  a  drop 
of  the  blue  ruin  to  be  bought  in  the  ward.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  notice,  that  a 
tavern  kept  in  the  adjoining  neighborhood,  which  in  a  measure  was  kept  up  by  our 
inhabitants,  has  been  discontinued.  Our  society  was  favored  with  a  lecture  from  Mr. 
Turner,  (state  agent,)  on  the  11th  February  last,  from  which  great  good  to  the  cause 
has  resulted.*  In  the  ward  there  has  been  not  less  than  ten  drunkards  reformed,  and  a 
far  greater  number  reclaimed  from  the  vice  of  moderate  or  temperate  drinking,  within 
the  last  year.  The  Temperance  Recorder  has  done  and  continues  to  do,  much  good  in 
the  ward.” 

38.  Cattaraugus  County. — In  the  town  of  Franklinsville,  where  in. 
1828  4,000  gallons  of  ardent  spirit  were  consumed,  there  are  now  threa 
times  as  many  people,  and  the  consumption  of  distilled  liquors  is  three- 
fourths  less.  In  West  Otto  also,  the  consumption  has  diminished  asto¬ 
nishingly,  and  the  efforts  of  the  friends  of  temperance  throughout  the 
county  are  marked  by  a  good  degree  of  zeal  and  success.  Five  or  six 
towns  in  this  county  are,  as  far  as  our  information  extends,  destitute  of 
societies. 

Temperance  among  the  Indians. — A  communication  from  Mr.  Wright, 
whose  situation  has  enabled  him  to  collect  accurate  information,  has  been 
furnished  to  the  society,  from  which  we  derive  the  following  statements. 

*“  To  give  every  person  in  his  employment  an  opportunity  of  attending  the  meeting 
and  hearing  the  lecture,  the  agent  of  the  Albany  nail  factory,  stopt  his  works  at  an 
early  hour,  and  gave  notice  to  the  workmen,  that  all  who  attended  the  meeting  should 
be  paid  for  their  time,  but  those  who  did  not  attend  the  meeting,  would  not  be  paid; 
every  person  except  three  or  Jour  attended,  out  of  sixty-four.” 
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“  There  are  about  twenty-four  hundred  Senecas  on  the  Tonewanda,  Buffalo,  Catta¬ 
raugus  and  Allegany  Reservations,  and  perhaps  two  hundred  Onondagas  and  Cayugas; 
and  on  the  Lewiston  Reservation  there  are  about  three  hundred  Tuscaroras.  I  do  not 
know  the  precise  time  when  the  temperance  societies  on  these  different  reservations 
were  formed;  they  have,  however,  been  in  existence  two  or  three  years,  perhaps  some 
of  them  longer.  The  pledge  is  that  of  entire  abstinence  from  ardent  spirit,  and  one 
of  them  from  wine,  and  ale  and  cider. 

“  A  little  more  than  a  year  since,  at  a  general  convention  held  at  the  Cattaraugus 
Reservation,  a  sort  of  National  Temperance  Society  was  organized,  and  a  committee 
of  three  persons  on  each  reservation  chosen  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  facts,  disse¬ 
minating  knowledge,  exciting  the  attention  of  those  who  had  till  then  remained  indif¬ 
ferent,  &c.;  and  this  committee  were  instructed  to  make  their  report  at  the  next  an¬ 
nual  meeting.  This  meeting  was  held  on  the  15th  ult.  at  the  Allegany  Reservation. 
The  meeting  was  opened  by  a  short  speech  from  Nashandanent,  the  president  of  the 
society,  stating  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  setting  forth  in  a  few  words  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  subject  as  being  vitally  connected  with  the  welfare  of  the  Indians.  The 
reports  of  the  several  committees  were  then  brought  forward,  from  which  it  appears, 
that  there  are  now  on  the  Allegany  Reservation  one  hundred  and  sixty  members;  on 
the  Cattaraugus,  one  hundred  and  thirty;  on  the  Buffalo  creek,  one  hundred  and  se¬ 
ven;  on  the  Lewiston,  one  hundred  and  seven;  on  the  Tonewanda,  forty -eight;  total, 
five  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

“  The  accessions  to  the  societies  the  year  past  have  been  ninety-one,  viz:  on  the  Al¬ 
legany  Reservation,  forty-two;  Cattaraugus,  six;  Buffalo  creek,  thirty-five;  Tone¬ 
wanda,  eight.  No  report  was  given  of  the  increase  among  the  Tuscaroras  at  Lewiston. 

“  A  few  on  each  reservation  have  violated  their  obligations  since  the  organization 
of  the  National  Temperance  Society,  viz:  at  Allegany,  eight;  Cattaraugus,  nineteen; 
Buffalo,  seven;  Tonewanda,  two;  making  thirty-six  in  all,  who  have  been  expelled 
from  the  society.  A  few  others  have  been  guilty  of  slight  indulgences,  but  have  been 
restored  to  their  standing  in  the  society. 

“  Five  deaths  were  reported  as  having  been,  during  the  year  past,  the  direct  results 
of  intemperance.  Many  more  might  doubtless  have  been  traced  to  its  more  remote 
influence.  On  one  reservation  four  persons  were  guilty  of  crimes  attributable  to  its 
agency,  which  occasioned  their  imprisonment.  One  of  these  has  been  set  at  liberty; 
the  lest  are  awaiting  trial,  and  there  is  reason  to  fear  that  one  will  be  hung,  or  at  least 
imprisoned  for  life.  He  stands  accused  of  murdering  his  wife. 

“  The  report  was  followed  by  a  brief,  but  spirited  address,  from  the  Vice-President, 
Oliver  Silverheels,  in  which  he  made  frequent  allusions  to  the  fatal  effects  of  ardent 
spirits,  as  exhibited  by  the  report;  dwelt  upon  the  honors  of  a  drunkard’s  death;  the 
grief  of  friends;  the  dishonour  brooding  over  his  memory;  the  utter  hopelessness  of  his 
prospects  for  eternity;  and  closed  by  a  solemn  appeal,  enforcing,  in  view  of  the  results 
of  the  past  year,  the  necessity  of  strenuous  and  persevering  efforts  to  free  their  nation 
from  this  baneful  scourge.  This  address  was  followed  by  some  very  appropriate  re¬ 
marks  from  Rev.  Sylvester  Cowles,  of  Napoli,  which  appeared  to  excite  a  deep  inter¬ 
est  in  the  minds  of  the  whole  audience;  when,  the  hour  having  expired,  the  meeting 
adjourned  till  evening,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers.  In  addition  to  the  usual 
officers,  two  agents  were  appointed,  to  visit  every  village  and  neighborhood  on  the  re¬ 
servation,  once  in  six  months,  for  the  purpose  of  arousing  and  uniting  the  energies  of 
all  against  the  common  enemy;  and  the  committee  of  each  reservation  wrcre  instruct¬ 
ed  to  take  up  collections  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  their  agency. 

“  I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  I  have  never  witnessed,  in  any  similar  meeting 
among  white  people,  more  dignity  in  the  chair;  more  regularity  and  order  in  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business,  or  more  zeal  and  unanimity  among  the  members  of  the  society. 

“  The  whole  proceedings,  except,  the  address  of  Mr.  Cowles,  were  carried  on  in  the 
Indian  language.  Surely  no  one  who  reflects  that  a  dozen  years  ago,  the  members 
who  composed  this  meeting,  were  in  the  sunken  condition  of  the  savage,  and  many,  if 
not  most  of  them,  inveterate  diunkards,  will  ever  indulge  a  moments  fear  respecting 
the  ultimate  results  of  what  is  sometimes  so  justly  styled,  the  Temperance  Reforma¬ 
tion*.” 


*It  is  wrell  known  that  the  American  Indians  add  to  their  proverbial  indolence  and 
listlessncss  of  character,  a  fierce  and  uncontrollable  appetite  for  intoxicating  drinks,  in 
so  much  that  it  was  long  since  a  maxim  among  fur  traders,  that  an  Indian  will  wait 
with  exemplary  patience  for  any  thing  but  whiskey.  The  extent  to  w’hich  this  vice 
was  formerly  carried,  the  intoxication  for  successive  days  and  nights,  and  some  times 
even  weeks,  of  whole  bands,  male  and  female,  old  and  young,  the  Irightlul  mutilations, 
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39.  Jefferson  County. — Seven  distilleries  in  operation  ;  3  whose  op¬ 
eration  has  been  recently  discontinued.  Eighteen  school  district  societies 
are  reported  ;  sixteen  of  which  are  in  the  town  of  Champion.  In  the 
17th  school  district  “  where  no  auxiliary  exists,  the  opposition  to  the 
cause  of  temperance  is  so  great  that  its  friends  are  not  allowed  to  meet  in 
the  school  house.” 

That  there  are  many  large  and  efficient  societies  from  which  no  reports 
have  been  received,  in  this  and  other  counties,  is  certain.  We  gather  oc¬ 
casionally  items  of  intelligence  like  that  contained  in  the  subjoined  extract 
of  a  letter  from  Jefferson  county  : 

“  Every  merchant  and  tavern  keeper  in  Danbridge,  in  this  county,  has  come  out  in 
favor  of  temperance;  themselves,  their  wives,  and  some  of  their  children,  have  made 
a  profession  of  religion.” — April  26,  1S33. 

“  The  few  friends  of  temperance  at  Carthage  were  very  timid,  and  when  we  first 
proposed  coming  out  to  hold  a  meeting  there,  advised  us  not  to  come,  for  we  should 
be  insulted.  But  this  only  made  us  the  more  determined  to  go;  and  in  no  place  did 
we  put  on  the  truth  as  closely,  nor  in  any  one  were  we  treated  with  more  profound 
respect,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  by  all  classes  that  we  saw,  than  in  Carthage. 

“  About  four  weeks  since,  three  gentlemen  accompanied  me  upon  special  request, 
to  hold  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  society  at  Flat  Rock,  Alexandria,  24 
miles  distant,  (where  all  attempts  had  failed.)  The  meeting  was  well  attended, 
and  without  any  opposition.  At  half  past  ten  o’clock  in  the  evening  the  offer  was 
given,  for  those  who  wished,  to  give  their  names,  and  nearly  every,  respectable  per¬ 
son,  male  and  female,  gave  their  names  to  ‘  total  abstinence’  as  fast  as  they  could  be 
taken  down. 

“  I  ought  to  have  mentioned,  that  in  one  of  the  communities  which  we  visited  on 
Monday,  quite  a  number  of  the  most  influential  men  had  remained  in  the  opposition, 
because  the  pledge  of  the  society  did  not  exclude  wines  and  the  selling  of  grain  to  be 
distilled.  A¥e  advised  to  the  adoption  of  this  latter  pledge,  by  all  who  felt  prepared 
for  it,  and  prepared  one  instanter,  which  was  subscribed  to  on  the  spot  by  a  conside¬ 
rable  number. 

“  There  is  now  a  society  in  every  town  in  this  county  except  one,  and  we  have  sent 
an  appointment  for  a  meeting  there,  one'  week  from  to  day,  and  we  shall  undoubtedly 
form  a  society.  In  most  of  the  towns,  there  are  more  than  one  society.  The  school 
district  plan  is  going  into  operation  finely.” 

40.  Ontario  County. — Thirty-six  school  district  societies,  and  many 
more  about  to  be  formed.  One  distillery  discontinued,  one  in  operation. 

“  The  county  society  have  employed  two  agents,  Messrs.  Goss  and  Chipman,  who 
are  visiting  each  school  district  in  the  county;  and  so  far  as  they  have  reported,  they 
have  met  with  the  most  signal  success.  The  increase  in  the  town  of  Phelps,  is  attri¬ 
butable  to  the  agency  of  Mr.  Goss,  who  has  visited  every  family  in  the  town,  and  in¬ 
tends  to  pursue  the  same  course  until  he  has  completed  his  mission  He  remarks,  that 
in  that  town  alone,  e  there  are  not  less  than  200  families  rendered  wretched  by  intem¬ 
perance;  800  children  to  be  included  in  those  families.’  ” 


the  fiendish  brawls,  the  deaths  from  violence,  from  exhaustion,  and  various  casualties 
consequent  upon  these  orgies,  exceed  the  power  of  language  to  describe,  and  almost  of 
imagination  to  conceive.  Those  alone  who  have  witnessed  such  scenes  among  savage 
men  can  truly  comprehend  the  cause  of  the  rapid  decay  and  sudden  ruin  of  our  Indians. 
It  is  not  unworthy  of  remark,  that  the  Indians  possessing  the  appetite  for  inebriating 
drinks  to  a  degree  we  can  scarce  conceive,  and  yielding  themselves  as  they  have  for¬ 
merly  done  to  its  control  with  such  utter  and  universal  recklessness,  should  yet  in  their 
sober  moments  have  reflected  more  justly  and  acted  with  more  promptness  and  effi¬ 
ciency  in  their  efforts  to  remove  the  evil  than  their  white  neighbors.  It  is  now  six 
years  at  least  since  the  large  Indian  village  of  L’Arbre  Croche,  on  the  peninsula  of  Mi¬ 
chigan,  was  divided,  and  the  division  occurred  on  this  very  point.  A  large  party,  but 
not  a  majority  of  them,  wished  by  a  law  among  themselves  to  exclude  whiskey  forever 
from  their  village.  Failing  in  this  attempt,  they  withdrew,  and  established  themselves 
at  some  distance,  where  they  have  since  remained,  a  temperance  society  by  themselves. 
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41.  Allegany  County. — Three  distilleries  in  operation. 

“  There  seems  to  be  an  inertness  prevalent  that  is  destructive  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  society  and  the  cause  in  this  county.  Some  towns  where  there  has  been  a  great 
increase  during  the  past  year,  and  seemingly  a  new  impulse  given,  have  not  reported 
at  all.  They  have  been  made  acquainted  with  their  duty,  and  urged  to  attend  to  it. 
Nearly  all  the  towns  held  a  meeting  on  the  26th  of  February,  and  many  were  inte¬ 
resting;  but  when  any  thing  is  to  be  done,  it  is  never  accomplished. 

“  I  arruinclined  to  think  the  cause  is  gaining  ground  in  this  county.  Many  who 
embrace  the  principles  will  not  unite  or  render  any  assistance  to  a  society.  One  thing 
is  evident;  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  quantity  of  ardent  spirits,  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  persons,  is  now  consumed  in  this  county  that  was  five  years  ago,  and 
not  more  than  one  to  ten  drunkards.” 

42.  Oneida  County. — From  the  report  of  the  young  men’s  society 
we  learn  that  this  county  has  at  least  15  distilleries,  56  merchants’  shops, 
88  taverns,  and  25  groceries  where  spirits  are  sold.  Twenty-five  distil¬ 
leries,  38  shops,  1  tavern,  and  1  grocery  have  discontinued  the  sale.  We 
may  infer  that  the  manufacture  has  been  found  less  profitable  than  in 
former  times,  while  the  vending,  particularly  the  dram  dealing,  has  been 
to  a  great  extent  continued.  This  large  and  populous  county,  which 
in  1830,  reported  1,146  members,  and  in  1831,  4,000,  would  not  appear 
from  the  information  before  the  committee,  to  have  kept  pace  with  other 
counties  in  the  great  work  of  reform.  Doubtless  our  information  is  im¬ 
perfect,  and  we  are  nearly  confident  that  no  one  of  the  14  towns  from 
which  reports  have  not  been  received,  is  destitute  of  a  temperance  socie¬ 
ty.  We  earnestly  hope  that  through  the  persevering  and  faithful  exer¬ 
tions  of  the  young  men,  who  have  at  length  aroused  to  action,  more  fa¬ 
vorable  accounts  may  next  year  be  received. 

43.  Clinton  County. — Only  14  places  where  liquor  is  sold  are  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  report;  of  the  21  auxiliary  societies,  only  9  have  re¬ 
ported,  and  from  some  of  these  the  returns  are  very  defective.  Amon^ 
the  most  active  of  the  town  societies,  appear  to  be  those  of  Mooerstown, 
Rouse’s  Point,  which  has  9  auxiliaries  in  school  districts ,  Champlain, 
Clintonville  and  Beekmantown.  Within  the  bounds  of  the  last  “  all  kinds 
of  business  are  performed  without  the  use  of  spirit,  and  most  of  those 
who  use  it  at  all,  do  it  privately.  There  is  but  one  place  where  spiritu¬ 
ous  liquor  can  be  had,  and  this  is  kept  by  professors  of  religion,  wdio  have 
been  often  importuned  to  refrain  from  the  practice  of  making  men  misera¬ 
ble  !  Our  hopes  are  that  they  will  yet  see  their  error  and  amend.”  No 
distilleries  mentioned  in  the  report. 

44.  Schenectady  County. — The  cause  of  temperance  is  reported  as 
in  a  collapsed  state  ;  yet  are  there  indications  here  and  there  of  vigorous 
and  healthful  action.  The  persevering  secretary  of  the  Florida  society 
reports  success  in  that  district,  such  as  can  be  attained  any  where  by  si¬ 
milar  exertions.  Those  who  wrish  to  return  to  the  dominion  of  ancient 
error  and  venerable  vice,  are  free  to  choose.  From  such  we  must  not 
expect  better  accounts  than  the  following  : 

I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  this  society  does  not  number  as  many  members  by  one-half 
as  it  did  at  the  last  report.  As  many  members  had  proved  unfaithful  to  their  pledge, 
and  gone  back  to  their  cups,  it  was  thought  proper  to  form  a  new  constitution,  to 
which  we  now  have,  apparently,  all  the  faithful  and  influential  members  attached.  It

groceries  in  this  district;  one  temperance  house.  The  landlords  and  grocers  all  speak 
favorably  of  the  temperance  cause,  but  think  they  must  sell  rum  because  their  fathers 
have  done  so  before  them.  Two  farms  worked  without  ardent  spirit.” 

Thanks  to  the  boundless  and  inexhaustable  wealth  of  the  future ,  we 
are  not  to  despair  ;  something  will  doubtless  be  done,  but  shall  it  be 
in  our  day  ? 

In  Niskayuna,  considerable  sacrifices  have  been  made  by  landlords,  to 
prevent  their  tenements  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  dram  dealing  te¬ 
nants;  but  there  are  yet  9  taverns  and  2  stores,  whose  occupants  are  doing 
as  their  fathers  did  before  them. 

45.  Franklin  County. — Societies  exist  in  all  the  towns  except  one. 
Seven  have  reported  to  the  County  society,  and  one  [Fort  Covington] 
recently  to  the  State  society.  Five  school  district  societies.  One  distil¬ 
lery  stopped  for  want  of  grain.  Two  taverns  discontinued,  “  one  landlord 
having  become  dissipated.”  “  The  cause  of  temperance  gains  ground  in 
the  county,  while  the  officers  of  temperance  societies,  with  a  few  honora¬ 
ble  exceptions,  are  negligent  of  their  duty.” 

46.  Herkimer  County. — The  original  report  from  this  county  was 
unfortunately  lost,  after  having  been  despatched  in  due  time  by  the  secre¬ 
tary.  A  copy  has  been  hastily  furnished,  which  he  apprehends  may  be 
less  complete  than  the  first.  It  contains,  however,  much  valuable  intel¬ 
ligence.  This  county  has  adopted  to  some  extent,  the  school  district  sys¬ 
tem,  seven  of  these  associations  being  reported.  Four  distilleries  have 
been  discontinued  in  the  last  year  ;  6  remain  in  operation,  four  of  them 
in  one  town.  Only  two  of  the  18  towns  in  the  county,  are  without  a 
temperance  society,  and  some  have  several. 

47.  Orleans  County. — Two  distilleries  are  reported  in  operation; 
2  have  been  discontinued  ;  4  school  district  societies  in  Shelby. 

“  There  has  been  since  the  settlement  of  this  town,  (Shelby,)  seven  tavern-keepere, 
and  none  of  them  have  been  prosperous  in  their  business  ;  a  number  of  groceries,  like¬ 
wise,  have  been  established,  and  none  of  them  prospered  ;  none  now  in  operation. 
The  happy  effects  of  the  temperance  reform  are  visible  in  all  parts  of  our  town  ;  most 
of  the  principal  farmers  have  banished  the  accursed  thing  from  their  houses  and  fields; 
and  in  some  school  districts,  where  four  years  ago,  almost  every  family  used  their  bar¬ 
rel,  and  some  more  than  a  barrel  of  the  liquid  fire,  there  has  been  scarcely  a  gallon 
used  the  last  year.  Two  drunkards  have  died  in  our  town  since  the  last  report;  one 
of  them  received  his  death  wound  at  a  licensed  (slaughter-house)  tavern.  Opposition 
is  dying  away,  and  the  friends  of  temperance  are  growing  stronger  and  bolder  in  the 
cause,  and  are  determined  to  go  forward,  until  this  hydra-headed  monster  shall  be 
driven  from  our  land.” 


48.  Tioga  County. — From  the  western  district,  in  which  no  town  is 
destitute  of  a  temperance  society,  a  good  report  has  been  received.  14 
retailing  establishments  and  2  distilleries,  are  in  active  operation.  Thir¬ 
teen  habitual  drunkards  are  mentioned,  three  of  them  in  the  town  where 
the  only  whiskey  dealer  is  a  professor  of  religion.  Frequent  meetings  are 
held  in  the  school  districts,  and  the  work  goes  forward. 

“  The  society  called  Veteran  and  Elmira  Union ,  embraces  5  school  districts,  con 
faining  123  families;  each  family  has  been  visited  the  past  year,  and  a  society  formed 
in  each  district.  There  is  one  distillery  which  manufactures,  and  4  stores  and  4  taverns 
which  vend  ardent  spirits.  One  store  and  one  tavern  have  discontinued  retailing. 
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Temperance  inn,  kept  by  C.  W.  Dunn.  The  stores  have  sold  about  6,500  gallons,  and 
the  taverns,  2,400  gallons.  Four  professors  of  religion  are  engaged  in  vending  evil 
spirits  of  the  ardent  kind,  which  are  spreading  death  and  destruction  among  our  in¬ 
habitants.  Each  individual  has  consumed  on  an  average  about  four  gallons.  There 
are  thirty  habitual  or  occasional  drunkards.  One  death  by  intemperance.  Pauperism 
has  cost  the  town  of  Elmira  four  hundred  dollars,  two-thirds  of  which  has  been  occa¬ 
sioned  by  strong  drink.  But  little  opposition  at  present,  except  from  a  moderate  drink¬ 
er  society,  formed  in  one  of  the  school  districts.” 

49.  Albany  County. — Seventy-nine  school  district  societies  have  been 
reported,  with  a  total  of  about  4,000  members,  but  as  we  have  not  cer¬ 
tain  information  that  some  of  these  names  are  not  enumerated  as  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  town  societies,  they  are  not  included  in  the  report  of  the  State 
society. 

In  New  Baltimore,  2  distilleries  are  in  operation.  The  Young  Men’s 
society  of  West  Troy,  Gibbonsville  and  Port  Schuyler,  is  vigilant  and 
active,  and  its  labors  crowned  with  the  most  cheering;  success.  The  seer©- 
tary  of  the  Young  Men’s  society  of  the  city  of  Albany  remarks  : 

“  The  report  of  the  society  this  year,  is  necessarily  imperfect,  from  the  fact  that,  the 
plan  of  operations  adopted,  has  not  been  fully  carried  into  effect.  But  flattering  hopee 
are  entertained  that  it  will  lead  to  the  most  satisfactory  results,  which  they  will  be 
able  to  communicate  in  their  next  annual  communication. 

“  During  the  prevalence  of  cholera  last  summer,  the  cause  of  temperance  in  this  city 
sustained  manifest  injury,  by  the  recommendation  by  certain  individuals,  of  the  use  of 
brandy  as  a  preventive  of  the  pestilence;  and  after  its  disappearance,  until  after  the 
close  of  the  fall  elections;  the  temperance  cause  seemed  obviously  declining  in  the  city. 
That  re-action  which  frequently  follows  seasons  of  public  calamity  and  distress  ensued, 
and  many  who  had  placed  their  appetites  under  restraint  during  its  continuance,  seemed 
now  to  indulge  more  freely  than  ever  in  the  very  excesses,  against  which  the  pesti- 
ience  had  borne  such  appalling  testimony.  This  was  the  state  of  things  in  October — 
the  cause  of  temperance  retrograding  with  almost  as  much  rapidity  as  it  had  before 
advanced — and  the  society  resolved  to  take  some  immediate  measures  to  regain  what 
had  been  lost  and  to  devote  itself  with  new  zeal  to  the  cause.  Their  first  step  was  to 
ascertain  the  statistics  of  intemperance  in  the  city,  and  the  result  of  their  examination 
showed  that  there  were  303  retail  dram-shops,  30  liquor  stores,  38  taverns,  and  25 
gambling  houses,  where  ardent  spirits  were  sold,  making  the  alarming  aggregate  of  four 
hundred  and  one  !  The  number  of  groceries  and  taverns  on  the  temperance  principle 
was  52.  T o  these  may  now  be  added  several  more,  which  have  discontinued  the  liquor 
trade  since  that  time. 

“  To  enlighten  the  public  mind  on  this  subject,  was  obviously  the  only  practicable 
mode  of  removing  the  evil;  and  the  society  therefore  determined,  as  the  most  effectual 
means  within  their  reach,  to  subscribe  for  3,500  copies  of  the  Temperance  Recorder, 
or  one  copy  to  each  family  in  the  city,  and  to  make  a  monthly  gratuitous  distribution, 
for  one  year.  This  distribution  has  thus  far  been  regularly  made,  and  the  society  have 
every  reason  to  believe  with  the  most  satisfactory  results.  Much  pains  has  also  been 
taken  to  engage  the  attention  of  all,  and  especially  the  laboring  classes,  to  the  subject, 
by  holding  meetings  and  delivering  appropriate  addresses  in  various  parts  of  the  city, 
and  with  great  success.  The  society  have  also  issued  an  appeal  to  the  citizens  in  this 
behalf,  in  the  form  of  a  circular,  with  the  pledge  appended.  One  of  these  circulars  has 
been  left  with  every  family  in  the  city,  and  though  they  have  not  yet  been  collected, 
there  appears  to  be  little  doubt  but  they  may  be  thet  means  of  adding  hundreds  of  names 
to  the  ranks  of  temperance.  The  number  of  additions  to  this  society  (from  its  name 
necessarily  exclusive)  during  the  last  6  months,  has  been  about  300,  and  the  whola 
number  belonging  to  it  at  the  present  time,  is  830. 

“  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  not  one  member  of  this 
society  fell  a  victim  to  the  pestilence  that  spread  misery  and  death  in  their  most  ter¬ 
rific  form,  through  the  city  during  the  last  summer,  and  very  few  deaths  from  any  dis¬ 
ease  have  occurred  among  us,  so  that  we  have  the  most  abundant  reason  to  adore  the 
Providence  that  has  preserved  us,  and  to  continue  our  exertions  to  extend  the  bless¬ 
ings  which  we  so  richly  enjoy,  to  all  within  the  circle  of  our  influence.” 
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Two  extensive  dealers  in  the  5th  ward,  have  given  up  the  traffic  ;  some 
small  dealers  have  discontinued  for  want  of  encouragement ;  manifest  im¬ 
provement  has  taken  place  in  the  morals  and  prosperity  of  the  people  of 
that  ward.  The  following  statement  of  facts  in  relation  to  the  locality, 
cause,  &c.  of  cholera  in  Albany,  in  the  summer  of  1832,  was  made 
some  time  since,  before  the  Albany  Institute,  by  Dr.  H.  Greene. 

“  The  cholera  made  its  appearance  on  the  3d  day  of  July,  1832,  at  the  lower  end  of 
Maiden-Lane,  a  filthy  and  damp  part  of  the  city  ; 

<c  That  its  first  victim  was  a  man  of  intemperate  habits,  broken  down'  constitution, 
and  as  far  as  known,  had  had  no  communication  with  any  person  affected  with  that 
disease ; 

“  That  a  great  majority  of  its  subsequent  victims  were  men  of  similar  habits  and  in 
similar  situations — the  exceptions  were  people  in  feeble  health,  who  were  inattentive 
to  diet,  exposed  to  damp  and  cold,  or  depressed  by  care,  grief,  fear,  &c.  &c.; 

“  That  there  were  large  districts  of  the  city,  comprising  almost  whole  streets,  in 
which  the  disease,  with  a  few  exceptions,  did  not  prevail; 

<c  That  State-street,  from  the  dock  to  Hawk-street — North  and  South  Pearl-street, 
from  Beaver-street  in  South  Pearl  to  the  North  Dutch  church  in  North  Pearl — North 
and  South  Market-streets,  from  tke  Eagle  tavern  in  South  Market  to  the  Colonie  in 
North  Market-street,  comprising  the  centrel  part  of  the  city,  were  almost  entirely  ex¬ 
empt  from  this  dreadful  disease,  at  least  it  was  not  fatal; 

“  That  few  or  no  deaths  occurred  in  several  of  the  largest  churches  and  congrega¬ 
tions,  notwithstanding  many  of  the  moral,  religious  and  church-going  people  were  al¬ 
most  constantly  engaged  in  talcing  care  of  the  sick  and  dying. 

“  That  no  deaths  occurred  among  the  practising  physicians  of  the  city  (about  40  in 
number,)  although  their  labors  and  toils  were  almost  incessant  during  all  hours  of  day 
and  night; 

“  That  there  are  known  to  be  about  5,000  subscribers  to  the  temperance  pledge y>f 
total  abstinence  from  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  except  as  a  medicine,  in  this  city — 
among  this  great  number  but  two  deaths  occurred; 

“  That  the  Hibernian  temperance  society,  composed  of  the  laboring  poor  Irish,  haa 
about  200  members,  among  whom  not  a  single  death  occurred; 

“  That  the  African  temperance  society  has  about  the  same  number  of  subscribers, 
among  whom  there  were  no  deaths; 

‘•That  the  principal  localities  of  the  disease  were  in  the  same  parts  of  the  town  and 
among  people  of  similar  habits  and  constitution,  among  whom  summer  complaints  or 
diarrhoea,  dysentery  and  scarlet  fever,  have  mostly  prevailed  for  this  few  years  past, 
the  latter  disease  most  frequently  in  autumn,  winter  and  spring; 

“  Finally,  from  the  above  facts,  and  many  others  that  go  to  corroborate  the  conclu¬ 
sion,  the  inference  is  irresistible  that  this  dread  scourge  may,  in  all  probability,  be  pre¬ 
vented  (not  cured,)  and  prevented  only  by  the  strictest  attention  to  cleanliness,  both 
general  and  personal;  by  a  rigid  medical  police  in  its  most  extensive  sense;  by  a  total 
abstinence  from  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  as  a  drink  ;  by  avoiding  unripe  fruits  and 
vegetables,  especially  such  as  are  known  to  produce  diarrhoea,  dysentery,  &c.;  by  feed¬ 
ing  and  clothing  the  poor  and  destitute;  by  preventing  small  and  unventilated  tene¬ 
ments  from  being  crowded  with  tenants,  however  cleanly  they  may  be;  by  an  early 
removal  from  the  narrow  and  confined  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and  more  especially 
from  the  old  and  decaying  wooden  buildings  and  damp  basement  rooms,  with  decaying 
floors,  &c.;  and  above  all  avoid  taking  any  kind  of  medicines  in  the  form  of  ‘ preven¬ 
tives,’  and  apply  early  to  a  competent  phj^sician  upon  the  first  symptoms  of  disordered 
stomach,  &c.” 

“  The  Board  of  Excise  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties,  have  refused  to  grant  the  usual  number  of  licenses.  Applications  were  very 
numerous,  but  only  twelve  tavern  licenses  have  been  granted.  Several  applicants 
were  refused  because  they  had  violated  the  law  which  regulates  tavern  keepers,  while 
others  shared  the  same  fate  because,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  many  of  the  public 
houses  which  had  heretofore  been  kept.,  were  unnecessary.  Too  much  praise  cannot 
be  bestowed  upon  those  gentlemen,  for  thus  faithfully  discharging  their  duty.  Should 
this  plan  of  diminishing  the  number  of  taverns,  be  universally  adopted,  by  both  city 
and  town  authorities,  great  and  glorious  results  would  speedily  follow.” 
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50.  Chautauque  County. — We  are  indebted  to  the  praiseworthy  ef¬ 
forts  of  the  society  in  Westfield,  for  most  of  the  information  we  can  present 
from  this  county.  This  society  has  auxiliaries  in  nearly  every  school 
district ;  its  meetings  are  held  onCe  in  two  or  three  months,  and  a  steady 
advance  is  manifest.  We  hope  that  its  spirit  may  be  infused  into  the  oth¬ 
er  towns  of  the  county. 

“  There  are  in  the  town  of  Westfield  16  establishments  where  ardent  spirits  are  re¬ 
tailed.  From  only  11  of  these  we  make  our  report,  the  remaining  5  depending  on 
these  11  for  the  liquors  by  them  retailed.  From  these  11  we  gather  the  following 
facts,  viz: 

“Foreign  liquors  retailed  past  year,  765  gals. ;  estimate  per  gal.  $1.00,  $765.00; 
domestic  liquors,  3,981  gals.;  37£  cts.,  $1,492.87^;  whole  No.  of  gals.,  4,746;  whole 
cost,  $2,257. S7|;  No.  of  gals,  distilled  past  year,  20,000.  Of  this  20,000  gallons, 
we  have  included  in  our  estimate  of  retailed  liquors  but  500,  leaving  19,500  sold 
wholesale  by  the  distiller. 

“  Desiring  to  present  nothing  but  simple  unvarnished  facts,  and  that  we  might  pre¬ 
clude  the  possibility  of  being  accused  of  misrepresentation,  in  our  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  these  liquors,  we  have  observed  the  lowest  retail  prices  invariably. 

“  Comparing  this  estimate  with  the  last  year’s  report  as  presented  by  the  Young 
Men’s  temperance  society,  we  find,  to  the  encouragement  of  all  friends" of  moral  re- 
form,  that  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  sale  and  use  of  ardent  spirits. 

“  The  facts  presented  by  that  report  wTere  as  follow:  Foreign  liquors  retailed,  1,983 
gals.;  estimate  per  gal.  $1.00,  $1,983  00;  domestic, *3,370  gals.;  estimate  per  gal. 
37£  cts.  $1,263.75;  whole  No.  gals.  5,353;  whole  cost,  $3,246.75. 

“  By  comparing  the  two  reports  as  here  presented,  we  find  there  have  not  been  so 
many  gallons  of  ardent  apirits  retailed  the  past  year,  as  the  preceding  year,  by  607,  and 
that  there  has  been  a  saving  to  the  town  of  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and 
eighty -seven  and  a  half  cents. 

The  sentiment  is  here  gaining  ground,  that  men  are  verily  guilty  before  God,  when 
they  do  not  restrain  others,  as  far  as  possible,  from  the  commission  of  crime — that  men 
who  do  not  all  in  their  power  to  snatch  the  poisonous  bowl  from  the  maniac  lips  of  the 
tippler,  are’verily  guilty  of  the  blood  of  men,  and  that  God  will  not  hold  them  "uiltless 
but  will  avenge  upon  them  the  ills  they  have  been  accessary  to,  as  well  through  a  neg¬ 
lect  of  duty  as  through  a  wanton  commission  of  crime.”  So  should  all  feel. 

The  secretary  of  the  Ellington  society  makes  us  acquainted  with  some 
of  the  obstacles  to  the  success  of  the  plan  of  association,  as  a  method  of 
opposing  intemperance,  which  remain  to  be  overcome  in  that  part  of  the 
county  : 

“  But  light  is  shining  through  the  openings  in  these  dark  woods,  and  I  hope  will 
more  and  more  cheer  and  improve  us  until  that  happy  day  in  which  we  are  sure  you 
are  right  in  saying,  it  will  certainly  and  completely  triumph.  We  expunged  auxiliary 
from  our  constitution,  to  accommodate  it  to  the  fears  of  some,  that  there  might  eventu¬ 
ally,  grow  out  of  the  thing,  some  dangerous  political  combination.  We  hardly  know 
any  tiling  of  a  county  society — and  generally  we  are  so  laboriously  occupied" in  get¬ 
ting  food  and  raiment  and  schooling  for  our  children,  &c.  &c.,  that  wrn  cannot  well 
give  proper  attention  to  the  subject,  most  important  as  it  is.  We  are,  we  confess 
blame- worthy.” 


GENERAL  TOPICS. 

Having  completed  the  survey  of  those  counties  whose  societies  have 
famished  reports,  we  shall  now  allude  to  a  few  topics  of  general  interest 
which  seemed  entitled  to  separate  consideration. 

I.  Female  Influence. 

In  Clinton  county,  where  the  number  of  temperance  society  members 
has  more  than  doubled  in  the  past  year,  “  many  females  have  come  for¬ 
ward,  and  given  their  names  and  their  influence,  which  has  been  of  no 
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small  benefit  to  the  cause.”  At  Valatie,  in  Columbia  county,  on  the  7th 
Jan.  1832,  a  few  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  assembled,  under  rather 
discouraging  circumstances,  and  adopted  a  constitution,  the  10th  article 
of  which  requires,  that  a  “  committee  of  sixteen  ladies  be  appointed  who 
shall  in  all  proper  ways,  promote  the  cause  of  temperance,  by  procuring 
members,  and  diffusing  abroad  a  knowledge  of  its  principles.”  At  first, 
only  thirteen  persons  were  found,  willing  to  subscribe  this  constitution  ; 
and  such  was  the  state  of  public  sentiment  that  a  short  time  before,  an 
agent  of  the  State  society  had  wholly  failed  in  an  attempt  to  organize  an 
auxiliary.  But  though  the  u  talented  and  respectable”  villagers  kept 
aloof,  female  benevolence  was  active,  and  in  the  course  of  a  year,  great 
and  very  unexpected  success  attended  the  efforts  of  this  society.  It  now 
numbers  270  members,  and  no  one  fears,  as  many  scarce  a  year  since  did, 
to  be  called  a  a  Cold-water-man.”  At  Vienna  in  the  county  of  Oneida, 
a  female  temperance  society  was  formed  in  Jan.  1S33,  and  now  numbers 
more  than  260  members.  “  It  has  exerted  a  benign  and  signal  influence 
upon  the  society  at  large.”  At  Brockpott  in  Monroe  county,  the  secre¬ 
tary  states  “  female  influence  has  done  much  to  aid  the  temperance  re¬ 
formation.”  In  the  town  of  Sweden,  which,  if  we  are  correctly  inform¬ 
ed,  contains  the  village  of  Brockport,  are  1,011  children  who  receive  in¬ 
struction  in  the  various  schools.  Our  report  from  that  county  mentions 
the  44  Sweden  temperance  society”  with  241  members  ;  u  Sweden 
Youths”  with  60  ;  u  Brockport,”  265  ;  u  Brockport  Youths,”  450  ; 
giving  an  aggregate  of  1,016  members  of  temperance  societies  in  that 
town,  exceeding  by  six  the  number  of  children  reported  by  the  superin¬ 
tendent  as  44  taught”  in  1832,  and  exceeding  by  87  the  entire  number  of 
children  between  five  and  sixteen  years  of  age.  Do  we  not  see  in  this 
female  influence  in  its  own  most  appropriate  sphere,  like  an  angel  of  mer¬ 
cy  watching  with  a  mother’s  solicitude  and  a  sister’s  care  the  unwary  foot¬ 
steps  of  the  young  ?  In  youth  especially  is  such  care  needed,  when  suspi¬ 
cion  and  caution  are  not  yet  aroused,  when  man  has  yet  to  learn  that  he 
walks  in  a  deceitful  and  dangerous  path ;  then  is  its  blessed  effect  most 
sure  to  follow,  before  the  heart  has  become  hard  and  treacherous.  In 
Sandford,  Broome  county,  where  all  the  stores  and  taverns  are  conducted 
on  the  temperance  plan,  the  secretary  remarks,  u  we  owe  much  to  female 
influence.”  u  To  show,”  says  the  chairman  of  the  executive  committee 
of  Queens  county,  “that  all  have  influence,  young  and  old,  male  and  fe¬ 
male,  we  conclude  with  the  following  fact  related  by  an  auxiliary  socie¬ 
ty  :  4  A  young  lady  by  pledging  herself  to  the  temperance  society  induced 
a  young  man,  a  resident  of  another  place,  to  join  also.  Upon  his  return 
home,  through  his  influence  a  temperance  society  of  12  young  men  be¬ 
sides  himself  was  formed  ;  thus  the  example  of  this  young  lady  has  been 
the  means  of  inducing  13  young  men  to  pledge  themselves  in  support  of 
the  temperance  cause.  Who  hears  not  a  voice  saying,  4  go  thou  and  do 
likewise  ” 

We  subjoin  a  brief  extract  from  the  communication  of  an  esteemed  cor¬ 
respondent  in  Otsego  county. 

“  More  than  five  years  ago  I  wrote  a  pledge,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  few  friends 
to  whom  I  gave  papers,  obtained  between  three  and  four  hundred  female  subscribers. 
There  was  not  one  to  assist  me  in  the  beginning;  all  thought  it  a  bold  undertaking, 
and  hardly  dared  to  put  their  names  upon  my  paper.  I  had  never  heard  of  such  an 
enterprise  undertaken  by  a  female  before,  and  the  current  of  opposition  was  strongly 
against  me;  still  I  determined  to  do  much.  I  sent  papers  to  four  different  townships 
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and  obtained  about  forty  names,  which  means,  no  doubt,  facilitated  the  formation  of 
their  own  societies.  We  are  now  a  branch  of  the  town  society.  Much  good  has  been 
done  here,  and  much  remains  to  do.  I  have  a  paper  containing  the  names  of  55,  who 
have  agreed  to  abstain  from  every  thing  that  intoxicates.  These  are  not  afraid  of  cold 
water,  as  are  some  of  our  temperance  members.  Your  remarks  on  wine  and  beer  are 
what  we  need  in  this  place.  Cider  is  generally  made  use  of  by  o'Ur  society,  and  con¬ 
sidered  as  beneficial.  I  was  glad  to  hear  you  put  down  all  alcoholic  drinks  as  injurious. 

I  know  of  families  made  wretched  from  the  use  of  cider.  I  hope  soon  we  can  plead 
against  these  substitutes  with  as  much  earnestness  as  we  now  can  against  ardent  spi¬ 
rits.” 

We  might  add  to  this  accumulation  of  testimony,  many  other  similar 
facts  and  statements,  to  shew  that  we  ask  nothing  impracticable  or  un¬ 
reasonable,  when  we  call  upon  all  the  females  of  our  land  ;  upon  every 
one  who  sustains  the  relationship  of  wife,  mother ,  daughter,  sister ;  to 
come  forward  with  their  example  of  encouragement,  and  help  in  this  pu¬ 
rifying,  this  elevating,  and  saving  work.  We  ask  their  aid  in  an  attempt 
to  save  husbands,  sons,  and  brothers ,  from  infamy  and  contempt  ;  from 
present  perdition,  and  everlasting  despair.  Can  the  claims  of  humanity 
and  of  kindred  be  urged,  and  urged  in  vain,  on  the  female  heart  ?  We 
trust  not.  But,  if  that  were  possible,  here  is  a  cause  in  which  selfish¬ 
ness  would  plead,  trumpet-tongued ,  against  the  criminal  remissness, 
that  would  suffer  a  deluded  child,  or  brother,  to  fall  the  victim  of  a 
fate,  which  a  mother’s  faithfulness,  or  a  sister’s  love,  might  have  averted. 

Another  consideration  may  be  urged  ;  elevation  of  character,  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  manifestation  of  those  powers  of  mind  and  qualities  of  the 
heart,  on  which  woman  must  ever  depend  for  permanent  dignity  and  va¬ 
luable  power,  are  almost  incompatible  with  a  supine  disregard  to  the  great 
moral  revolutions  of  the  day.  A  woman  who  is  uninformed  on  the  great 
questions  of  Christian  morality  now  so  deeply  agitating  the  public  mind, 
or  indifferent  to  the  success  of  any  of  the  noble  efforts  for  ameliorating  the 
condition  of  the  human  family,  should  not  hope  to  be  distinguished  for 
great  or  splendid  qualities. 

As  Americans,  we  can,  with  feelings  of  exultation,  point  to  the  names 
of  several  of  our  countrywomen  not  less  distinguished  for  talents  than  for 
the  spirit  of  active  benevolence  and  untiring  perseverance  in  ways  of 

well  doing,  who  are  earnestly  engaged  in  this  work  of  mercy.

II.  Manufacturing  and  Vending  by  Professing  Christians. 

In  Vernon,  Oneida  county,  one  tavern  where  whiskey  and  other  spirit¬ 
uous  liquors  are  sold,  is  kept  by  a  professor  of  religion  ;  whether  he  uses 
the  beverage  moderately  or  otherwise  we  have  not  the  means  of  knowing 
In  Augusta  the  friends  of  temperance  have  had  to  contend  with  opposition 
from  the  intemperate  and  profane,  as  well  as  from  those  who  profess  to  be 
temperate,  and  from  “a  number  of  professed  Christians.”  In  Monroe 
county  there  exists,  as  we  are  informed  by  the  secretary,  “a  deplorable 
deficiency  on  the  part  of  professing  Christians.”  In  the  town  of  Amity, 
Saratoga  county,  are  “  seven  grog-shops,  three  kept  by  professors  of  reli¬ 
gion,  who  lead  the  opposition.”  In  Seneca  county  “  one  obstacle  is  the 
opposition  from  the  professed  friends  of  morality  and  religion.”  In  Greene 
county  six  “  church  members”  of  one  religious  denomination,  and  one  of 
another,  were  among  the  early  opposers  of  the  temperance  society.  The 
six  have  become  convinced,  and  are  no  longer  in  opposition,  but  the  one 
is  obstinate.  In  Andover,  Allegany  county,  “  some  professors  of  religion 
are  opposed  to  temperance.”  In  Schoharie,  where  professing  Christians 
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have  generally  kept  aloof  from  the  temperance  societies,  there  are  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  report  of  the  county  society,  103  stores  and  taverns,  and  one 
distillery  where  liquors  are  sold.  In  Mount  Morris,  Livingston  county, 
are  seven  stores,  “  but  one  of  these  continues  to  sell  the  poison  ;  the  own¬ 
ers  of  this  one,  both  church  members,  manufacture  and  sell,  and  by  flimsy 
arguments  and  excuses,  attempt  to  justify  their  course.” 

Were  we  disposed  to  pursue  the  painful  task,  we  might  easily  swell 
this  list  of  complaints  to  a  very  large  amount.  We  have  been  not  a  little 
astonished  at  the  frequency  of  statements  like  the  above,  in  many  of  the 
communications  made  to  the  State  society,  and  we  regret  to  learn  that 
some  few  clergymen  not  only  withhold  their  influence  from  the  society, 
but  are  active  in  opposition.  Instances  of  this  kind  are  rare,  and  always, 
we  should  hope,  to  be  attributed  rather  to  inadvertence,  and  a  want  of  due 
reflection  and  careful  examination,  than  to  a  disposition  to  countenance 
or  palliate  the  crime  of  intemperance.  Would  ail  professing  Christians 
and  all  clergymen,  who  now  stand  opposed  to  temperance  societies,  (and 
it  must  be  manifest  to  all,  that  those  who  are  not  with  us  are  against  us,) 
give  this  subject  an  unbiassed  -and  careful  examination,  we  cannot  but 
suppose  their  course  would  be  changed.  To  such  individuals  would  we 
earnestly  recommend  careful  attention  to  accounts  like  the  following. 

[From  the  Western  Recorder.  ] 

“Temperance  and  Revivals. — Mr.  Editor:  Feeling  a  deep  interest  in  the 
triumphant  cause  of  temperance,  and  the  intimate  connexion  between  temperance  and 
religion,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  mention  two  very  interesting  facts,  to  one  of  which 
I  was  an  eye  witness. 

“  In  a  protracted  meeting  held  last  week  at  De  Ruvter,  in  Madison  county,  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Littlejohn,  the  congregation  were  called  upon  to  give  in  their 
names,  to  be  put  down  in  the  temperance  constitution.  Seventy-two  immediately 
rose  to  give  in  their  names.  Immediately  after  this,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  descended 
upon  the  congregation,  and  a  number  were  hopefully  converted. 

“  A  few  weeks  since,  during  a  protracted  meeting  in  Pitcher,  a  hundred  and  thir¬ 
teen  joined  the  temperance  society. 

“  Do  not  these  facts  speak  a  loud  language  to  ministers  and  churches,  saying — ‘  Go 
thou  and  do  likewise?’  '  F.  J.” 

If  they  suppose  that  the  power  of  imagination  has  any  thing  to  do  with 
accounts  like  this,  let  them  consult  other  sources  of  information  ;  let  them 
even  visit  in  their  own  persons  places  where  such  manifestations  of  Gra¬ 
cious  influence  are  supposed  to  have  existed  in  connexion  with  the  labors 
of  the  friends  of  temperance.  We  dismiss  this  subject  with  the  remark, 
that  there  is  manifestly  more  temperance,  more  harmony,  more  prosperity, 
more  of  all  that  is  lovely  and  of  good  report  in  those  towns  and  counties 
where  the  nominal  and  real  friends  of  the  compassionate  Redeemer  are  all 
arranged  together  on  the  side  of  temperance.  It  may  also  be  wor¬ 
thy  of  observation,  that  the  earnest  and  sincere  endeavors  of  the  friends  of 
temperance  have  in  some  instances  been  manifestly  followed  by  a  bles¬ 
sing,  even  though  they  happened  not  to  belong  to  any  visible  church.

The  preceding  table  exhibits  observations  collected  with  care,  and  pre¬ 
senting  for  consideration  a  subject  of  great  moment.  It  has  been  well 
known  that  certain  trades  and  occupations  are,  by  their  nature,  injurious 
to  physical  health,  and  philosophers  have  entered  into  elaborate  examina¬ 
tions  and  discussions,  to  detect  and  explain  the  operation  of  hurtful  agents : 
physicians  have  been  active  to  discover  remedies.  The  physical  ruin  and 
moral  degradation,  occasioned  by  the  pernicious  traffic  in  ardent  spirit,  has 
not  yet  received  all  the  attention  and  study  the  subject  deserves.  We 
know  in  general  that  this  traffic  spreads  disease  and  poverty  and  crime 
and  death,  wherever  it  extends,  but  the  influence  it  exercises  over  those 
immediately  engaged  in  it,  is  hut  beginning  to  be  observed.  As  certainly 
as  “  no  man  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dieth  to  himself,”  so  certainly

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is  it  incumbent  upon  all  of  us,  in  our  relative  capacity,  to  look  into  and 
understand,  the  beginning,  progress,  and  end,  of  the  several  courses  pur¬ 
sued  by  those  around  us.  If  a  large  class  of  men  in  any  community,  are 
recklessly  and  habitually  pursuing  an  employment,  whose  well  known 
and  inevitable  tendency  is  to  produce  misery,  poverty  and  crime,  and  con¬ 
sequently  to  inflict  injury  and  suffering  upon  all  the  members  of  the  body 
politic,  there  is,  or  should  be,  some  remedy,  some  means  of  inducing  or 
compelling  the  erring  to  turn  from  their  pernicious  pursuits,  and  direct 
their  industry  into  some  channel  wherein  it  may  contribute  to,  or  at  least 
comport  with  the  good  of  all. 

Among  us,  it  is  manifest,  there  can  be  no  such  power,  except  in  an  en¬ 
lightened  public  sentiment,  the  aggregate  conviction  and  belief  of  the 
great  mass  of  the  people.  Laws  are  the  expression  of  this  opinion.  We 
have  laws  authorising  the  levying  of  black  mail ,  or  of  a  vastly  more  per¬ 
nicious  species  of  robbery,  the  robbery  which  takes  away  not  the  purse 
merely,  but  the  health,  the  character,  the  happiness,  and  even  the  soul  of 
the  plundered  ;  but  the  legislature  that  made  the  traffic  in  ardent  spirit 
legal  could  never  make  it  right :  nor  can  laws  deliver  us  from  our  re¬ 
sponsibility,  nor  from  the  evil,  until  an  intelligent  and  virtuous  commu¬ 
nity  shall  arise  and  vindicate  their  own  privileges.  We  have  a  right  to 
protection  from  this  species  of  depredation,  but  this  right  no  law  giver  can 
exercise  for  us.  Our  deliverance  must  be  our  own  deed. 

Let  then  all  the  friends  of  public  prosperity  and  individual  happiness, 
look  well  to  the  effect  of  the  manufacture  and  traffic  of  ardent  spirit  upon 
all  concerned  in  it ;  let  them  count  the  cost,  to  the  manufacturer  and 
vender,  to  their  families,  as  well  as  to  all  others,  and  if  they  find  the 
whole  account  from  first  to  last,  to  be  unmixed,  unmitigated  and  cureless 
evil  to  ally  they  can  and  will  effectually  forbid  the  continuance  of  the  traffic. 

It  is  hoped  the  auxiliaries  of  the  State  society  will  continue  to  collect 
and  furnish  authentic  and  minute  information  on  this  important  topic. 
Some  items  of  that  already  sent  us,  are  withheld  by  particular  request, 
from  the  natural  wish  to  spare  the  feelings  of  the  surviving  friends  of  those 
whom  the  temptations  of  this  traffic  has  ruined  ;  but  when  collected  and 
placed  on  record,  such  information  is  always  valuable,  and  the  process  of 
collecting  it  will  continue  to  bring  to  light  startling  facts,  and  important, 
sometimes  very  unexpected,  results.

V.  Future  Reports  of  the  Society . 

The  Executive  Committee,  convinced  that  such  reports  as  should  from 
time  to  time  present  a  complete  survey  of  every  county,  town,  and  village 
in  the  state,  and  effectually  bring  to  view  at  the  same  time  .all  that  has 
been  accomplished  and  all  that  remains  to  be  done,  would  tend  greatly  to 
promote  the  work  of  reform,  earnestly  recommend  to  all  auxiliaries  a  par¬ 
ticular  attention  to  the  time  and  manner  of  reporting.  It  is  evident  that 
some  convenient  and  uniform  method  might  he  adopted  which  would  in¬ 
troduce  simplicity,  and  greatly  reduce  the  amount  of  labor,  at  the  same 
time  present  with  clearness  all  important  facts,  and  render  the  reports 
proportionably  more  satisfactory.  It  is  therefore  recommended  to  auxilia¬ 
ries  to  adopt  the  following  form  :

The  same  form  would  be  adapted  to  school  district ,  town ,  county  and 
State  reports.  It  is  not  by  any  means  intended  to  limit  the  inquiries  of  so¬ 
cieties  to  the  few  leading  topics  here  presented,  but  it  is  thought  that  these 
may  always  be  most  satisfactorily  presented  in  some  method  like  the 
above.  The  secretaries  of  the  county  societies  will  also  we  think,  find 
convenience  in  arranging  the  names  of  their  several  auxiliaries  in  alpha¬ 
betical  order,  as  has  to  some  extent  been  done  in  the  present  report,  by 
the  secretaries  of  Genesee,  Otsego,  and  some  other  counties.  This  will 
also  render  the  reports  more  valuable,  by  facilitating  reference  to  the  re¬ 
turn  from  any  particular  society. 

We  may  here  add  a  very  few  words  in  relation  to  the  advantages  to  be 
expected  from  more  complete  organization.  Among  us  we  believe  the- 
time  has  arrived  when  this  plan  of  association  upon  a  single  principle  is 
regarded  without  jealousy  or  fear.  It  is  considered,  as  it  is,  merely  an 
instance  of  the  division  of  labor ,  an  union,  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  single 
end,  the  supply  of  a  single  want,  of  many  thousands  of  individuals,  having 
perhaps  no  sentiment  in  common  but  the  wish  to  be  delivered  forever  from 
the  scourge  of  intemperance.  The  pioneer  of  civilization  in  the  wilds  of 
Arkansas,  in  common  with  the  inhabitant  of  the  crowded  seaport,  experi¬ 
ences  the  inconvenience  and  the  damage  of  intemperance  among  his  neigh¬ 
bors,  perhaps  in  his  own  family.  Unassisted,  he  knows  he  ®  unable  to 
remove  the  evil,  but  aided  by  the  intelligence  of  those  who  have  know¬ 
ledge,  and  the  powerful  appeals  of  the  eloquent,  he  hopes  to  arouse  his 
friends  to  a  consciousness  of  their  responsibilities.  Such  is  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  human  society,  that  this  man  can  call  in,  tp  support  and  encourage 
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and  aid  him  in  this  work  of  benevolence,  the  combined  influence,  the  as¬ 
sembled  talent  of  half  the  nation.  When  in  process  of  time  and  as  the 
reward  of  faithfulness,  the  work  in  his  own  neighborhood  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  or  has  signally  advanced,  he  naturally  wishes  his  light  to  shine ;  he 
would  make  known  his  success  that  others  may  be  encouraged  to  similar  ef¬ 
forts.  How  shall  this  be  brought  about  but  by  the  aid  of  others  ?  A  tempe¬ 
rance  society  can  send  him  information  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  with  lit¬ 
tle  or  no  expense  to  him,  can  add  his  contribution  to  the  great  stock  of  intel¬ 
ligence  which  is  now  overflowing  the  whole  earth,  and  thus  confer  on  him 
the  privilege  of  aiding  in  the  great  work  of  renovating  the  condition  of  the 
moral  world. 

If  then  the  principle  be  good  and  the  end  valuable,  it  becomes  import¬ 
ant  that  perfect  system  and  complete  organization,  should  give  the  associa¬ 
tion  its  utmost  extension  and  most  unlimited  influence.  We  would  urge 
the  consideration  of  these  topics,  as  there  is  yet  much  backwardness  in 
reporting  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  truest  friends  of  the  cause.  This  will 
as  certainly  yield,  as  will  the  objections  of  the  temperate  individual  who 
withholds  his  name  from  the  association.  Local  societies,  whether  large 
or  small,  are  placed  in  relation  to  the  whole  human  family,  precisely  as 
individuals  in  relationship  to  each  other.  A  man  may  be  strictly  tempe¬ 
rate,  he  may  preach  temperance,  but  we  consider  it  clearly  proved  that  he 
has  not  used  all  nor  even  the  tenth  part  of  his  influence,  until  he  has  given 
his  name  to  a  society  :  and  societies  who  come  not  forward  and  contribute 
their  proportion,  withhold  in  the  same  manner  their  light  from  the  world. 

Besides  the  several  subjects  of  particular  inquiry  enumerated  in  the 
Temperance  Recorder,  Vol.  I,  No.  II,  and  that  relating  to  the  whole  num¬ 
ber  of  spirit  dealing  establishments  within  the  bounds  of  each  society , 
many  topics  of  importance  will  suggest  themselves  to  the  minds  of  those 
who  are  active  in  this  work.  Information  touching  all  these  should  be 
carefully  collected,  and  every  fact  or  observation  which  can  have  weight 
for  or  against  the  principle  of  total  abstinence ,  and  the  plan  of  voluntary 
association ,  faithfully  placed  on  record.  We  profess  to  seek  the  prosperity 
and  aggrandizement  of  our  country,  and  of  every  individual  within  its 
bounds,  by  means  accessible  to  all ;  if  we  deceive  ourselves  or  others,  let 
the  truth  appear.  > 

In  the  constitution  of  wrhat  we  now  consider  the  earliest  of  temperance 
societies,  that  of  Moreau  and  Northumberland,  each  member  is  required 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  to  give  his  testimony  in  relation  to  the  effect  pro¬ 
duced  in  his  own  sphere  by  the  engagement.  The  spirit  of  the  reforma¬ 
tion  makes  the  same  duty  incumbent  at  this  day  upon  all  societies.  Let 
all  come  forward  and  relate  what  they  have  found  of  good  or  evil  in  the 
influence  of  the  society.  If  it  is  found  tending  toward  any  dangerous  con¬ 
centration  of  power,  if  it  has  done  any  thing  to  diminish  the  sum  of  human 
happiness,  let  not  the  truth  be  concealed.  If  on  the  other  hand  it  is  dis¬ 
seminating  unwonted  prosperity  far  and  wide  through  our  land ;  if  it  is 
benefiting  our  countrymen  of  every  occupation  and  of  every  grade,  in  mind, 
body,  and  estate,  let  it  prosper.  Give  it  the  influence  of  your  name  and 
youj-  example  :  it  asks  no  more.

REPORT  FROM  RICHMOND  COUNTY. 

u  In  regard  to  a  report  from  our  county  society,  I  hardly  know  what 
to  say.  There  is  so  little  energy  among  the  friends  of  temperance  here, 
that  it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  w e  can  raise  a  meeting  ;  and  when  we 
do,  few  attend  beside  clergymen  and  their  families.  We  have  had  no 
meetings  for  more  than  a  year,  till  the  7th  inst.  wrhen  wre  had  one  at 
Tompkinsville,  at  wdiich  there  were  four  clergymen  and  three  laymen 
with  four  females.  We  adjourned  to  meet  at  Richmond  on  the  17th 
inst.  but  it  proved  a  failure.  We  wrant  some  popular  speaker  who  could 
spend  a  wreek,  and  address  meetings  in  each  of  the  four  towns  in  our 
county  ;  the  people  might  be  drawn  out  to  hear,  and  some  good  might  be 
done  in  this  vray.  We  number  now  110  members,  having  added  only  9 
in  a  year,  and  probably  as  many  have  died,  removed,  or  relapsed  in  the 
same  time. 

“  At  our  meeting  in  Tompkins ville,  we  passed  a  resolution  to  use  our 
exertions  to  increase  our  list  to  200  against  the  next  annual  meeting. — 
Notwithstanding  all  the  discouraging  circumstances  of  which  I  have  spo¬ 
ken,  our  society  is  exerting  an  influence  that  the  intemperate  are  unwil¬ 
ling  to  acknowledge.  And  could  wre  prevail  on  a  few  substantial  farmers 
to  come  out  openly  and  give  us  the  influence  of  their  names  and  exam¬ 
ple,  it  wrould  become  more  popular.  One  distillery  I  am  informed  has 
discontinued  during  the  year,  and  the  retailers  of  ardent  spirits  complain 
that  their  business  is  falling  off.  Two  hard  drinkers  have  discontinued 
the  use  of  ardent  spirit  since  January  last. 

Hoping  we  may  be  able  to  give  you  a  more  interesting  account  of  the

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The  Executive  Committee  of  the  New-York  State  Temperance  Society,  in  pre¬ 
senting  to  the  Parent  Institution  its  Fourth  Annual  Report,  respectfully  sub¬ 
mits  the  following  summary  of  results. 

I.  JVumber  of  Auxiliaries  in  the  State  of  New-  York. 

Including  the  State  Society,  fifteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight  temperance  societies 
have  been  reported.  Many  more  are  known  to  exist  from  which  no  report  has  been 
received. 

II.  Present  number  of  Members. 

This  by  actual  enumeration  amounts  to  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand 
and  seventy-four  ,•  but  here  also  it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  the  number  actually  pledged 
to  total  abstinence  greatly  exceeds  the  sum  arrived  at  by  enumeration,  as  in  some 
societies  great  increase  has  taken  place  since  the  reports  were  sent  in,  and  from  others 
complete  returns  have  never  been  made.  Increase  in  the  year ,  sixty  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  four. 

III.  Temperance  Stores  and  Taverns. 

By  these  we  understand  those  stores  and  taverns  where  the  absence  of  spirituous  li¬ 
quors  is  the  result  and  effect  of  the  temperance  reform.  One  thousand  two  hundred 
and  two  of  these  have  been  reported. 

IV.  Distilleries  discontinued. 

These  amount  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  ;  a  great  part,  but  we  think  not  all,  of 
these  have  been  discontinued  in  the  course  of  the  past  year. 

V.  Drunkards  reclaimed. 

From'the  table,  page  88,  it  will  be  perceived  that  from  a  small  number  of  towns 
only,  have  the  returns  been  explicit  touching  this  most  interesting  topic.  As  in  thirty- 
six  towns  and  one  county,  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  cases  of  reformation  have  occur¬ 
red;  and  as  there  is  good  reason  to  think  that  most  of  these  are  very  strongly 
marked  cases,  and  also  that  they  have  taken  place  within  the  year,  even  if  nothing 
had  been  accomplished  in  that  large  portion  of  the  state  from  which  the  returns  give 
no  account,  yet  should  we  find  in  this  result  aloae  abundant  encouragement,  and  a  far 
more  than  adequate  reward  for  all  the  efforts  hitherto  made. 

As  some  indication  of  what  remains  to  be  done,  we  may  here  mention  that  aside 
from  the  three  thousand  dram  shops  believed  to  exist  in  the  city  of  New-York,  and 
the  many  thousands  in  other  parts  of  the  state,  where  the  friends  of  temperance  have 
not  yet  begun  to  enumerate  them,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen  of  these 
establishments  are  mentioned  in  the  reports. 

Distilleries  in  operation. — Here  also  it  is  supposed  that  our  information  is  very  de¬ 
fective,  and  when  we  state,  that  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  distilleries  are  in  brisk  ope¬ 
ration,  consuming  from  50  to  200  bushels  daily,  of  nutritive  grains  ;  we  fear  that  our 
amount,  alarming  as  it  is,  falls  far  below  the  truth. 

FUTURE  EFFORTS. 

I.  By  the  State  Society. — The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  appropriate  duty 
of  the  State  Society  will  continue  to  be  nearly  the  same  as  heretofore,  to  collect  and  dis.- 
seininate  information  by  means  of  the  press  and  of  travelling  agents.  And  it  is  hoped 
that  by  simplicity  in  the  machinery  employed,  and  on  account  of  the  cheapness  of  la¬ 
bor  and  materials,  a  great  number  of  useful  publications  may  be  scattered  abroad. — 
The  aid  of  all  the  auxiliaries,  so  essential  to  the  success  of  the  efforts  of  the  State  So¬ 
ciety,  we  cannot  doubt  will  continue  to  be  afforded  with  the  same  alacrity  as  hereto¬ 
fore. 

II.  By  the  County  Societies.— We  feel  constrained  to  state,  that  we  think  in  too 
many  cases  our  county  societies  are  not  active  enough,  or  do  not  feel  the  importance 
of  keeping  up  a  constant  intercourse  with  all  their  auxiliaries.  The  temperance  cause 
is  one  that  requires  constant  and  uninterrupted  vigilance;  and  the  moment  an  officer  in 
a  society  begins  to  tire  in  the  w7ork,  or  from  other  duties  is  unable  to  attend  to  it,  he 
should  retire  and  give  place  to  some  one  able  and  willing  to  toil.  We  are  convinced, 
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until  the  counties  come  up  to  the  plan  of  each  having  an  agent  of  their  own,  who  is 
to  attend  to  the  whole  business  operations  of  the  county,  the  progress  will  be  slow* 
but  were  each  county  to  employ  an  agent,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  go  from  town  to 
town  preaching  and  exhorting  on  the  subject  of  temperance,  and  distributing  tempe¬ 
rance  information,  and  collecting  all  the  facts  and  statistics  cf  intemperance,  form 
school  district  associations,  and  get  all  the  societies  in  the  habit  of  reporting  regularly, 
an  amount  of  good  would  be  done  that  can  hardly  be  estimated.  Some  one  must  be 
employed  who  has  no  other  business  to  attend  to — and  he  would  have  his  hands  full. 
We  hope  the  county  societies  will  take  this  matter  into  consideration.  The  expense 
would  be  small  in  proportion  to  the  happy  results;  and  moreover  the  measure  would 
be  one  of  good  economy,  as  it  would  be  a  step  that  would  in  all  probability  complete 
the  reform  in  one-half  the  time  it  will  take  on  the  present  plan,  where  the  active  duties 
fall  on  persons  whose  other  engagements  prevent  their  giving  this  cause  only  an  occa¬ 
sional  thought.  The  evil  and  amount  of  intemperance  are  not  yet  half  known,  how¬ 
ever  enormous  the  statemensts  herein  make  them.  It  is  only  by  the  complete  organiza¬ 
tion  of  school  districts,  towns  and  counties,  that  the  full  extent  of  the  evil  can  be  dis¬ 
covered;  and  this  organization  cannot  be  accomplished  and  kept  up  by  voluntary  labor. 
Some  one  must  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  the  business,  and  who 
shall  be  paid  for  it.  A  benevolent  gentleman  has  recently  visited  a  county  for  the 
purpose  of  gaining  statistical  information.  He  went  from  school  district  to  school 
district,  and  by  minute  inquiries  gained  such  information  as  overwhelmed  him  with 
distress.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  6tate  is  divided  into  near  10,000  school 
districts,  each  of  which  contains  on  an  average  about  200  inhabitants.  He  discovered 
in  one  district,  36  habitual  drunkards;  in  another,  26;  in  another,  20;  in  another  he 
was  informed  by  a  gentleman,  that  he  had  seen  every  adult  male  in  the  district  drunk, 
with  the  exception  of  six;  and  his  convictions  are  that  each  county  should,  without  de¬ 
lay,  have  a  prudent,  industrious  agent,  that  the  important  subject  may  be  brought 
home  frequently  to  every  family  and  individual  in  the  county.  Some  counties  a  year 
or  two  since  made  rapid  advance  in  temperance,  and  gave  evidence  that  the  reforma¬ 
tion  would  soon  be  complete;  but  to  these  efforts  have  succeeded  an  apathy  which  is 
perfectly  deadening;  from  which  it  appears  as  difficult  to  arouse  them  as  it  would  be  to 
arouse  a  person  from  the  sleep  of  death.  An  agent,  acting  under  the  direction  of  an 
intelligent  Executive  Committee,  would  keep  the  cause  constantly  on  the  advance. 
Such  an  agent  could  be  procured  for  $300  per  year;  30  persons  giving  $10  each  would 
pay  him.  Until  the  counties  adopt  this  plan,  we  cannot  expect  the  reform  to  progress 
otherwise  than  slowly. 

Pattern  County. — The  officers  of  the  State  Society  have  it  in  contemplation,  by  a 
concentration  of  effort  in  some  one  county  to  establish  such  an  organization,  and  bring 
about  such  a  state  of  things  as  may  render  the  county  an  example  worthy  of  being  fol¬ 
lowed  by  others.  We  would  also  recommend  to  counties  something  similar  in  relation 
to  their  auxiliaries  in  towns;  and  these  might  again  exercise  asimilar  care  and  supervi¬ 
sion  over  the  school  district  associations. 

III.  By  the  Town ,  School  District,  and  other  Local  Societies. — The  Executive 
Committee  have  often  had  occasion  to  observe  that  a  single  individual  of  chai actor  and 
influence  may  give  tone  to  the  operations  of  a  whole  county.  We  believe  there  is 
scarce  a  town  or  other  community  in  the  State  of  New-York,  numbering  500  or  1,000 
individuals,  which  may  not  be  decidedly  moved  and  influenced  by  the  efforts  of  one 
man,  if  that  one  be  a  determined  and  untiring  and  prudent  friend  of  the  cause.  Hence 
the  necessity  that  in  every  association  some  should  be  found  willing  to  assume  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  rendering  the  society  not  only  respectable  but  successful.  Such  individu¬ 
als  must  ordinarily  be  found  among  the  officers  of  the  society:  great  care  and  judgment 
should  therefore  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  these,  as  on  them  in  ordinary  cases 
depends  the  whole  success  of  the  association.  If  there  is  unfaithfulness  or  remissness 
on  the  part  of  officers,  it  becomes  the  imperative  duty  of  the  society  at  large  to  see 
that  they  be  superseded  at  the  next  election. 
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CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

In  thus  reviewing  the  occurrences  of  the  year  as  connected  with  the 
efforts  of  the  Society,  the  Committee  find  abundant  cause  for  renewed 
expressions  of  thankfulness  to  the  Merciful  Disposer  of  all  events,  in 
their  preservation  through  a  period  of  unwonted  calamity,  and  in  the  ma¬ 
nifest  success  bestowed  on  their  inadequate  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Bene¬ 
volence.  With  confident  reliance  on  the  same  Almighty  Power,  for  wis¬ 
dom  to  direct,  and  for  strength  to  execute,  they  look  forward  with  firm 
purpose  and  cheering  hope  to  the  events  of  the  coming  year,  anticipating 
the  same  cordial  support  and  co-operation  from  the  auxiliaries  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  from  an  indulgent  public,  which  have  hitherto  sustained  and 
encouraged  them.
